This is the first of a series of volumes relating to the surrender of the 
Monastery of Peterborough, the foundation of the bishopric, the 
reconstitution of the monastic church as a cathedral, the early 
administration of the city by the dean and chapter, and the episcopal 
jurisdiction of the Tudor bishops. 


The second volume was published in 1941 at the time of the fourth 
centenary of the cathedral, but, owing to the increasing duties for which 
the editor found himself responsible as the war progressed, little time was 
available for the editing of documents relating to local history, with the 
result that this volume has been compiled under great difficulties, and 
subject to many interruptions. 


It has been the wish of the editor, not only to print the 
local documents that have survived, but also to collect and give summaries 
in a series of introductions, of isolated events in the history of the diocese, 
city and Soke of Peterborough which have been recorded in other 
published volumes by annalists, historians, both national and local, and 
in the State Papers printed by the Record Commission, so that the 
materials for a new local history may be made easily available for students. 


The transcripts and translation printed in the present volume have 
been checked by Mr. L. C. Hector of the Public Record Office. 


As in the case of Part II (N.R.S. Vol. XIII) the whole or parts of the 
introduction have been read by my brother, Charles Mellows of Bishop’s 
Stortford College, and by Professor A. Hamilton Thompson, both of 
whose valuable suggestions I have incorporated. 


As mentioned in the volume already published, the Bishop 
of Peterborough and the Dean and Chapter have allowed me to publish 
extracts from the documents in their registers, a privilege for which I 
am deeply grateful. I am also greatly indebted to the late Canon E. G. 
Swain, former cathedral librarian, and to Mr. H. Savory, Deputy 
Registrar, to the officers of the Public Record Office, and of the Manuscript 
department of the British Museum, the librarian and staff of the London 
Library, and the librarian of the Peterborough Public Library, and the 
trustees of Peterborough Museum for enabling me to inspect the various 
documents and books which I wished to consult. 


I also desire to offer my best thanks to Mr. H. B. Wells, Assistant 
Secretary of the Northamptonshire Record Society, for preparing the 
indexes. 


And again, as in the case of the other volumes which I have edited 
for the Society, I should like to repeat my expression of gratitude to the 
secretary and general editor, Miss Joan Wake, for many valuable 
suggestions in preparing these volumes for the press. 


My former secretary, Miss Dora Prentice, was most helpful in typing 


and retyping the introduction and text of this volume, and she also gave 
me considerable assistance in preparing for the press other volumes,

which I have offered to present to the Society as a memorial to my son, 
Captain Thomas Anthony Mellows of the Special Force, who lost his 
life whilst fighting as a Maquisard for the relief of Mont de Marsan on 
August 22nd, 1944. 

These volumes, which are at present in course of publication, will 
deal with the Dean and Chapter as Lords of the Liberty of Peterborough ; 
the Tudor Bishops of Peterborough; and the administration of the 
Abbot’s Receivers and Obedientiaries illustrated by their accounts. 


Unfortunately, owing to the state of my health, I have been compelled 
to resign my position as Treasurer of the Cathedral which I held at the 
commencement of this work, but the Dean and Chapter have been good 
enough to appoint me to the honorary office of Cathedral Archivist, so 
that I shall continue to have access to the records and shall be able, 
I hope, to complete the above-named works.

THE LAST DAYS OF PETERBOROUGH 
MONASTERY. 


THE EVENTS LEADING TO ITS SURRENDER TO THE KING 


CHAPTER I. 


(i) JOHN CHAMBERS AND HIS PREDECESSORS. 


The most interesting character concerned with the disappearance of 
the Benedictine monastery of Peterborough, and its re-appearance as a 
cathedral college, was John Chambers, or Borough,? the last abbot and 
first bishop of his native town. Chambers, who was Wolsey’s nominee, 
had replaced the unpopular Robert Kirkton,? (or Marchaunt), the 
penultimate abbot, who had ruled the monastery for more than thirty 
years. Kirkton had been connected with the monastery for the greater 
part of his life, having been presented on 20th September, 1471, by Abbot 
William de Ramsey to the bishop of Lincoln, as an acolyte, to be made 
a deacon,’ and having been elevated to the order of priesthood, on a like 
presentation on March 3rd, 1474. He was installed as abbot, the tempor-

He beautified the chappeli of S. Mary, or the Ladies Chappell with 
pictures, and gilded work, much of which was lately extant. He maintained a long 
suit in law against Margaret, countess of Richmond and Darby, about knyhts-service 
for lands in Torpell, Thorpe Watervile, and Achurch wherein at last he prevailed. 
I know not whether I have done well or ill, in declaring the acts of this Robert, but 
this must be according to the capacity of the Reader. ...’” See also the suit 
maintained by Abbot Richard of Ashton against the Duke of Somerset, Roger Bird, 
f.25. The articles of the cleymez demaundez, compleyntz and greuances of Richard 
abbot of Petirburgh, shewed to the right noble and worthy prince the Erle of 
Somerset, nowe duke, etc. This claim related to the manors of Maxey, Northborough 
and Woodecroft concerning knight’s service and suit of the Langdyke hundred 
court, etc.

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alities being restored to him on 13 March, 1497.1 Kirkton’s abbacy 
was distinguished by his building activities in the monastery and its 
precincts. He completed at the eastern end of the church the magnificent 
“ New Building,’ in the style of the chapel of King’s College, Cambridge ; 
added to his own residence the Heaven’s Gate chamber, some of which 
may still be seen in the Bishop’s Palace; enclosed land forming the 
eastern and northern sides of the site of his abbey, including a part of 
the parochial churchyard, which was in the monastic precincts ; ? 
demolished a number of houses occupied by tenants of the vill of Burgh, 
and made a deer park.? 


(ii) Lapy MARGARET BEAUFORT AND ABBOT KIRKTON. 


Kirkton’s park was approached by a conspicuous gate bearing his 
rebus. This building, which was decorated in the style of the gateway of 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, where+ Lady Margaret’s particular white 
daisies are displayed beside the Beaufort portcullis and the Tudor rose, 
serves to recall Kirkton’s relations with Lady Margaret Beaufort,° 
the mother of Henry VII, whose favourite country residence was some 
fifteen miles away at Colly Weston in the county of Northampton. 


(iii) THE ABBOT’S QUARRELS. 


Many of the heads of monasteries a little before the dissolution were 
notorious for their quarrels and law-suits, and Kirkton was evidently a 
litigious man. 

In 1503, he was summoned to the king’s presence on the charge of 
hunting in the company of the famous lawyer and financier Master 
Empson, in the king’s forest without permission. The forest mentioned 
was presumably Cliffe Park, of which David Philip was keeper, not 
Nassaburgh, which had been disafforested in John’s reign. The abbot 
had demanded, reasonably enough, rent and service for Philip’s manor 
of Thornhaugh,’? which was held of the abbot by knight’s service, and 
this charge of trespass was evidently a reprisal.

We learn in the account rolls of his receiver that the abbot 
paid £20 2s. Od. in expenses, while travelling to London to see the king, 
a fine of £20, and the sum of 41s. to the king’s mother “ for having her 
counsel in the matter ’’. 

The same year he was involved in another law-suit with his deputy 
steward, Richard Burton, tenant of the abbot’s grange at Biggin near 
Oundle. The subject of dispute was the common pasture between 
Biggin and Benefield, which the abbot had been unable to enclose. He 
won his suit, but it cost him £14 19s. 10d. in expenses and here again he 
sought the advice of the king’s mother. 

In the following year he was indicted by Sir John Hussey? for conniving 
at the escape of one William Martyn from his prison at Peterborough. 
This case cost him {113 14s. Od. including {13 14s. 10d. ‘‘ for the 
abbot’s indulgence? and for having counsel in this matter. The receiver’s 
account contains the observation: ‘“‘ may God forgive this accusation, 
for it was unjust ’’.* 

In 1503, the abbot sent his royal counsellor a Christmas present. 
The Queen mother at Colley Weston‘ received two great oxen from his 
country lodging at Eyebury Manor, thirty sheep (60s.); six calves, 
(24s.) ; six swans, (48s.) ; and 24 capons, bought in Lincolnshire Holland, 
(16s. 10d.) ; a useful contribution to the Royal Christmas dinner. Money 
presents or tips were given at the same time to members of her household. 


(iv) VISITATION OF THE MONASTERY BY THE BISHOP OF LINCOLN. 


At the episcopal visitation by Bishop Wm. Atwater of Lincoln in 1518,5 
the monks complained that the enclosure of the new park obstructed 
their customary right of way to their cell at Oxney, where they went for 
bloodletting or relaxation from the austerities of their life. The enclosure, 
they said, obliged them to go to Oxney by unusual and inconvenient 
ways. Besides, he made them rise for matins in the night, while they 
had previously had them by day, and he granted them leave so late in 
the day that they had little time for holiday. Robert of Swaffham, the 
Peterborough historian,* recorded that in the early part of the 13th 
century, the bloodletting used to be carried out in the Farmery, when 
the patients had better meals than those in the Frater, but at the date 
before the dissolution was frequent. Musard, a Worcester monk, complained of the 
prior of that cathedral that ‘“‘ he kept great hospitality upon our chancellor and 
bishop’s officers, on serjeants and attornies of Westminster Hall on doctors and 
proctors of the Arches with great fees, for he has most of his time been at law with 
gentlemen the convent and tenants on account of the affection he has to his kindred 
and servants. He gave to them the alms the monastery was bound to give. L. and 
Py NO, 75.

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of the bishop’s visitation in 1518, the Farmery, the dorter and even the 
vaults in the conventual church, were in a ruinous state through the 
abbot’s neglect. 

There were other complaints about the mismanagement of the farmery. 
No house was prepared for sick brethren, nor any single beds for invalids 
to lie separately. Brother Robert Beverley, sitting there, did not know 
how to eat with his brethren, and he had to be allotted a separate room, 
and to be discharged from service in the choir. The sick had too little 
wholesome food and drink, (a pennyworth of food only), and those 
‘languishing in extremis ’’ were even at times denied the sacrament of 
the eucharist. There was no house for lepers, or for others suffering 
from infectious diseases, save only the farmery. 

The frater too was, mismanaged, the bread and beer were bad, the 
meat ration was very small, and there was no flavour in the fish.* 

Rationing and billeting arrangements were quite inadequate for the 

guests in the hostry, and there are ominous references to lean sheep, 
lambing ewes and measly pork. But the bitterest complaints were 
about the thin watery beer. History, we are tempted to say, repeats 
itself. The best bread was made from grain that had not been properly 
thrashed. The beer was too thin. The number of brewings was 
inadequate. The brethren at Oxney complained that if brewings were 
neglected for two or three days, they did not have any drink, unless they 
paid for it themselves. It was said that a certain Papal bull provided 
that, if the abbot did not provide healthy drink for his monks, he ought 
to be excommunicated. 
The monks appear to have regarded the monastery as a kind of 
“country club” or inn, where they could enjoy themselves. The 
sub-cellarer ran a bar where the brethren drank in unlicensed hours. 
He was ordered to allow none of the brethren to drink wine at the bar 
after 7 p.m. in winter, and 8 p.m. in summer. Sitting up late must be 
discouraged, or the monks would not perform their usual religious offices 
in the night. Too often the monks went visiting in the vill without 
permission, and they took with them presents of food which should have 
been given to the poor. 

Several specific charges were made in the course of this visitation. 
The elder brethren misbehaved in the choir during the services, (they 
were wanton and dissolute), instead of setting a good example to their 
juniors. The sacrist was notoriously immoral. He had failed to visit 
the estates, his lands, tenements and woods were utterly neglected, and 
he had stolen jewels from St. Oswald’s shrine to give to his women. He 
and the precentor sowed discord between the abbot and brethren; the 
precentor had abused his office. Brother Robert Easton had taken 
various jewels, and no-one knew where they were. The precentor kept 
in his hands the office of warden of the altar of the Holy Cross. He 
received the emoluments therefrom, but did nothing in that office. 

The prior was not chosen by the convent, as he ought to have been. 
He neglected his duty of celebrating in the chapel above the Charnel for 
the souls of the departed. He ought to have had £16 a year for the 
supervision of lands and tenements, but the present prior did not receive 
the income, nor did he supervise the lands, but left all such matters to

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the abbot, and sat at table with him. It does not seem that at this date, 
if ever, the prior had a separate dwelling house in the monastery. ! 

The complaints against the abbot himself were not concerned with 
his moral character, but especially his excessive love of power. He was 
a noted pluralist. It was alleged that he kept in his own hands the 
offices of almoner, bursar, infirmarian, hostiliary, sub-cellarer and 
master of the works, and was unwilling to depute brethren to occupy these 
offices, contrary to the custom of the monastery, although there were 
plenty who could discharge the duties well. When he did appoint them, 
it was often against the wishes of the majority. He was most reluctant 
to account to the monks for his receipts. When anything was wanting 
in any office, there was no officer to whom the brethren could speak, as a 
result of which the offices were in a state of dilapidation, especially the 
house of the master of the works, whose windows ought to be repaired. 

The lands and tenements outside the monastery belonging to the 
convent were in a ruinous state, although the abbot was keen enough to 
repair the tenements of the abbacy. 

Although at the time of his admission he had sworn to observe all 
the praiseworthy customs of the monastery, he had infringed them all. 
He had, without consent of the monks, sold wood each year to the value 
of 100 marks or more. He had also sold wood belonging to the bursar’s 
office to the value of £50, and kept the money for his own purposes. 
He gave away the monastery’s goods to his brother. He was impatient 
and bad tempered. His hot temper ‘‘ was a hindrance of a hundred 
marks a year, and of friendship between brethren ’’. 

The abbot had apparently little use for studious monks, and he 
thoroughly neglected their education. The novices were quite untaught. 
He had lost interest in the grammar school, which he had founded at 
Kirton, his birthplace, and left the appointment of its master to the 
abbot of Swineshead. Few, if any, of his monks were students at the 
universities, as they had often been before his time. 

The bishop’s visitors had caustic comments to make on the abbot’s 
love of money, and control of the monks’ common funds, and they 
recommended annual auditors to restrain him. The truth was that much 
was sacrificed to his inordinate passion for building, which required more 
money than he had at his disposal. 

As Professor Hamilton Thompson has pointed out, the abbot required 
all his own funds, and those of the monks as well, to complete his el aborate 
new buildings.? 


(v) AxBBoT KIRKTON AND HIS PETERBOROUGH TENANTS. 


In the records of the Court of Star Chamber is the report of a case

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of light on the strained relations between the abbot and his neighbours 
in the Vill. The tenants, all men of the vill, and defendants in this 
action, had a number of grievances. Their churchyard, they said, 
situated in the monastic precincts, by an agreement made a hundred 
years ago between abbot William Gyenge and the parishioners,* had now 
been desecrated.2 Some had lost their homes, and others their common 
rights in Burgh Little Fen or Flag Fen, which was the common of pasture 
for the tenants of the Vill, where the abbot pastured too many sheep.? 


The abbot informed the court that his high steward, Sir Thomas 
Lovell,4 or his deputy, Richard Burton,° presided over the court leet 
within the manor and town of Peterborough, in which “ he appointed 
able and discreet persons to exercise and occupy the offices of constables, 
dozeners, ale tasters and searchers of victuals within the same town. 
The abbot’s refusal to allow his tenants to nominate at least one half of 
these officers, and more especially the affeerors, * who assessed the amerce- 
ments imposed on those who had committed breaches of the assizes or 
byelaws, had provoked a riot. 


(vi) ABBoT KIRKTON AND CARDINAL WOLSEY. 


Although abbot Kirkton had tendered his resignation at the time of 
Bishop Atwater’s visitation, it did not take effect. Atwater’s report? 
had shewn that Kirkton’s government was anything but good, but the 
control of a bishop over an important monastery was not very effective, 
for the abbot remained in office for ten years after the most unsatisfactory 
state of his house had been disclosed. 


In August, 1526, Cardinal Wolsey,® in exercise of his legatine authority, 
sent John Longland, bishop of Lincoln, to Peterborough, with instructions 
to put the utmost pressure on the abbot to resign. Wolsey was not so 
much concerned with the reformation of the monastery, as with the 
collection of money to defray the heavy expenses of building his two 
‘Cardinal colleges ’’ in Ipswich and Oxford.® | 

He had persuaded Pope Clement VII and the king to consent to the 
suppression of about forty religious houses with fewer than seven inmates, 
including Daventry in the county of Northampton, that he might devote

their revenues to educational purposes! but the sums thus realised were 
insufficient to defray the cost of his grandiose schemes. He ordered 
the bishop of Lincoln to obtain from the abbot a contribution of two 
thousand marks. The abbot could raise such a sum of money by letting 
the estates of his monastery upon leases for long terms of years at very 
low rents,? and by receiving from the prospective tenants large immediate 
fines, which could be paid to Wolsey. This would have the effect of 
diminishing for a long time the annual income of the monastery, and 
Kirkton was reluctant to comply with the legatine demand. 


There follows the record? of some hard bargaining. Abbot Kirkton 
demurred, promised the amount, (or the bishop said he did), went back 
on his promise, and “sought obliviousness’’. Next he suggested 
resigning, but again he ‘“‘ swerved and warbled in his words”’, and then 
he grudgingly offered first “a corner in Cardinal’s coJlege’”’, then £400, 
then even £1000 to escape the necessity of resigning and having a stranger 
at the head of the monastery. The bishop was in a strong position to 
bargain, for the abbot’s unpopularity among his own monks was well 
known, and it would have been fatal to talk of resigning in their presence, 
so a sum was ofiered “as large as the place could bear ’’and later four 
hundred marks or even five hundred were offered with reservations. At 
one stage the Cardinal, to whom the offer was referred, seems to have 
nearly accepted it.

(vii) RESIGNATION OF ABBOT KIRKTON. ELECTION OF JOHN BOROUGH. 


Four months elapsed, and, on 8th December 1527, two correspondents4 
wrote to Wolsey that they had heard he intended to remove the prior of 
Tynemouth, and make him abbot of Peterborough. On 7th November, 
1527,° Sir Francis Bryan wrote to the abbot thanking him for his good 
cheer, when the writer and his company were with him. It was not 
until Sth March, 1528, that Wolsey’s servant Dr. William Bennet® was 
able to write to the cardinal ‘‘ The abbot resigned this morning? on 
my declaring to him your Grace’s pleasure by mouth, and I declared the 
house to be void, and intimated to the convent that your Grace had sent 
by me the King’s licence to proceed to an election on Wednesday next.” 


The whole convent, he said, except four or five, were fully determined 
upon the election of Brother Fraunceys. Wolsey would see the

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awkwardness, if he detained the king’s congé d’éure from them, and 
caused two of the monks to come up to London to obtain the 
king’s licence. He would have to prorogue the election, which was to 
have taken place on the following Wednesday, to some other day, and 
would defer showing the convent the licence, until he heard from Wolsey, 
unless he could induce the monks to compromit [2.e. to delegate] 
the election to Wolsey personally, without promising them that either 
[Dan] Boston! or [Dan] Fraunceys, [the two monks favoured by the 
convent], should be chosen. He would obey Wolsey’s commands about 
the entertainment of Brother Borough [7.e. Chambers] to be elected as 
abbot. 

The reason for this manipulation of the election by Wolsey’s agent was 
that the cardinal had made up his mind that John Borough was the man 
who would be most likely to carry out his wishes. When this particular 
monk was introduced to Wolsey is not known. Later records show that 
he had a powerful friend in Sir John Russell?, afterwards Earl of Bedford, 
one of the favoured officers of the privy chamber of the king, who had a 
house at Thornhaugh not far from Peterborough, and it is possible that 
Russell recommended Borough to Wolsey. | 

The petition for the congé d’élire® for the election of a new abbot was 
dated 9th March, 1528. On 13th March‘ Kirkton wrote to the cardinal 
that having heard from Dr. Bennet, the cardinal’s agent, that either 
Dan Fraunceys or Dan Boston was to be his successor, he had resigned. 
He had no doubt that the convent would have chosen brother Fraunceys, 
but for the persuasion of Dr. Bennet, who had induced them to compromit 
the election to Wolsey. He trusted firmly that Wolsey, in accordance 
with his forner promise, would choose brother Fraunceys, who was a 
good religious man, and of gentle condition. He had shown his mind to 
Dr. Bennet about his pension.°® 


In the meantime, the cardinal sent for John Borough. On 16th 
March, 1528, Thomas Heneage,®one of the officers of the king’s privy 
chamber, the groom of the stole, wrote to Wolsey that Borough, one of 
the monks at Peterborough, had come to London. The convent, he said, 
had invited Wolsey to decide whether Borough or another should be 
abbot ; and, he added, “‘ He promises you two thousand marks towards 
your great building at Oxford.” 


_ On 23rd March, 1528,’ the royal assent was given to the election of 
John Borough as “ abbot of the Benedictine monastery of Peterborough’, 
and the prior and convent’ formally petitioned Wolsey, praying for his 
assent to the election by Wolsey, to confirm his own choice, thus accepting 
as meekly as they could the “ fait accompli’’. Borough granted the

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customary pension to be paid out of the monastery funds to a clerk of 
the king’s nomination, viz: Thomas Butt,! until he should be promoted 
to a benefice by the abbot. A pension of 100s. was still being paid him 
out of the Court of Augmentations, during the reign of Philip and Mary in 
1556.2 

Borough was soon called upon to redeem his promise. On 18th May, 
1528,3 he wrote to Thomas Heneage that he had received his letters 
by Mr. Villers desiring him to send the cardinal 1000 marks. He was 
‘so sore charged ’’ that he could not do it. He had paid £100 to his 
old master, [Abbot Kirkton], and at the beginning of this term he had 
sent by the hands of Mr. Montagu, [7.e. Thomas Montagu, his attorney,4 
the father of Edward Montagu the later Chief Justice], to the cardinal, 
“for the old father debt of the monastery’, £100. He had paid the 
the king £100 for [granting the convent right of] free election, 
and for restitution of his temporalities, and he had paid nearly £140 
for the subsidy due at the previous Candlemas. He had sent £100 to the 
cardinal, by his servant, Mr. Wylliers.° He had received only £1000 
from his old master [Abbot Kirkton], and Dan Fraunceys spent £100 
on his election, when Borough was in London. By Wolsey’s command 
he had to make a doctor of divinity at Midsummer, which would cost 
him over £20, and a bachelor of divinity, which would cost him £10. 
He must pay his old master’s [Kirkton’s] pension, and he must keep 
Sturbridge Fair,6 which would cost him 200 marks. The livelihood of 
his house was never so far in decay, and he was reluctant to borrow. 


(viii) CARDINAL WOLSEY’S VISIT TO PETERBOROUGH. 


Two years afterwards Wolsey was in disgrace. The legatine authority, 
which he had exercised, although his appointment as a papal legate in 
England had originally been approved by the king, had brought about 
his downfall, for when the king quarrelled with the pope, Wolsey was 
alleged to have incurred the penalties of a premunire in asserting or 
maintaining the Papal jurisdiction in England. He forfeited thereby 
all his great offices of state and his possessions, but he was allowed by 
the king to retain the archbishopric of York, and to proceed to his 
province.? On 28th March, 1530, a letter? was sent under the king’s 
privy seal to abbot John, who had adopted before that date, the surname 
of Chambers, asking him to shew hospitality to Wolsey on his journey to 
his province of York, ‘‘ as he could not be so speedily furnished before 
the feast of Easter next, but would have to pause on the road ”’. 

George Cavendish,? Wolsey’s servant and biographer described this 
visit during Passion week. Wolsey rode to Hendon, a place belonging 
to the abbot of Westminster, and next he removed to a place called the

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Rye, where Lady Parr lay. The next day he rode to Royston, and lodged 
in the monastery there ; and the next he removed to Huntingdon, and 
there lodged in the abbey. 

From Huntingdon he removed to Peterborough and he lodged also 
within the abbey on Palm Sunday. He stayed there until the Thursday 
in Easter week,! with all his train, the greater number of whom went to 
board wages in the town. He had twelve carts to carry his own stuff, 
which came from Cardinal college at Oxford,? where he had sixty carts 
to carry such necessaries as were required for his building there. 


Upon Palm Sunday he went in procession with the monks, bearing his palm, 
setting forth God’s service right honorably, with such singing men ® as he then had 
remaining with him. And upon Maundy Thursday he made his maundy in our 
Lady’s chapel [of the monastery], having fifty-nine poor men whose feet he then 
washed, wiped and kissed. Each of these poor men had twelve pence in money, 
three ells of canvas to make them shirts, a pair of new shoes, a cast of bread, three 
red herrings and three white herrings, and the odd person had two shillings. Upon 
Easter Day in the morning he arose to the Resurrection, and that day he went in 
procession in his cardinal’s vestments, with his hat and hood upon his head, and 
he himself sang there the high mass very devoutly, and granted clean remission to 
all the hearers, and there continued all the holidays. 


(ix) WoLsEy’s RECEPTION BY WILLIAM FITZWILLIAM AT: MILTON. 


Intending to remove from thence, Wolsey sent Cavendish to Sir William 
Fitzwilliam,* “‘a knight who dwelt within three or four miles of 
Peterborough ’’, to provide him there a lodging until Monday next 
following... He took his journey from Peterborough upon the 
Thursday in Easter week to Master Fitzwilliam’s, where he was joyously 
received, and had most worthy and honourable entertainment, at the 
sole charge and expenses of the said Master Fitzwilliam, during all the 
time when he was there. Thus Wolsey ‘‘ continued there until the 
Monday next following, where there lacked no good cheer or costly 
viands, both of wine and other goodly entertainment, so that upon the 
said Monday, Wolsey departed [from Milton] unto Stamford, where he 
lay all that night, and the next day he removed from thence unto 


Grantham, and was lodged in the house of a gentleman called Master 
Halle 


(x) THE DIVORCE AND FUNERAL OF QUEEN KATHERINE OF ARAGON. 


On 13th July, 1530, John abbot of Peterborough, John abbot of 
Croyland, Robert abbot of Thorney, and the abbot of Bury, joined in the 
petition by the spiritual and temporal lords of England to Pope Clement 
VII praying him to consent to the king’s desires that he should declare 
the nullity of his marriage with Katherine, the widow of his brother

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Arthur, and make invalid the papal dispensation whereby this marriage 
had been legalised. They pointed out the disastrous consequences if 
this divorce were delayed. | 

The greatest event during Chambers’ abbacy was the burial of Queen 
Katherine in the minster church. It is often alleged? that the abbey 
church was preserved as a cathedral by the king as a memorial to his 
first wife. Katherine died at Kimbolton? on 7th January, 1536, under 
circumstances that aroused grave suspicions of poisoning. Chapuys, 
the Emperor’s ambassador, who visited her shortly before her death, 
found that she had been troubled with vomiting and pain in the stomach 
for a week. She was so wasted that she could not support herself, 
either on her feet or sitting in bed. During the four days that he was 
with her, she was much better, but two days after his departure news 
came to the king that she had relapsed and died in twelve hours. He 
hoped the same fate would not befall the princess Mary. 

Immediate arrangements were made for her funeral. On 11th January 
Cromwell sent his servant Ralph Sadler to the king suggesting how the 
ceremony? should be carried out. The king said there need be no 
hearse at St. Paul’s, it would cost more than was requisite or needful. 
Sadler pointed out that the king’s sister had one, but the king replied 
that she was a queen, and as [Catherine] the princess dowager was to be 
buried at Peterborough with so great solemnization, in the presence of 
the Emperor’s ambassador, there was no need of a hearse at St. Paul’s. 
It would not be necessary to give any mourning to the French ambassador, 
but with the rest of the suggested arrangements he was satisfied. 

The queen’s body was enclosed in a leaden coffin on January 15th, 
and borne to the chapel of Kimbolton, where vigils for the dead and 
masses were said from time to time until Thursday, January 27th, 1536. 
After mass on that day the body was carried from the chapel and put ona 
wagon to be conveyed to Peterborough. 

The procession started in the following order. First, sixteen priests 
in surplices rode on horseback, having a gilded latten cross borne before 
them; after them rode several gentlemen, the maitre d‘hotel and 
chamberlain, with their rods of office in their hands, and by their sides 
nine or ten heralds with mourning hoods, wearing their coats of arms. 
After them followed fifty servants of the gentlemen, bearing torches, 
and in the middle of them was the wagon, upon which the body was drawn 
by six horses, all covered with black cloth to the ground. The wagon 
was covered with black velvet, in the midst of which was a great silver 
cross, and within was stretched a cloth of gold friese with a cross of 
crimson on velvet. Before and behind the wagon stood two gentlemen 
ushers with mourning hoods, looking into the wagon, round which were 
four banners of crimson taffeta, two of which bore the arms of the queen, 
one those of England, and one the arms of her first husband, prince 
Arthur. There were also four great golden standards, on one of which 
was painted the Trinity, on the second Our Lady, on the third St. 
Katherine and on the fourth St. George. The banners were carried by

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four heralds, and the standards by four gentlemen. Then followed 
seven ladies, as chief mourners, upon hackneys, that of the first being 
harnessed with black velvet, and the others with black cloth. After the 
ladies followed the wagon of the king’s gentlemen, and after them on 
hackneys came nine ladies, wives of knights. Then followed the wagon 
of the Queen’s chambermaids, then her maids to the number of thirty-six, 
and in their wake followed certain servants on horseback. 

In this order the funeral cortege proceeded to the abbey of Sawtry, 
where the royal corpse was received by the abbot and monks, who placed 
it in the choir of the church under a canopy under an “ estalage’’ with 
four hundred and eight candles. Next day a solemn mass was chanted 
in Sawtry abbey by the bishop of Ely. After mass the body was borne 
in the same order to the abbey of Peterborough, where, at the door 
of the church, it was honourably received by the bishops of Lincoln, 
Ely and Rochester, the abbots of Peterborough, Ramsey, Crowland, 
Thorney, Walden and Thame, who, wearing their mitres and hoods, 
accompanied it in procession, till it was placed under the chappfele ardente 
which was prepared for it there, upon which were placed about a thousand 
candles. Round the chapel eighteen banners waved, of which one 
bore the arms of the Emperor, a second those of England, and others 
included those of the King’s mother, prince Arthur, the queen of Portugal 
(sister of Katherine), Spain, Arragon and Sicily, and those of John of 
Gaunt, duke of Lancaster, who married the daughter of Pedro the Cruel. 
There were also a number of little pennons, and round about the chapel, 
in great gold letters, was written as the device of the good lady, “‘ Humble 
et loyale’’. 

Se vigils were said that day, and on the morrow three masses were 
celebrated by three bishops, the first by the bishop of Rochester, with 
the abbot of Thame as deacon, and the abbot of Peterborough as sub- 
deacon ; the third by the bishop of Lincoln, with the bishop of Llandaff 
as deacon and the bishop of Ely as sub-deacon, the other bishops and 
abbots assisting at the said masses in their pontificals, so the ceremony 
was very sumptuous. 

The chief mourner was lady Eleanor, daughter of the duke of Suffolk 
and the French Queen, and niece of Henry VIII. She was conducted 
to the offering by the Comptroller and Mr. Gostwick, who was the new 
receiver of the moneys which the king levied from the church.1 After 
the offering the bishop of Rochester preached. . .. After mass the 
body was buried in a grave at the lowest step of the high altar, over 
which was put a simple black cloth. The memorial placed over 
her grave was demolished when Oliver Cromwell’s soldiers visited 
Peterborough in 1643, but it has been replaced since by a modern memorial 
tablet and the banners of a Queen of England and the houses of Castile, 
Aragon and Leon have been hung above it.

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CHAPTER II. 


THE KING AS SUPREME HEAD OF THE ANGLICAN 
CHURCH. 


(i) THE CLERGY AND THE PREMUNIRE. 


The reasons for the abolition of the papal power and the dissolution 
or surrender of the monasteries and other houses of religion in England, 
are suggested in the preambles to the statutes,’ the writings of certain 
annalists and historians,? and the great collection of letters and papers 
illustrating the reign of Henry VIII. 

Hall says : 

“The whole clergy of England had ever supported and maintained the legatine 
power of the cardinal, wherefore the king’s counsel learned plainly that they were 
all in the premunire.” The king, like a prudent prince, first began with the cardinal, 
casting him, by the law of premunire out of his goods and possessions. . . . After 
this the king, proceeding further, caused the rest of the spiritual lords to be called 
by process into the King’s Bench ;. as the whole clergy of England, in supporting 
and maintaining the legatine power of the cardinal * were all entangled in the 
premunire, and therefore were called into the king’s bench to answer. But the 
prelates in convocation at Canterbury concluded among themselves a humble 
submission in writing, and offered the king a subsidy, or contribution, that he would 
be their good lord, and release them of the premunire by Act of Parliament, first 
to be gathered in the province of Canterbury a hundred thousand pounds, and in 
the province of York eighteen thousand eight hundred and forty pounds and ten 
pence, which offer was accepted and their pardon promised. In this submission 
the clergy called the king ‘‘ Supreme head of the church of England,” which they 
never confessed before, whereupon ‘‘ many thinges followed after as you shall 
heare.”’ 


Hall goes on to speak of the efforts made by the bishops to levy the 
sum promised in convocation. The bishop of London called before him 
all the priests, as well chantry and parish priests as parsons and vicars, 
and charitably exhorted them to bear their parts out of their livelihood 
towards the sum granted, but he was answered that twenty nobles a 
year was but a poor living for a priest, when victuals and everything was 
so dear, that poverty enforced them to say Nay !, beside that they never 
offended in the premunire, for they never meddled with the cardinal’s 
faculties: ‘‘ Let the bysshoppes and abbottes, which have offended, 
pay.’ 

If the monastic register of John Chambers had survived, we might have 
discovered what was the proportion of the subsidy the abbot of 
Peterborough agreed to pay on behalf of his monastery. 


(ii) FirsTFRUITS WITHHELD FROM THE POPE. 


An act was passed at a Parliament® held on 15th January, and pro- 
rogued till the tenth of April 1532, that bishops should pay no more

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annates [2.e. first fruits] or money to the pope for bulls in their favour. It 
was recited in the preamble to this statute : 


“that great and inestimable sums of money [had] been daily conveyed out of the 
realm, to the impoverishment of the same, and especially such sums of money as 
the pope, his predecessors, and the court of Rome, for a long time, had theretofore 
taken from all and singular spiritual persons who were named ... to be arch- 
bishops or bishops within the realm of England, under the title of annates otherwise 
Callccdetits(strults.«.0,)0 0. 


It was further alleged : 


“that there had passed out of the realm into the court of Rome since the second 
year of the reign of Henry the seventh [1486-7] until 1532, under the names of 
annates or first-fruits paid for the expedition of bulls of archbishoprics and bishoprics, 
the sum of eight hundred thousand ducats, amounting in sterling to eight score 
thousand pounds at the least, besides other great and intolerable sums which had 
yearly been conveyed to the said court of Rome by many other ways and means 
to the great impoverishment of the realm.” 1 


Subsequently, as stated below, an annual sum of £172 3s. 5d. became 
payable from Peterborough monastery to the Crown for tenths.* 


(iii) PROHIBITION OF APPEALS TO ROME. 


The following year it was provided? that : 


appeals in cases formerly pursued to the see of Rome should thencefortn be pursued 
within the realm. Persons procuring processes, appeals, sentences, etc., from or 
to the see of Rome were to incur the penalties of premunire, under the Statute 16 
Richard II cap. 5. Appeals thereafter were to be made within the realm, viz. :— 

(a) from the archdeacon ¢ or his official, if the matter or cause was there begun, 
to the bishop diocesan of the see. 

(b) if it were commenced before the bishop 5° diocesan or his commissary, to the 
archbishop of each province. 

(c) if it were commenced before the archdeacon or any archbishop or his commissary, 
to the court of Arches or audience of the same. 

There was to be no appeal from the archbishop, but appeals in cases touching the 
king were to be made to the spiritual prelates and other abbots and priors in the 
upper house assembled . . . in the convocation within the province where the 
matter was begun.”’ 


(iv) CANONS NOT TO BE ENFORCED CONTRARY TO THE KING’s 
PREROGATIVE.

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be enforced contrary to the king’s prerogative, and there were to be no 
appeals to Rome. 


(v) THE KinG As SUPREME HEAD OF THE ANGLICAN CHURCH. 


The Act, in which it was declared that the king should be reputed 
supreme head of the church, was passed in the session of Parliament, 
“ holden? by prorogation at Westminster, on the third day of November ”’ 
1534. It was enacted? : 


“ that the king our souveraigne lorde” . . . “ shallbe takyn acceptyd and reputed 
the onely supreme heed in erthe of the churche of England callyd Anglicana Ecclesia, 
and shall have and enjoye annexed and unyted to the ymperyall crowne of the 
realme aswell the title and style thereof as all honours, dignyties, prehemynences, 
jurisdiccions, privileges, auctorities, ymunyties, profites, and commodities to the 
said dignytie of supreme heed of the same church belongyng and apperteyning. 
And that our said soveraigne lorde etc. shall have full power and auctoritie from 
tyme to tyme to visite, * represse, redresse, reforme, ordre, correct, restrayne, and 
amende all suche errours, heresies, abuses, offences, contemptes, and enormyties 
whatsoever they be, which by any maner of spirituall auctorytie or jurisdiccioa 
ought or maie lawfullye be reformyd, repressyd, ordred, redressyd, correctyd, 
restrayned, or amendyd moste to the pleasure of Almyghtie God, the encrease of 
vertue in Chrystis Religion and for the conservancy of the peace, unyte and 
tranquylyte of this Realme, any usage, custome, foreyne lawes, foreyne auctoryte 
prescripcion or anye other thinge or thinges to the contrarie hereof notwithstanding.”’ 


(vi) ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF THE KiING’s SUPREMACY BY THE ABBOT 
AND MONKS OF PETERBOROUGH. 


The first document included in this volume? which is the first of three 
volumes of “ Tudor documents relating to the monastery and cathedral 
of Peterborough ’’,> is the acknowledgnent by the abbot and monks of 
Henry VIII as supreme head under Christ of the church of England.® 
It will be noted that at the convocation of Canterbury held on 4th May, 
1531, the clergy first acknowledged the king to be the chief provector, 
the only and supreme lord and, so far as the law of Christ would allow, 
the supreme head’ of the church of England. The abbot and monks of 
Peterborough made this acknowledgment on 27th July, 1534,8 some 
months before the statute was passed enacting that the king should 
be reputed supreme head of the church of England. 


(vii) Some Lists oF NAMES OF THE PETERBOROUGH MONKS. — 


The document was signed by the abbot and forty other monks, and 
it is interesting to compare their names with other and earlier lists. 
We can refer to the list of monks receiving garments from the abbey

- . of the conclusion arrived at by the convocation of York on 5 May 1534, that 
the bishop of Rome has no authority in England. Similar deeds by certain 


monasteries including Peterborough with 41 monks and Croyland with 32 monks.

after the surrender, ® the list of pensions still being paid from the court of 
augmentation at the beginning of the reign of Philip and Mary ;* and 
the list of monks who were appointed the first prebendaries and petty 
canons of the cathedral college. ® 


(viii) PAPAL BULLS ERASED FROM PETERBOROUGH CARTULARIES. 


Another effect of the acknowledgment of the king’s supremacy upon 
the Peterborough monastic records was the striking out all papal bulls, 
which had been transcribed in the cartularies. They may still be seen 
in the Cathedral library with criss cross deletions scored across the pages. 

The spanish ambassador writing to Charles V on 28th January, 1535, 
said : 

The king has added to his titles that of the sovereign head of the church of England 
on earth, and it is proposed to burn all the bulls and provisions hitherto granted 
by the Holy See. With this view, on Sunday last, an ‘“ Augmentation friar,’’ [Dr. 
George Brown], who has been appointed by the king, general of all the mendicant 
orders, in reward for having married the king and the lady [sic], preached a very 
solemn sermon, maintaining that the bishops and all others, who did not burn all 
their bulls obtained from the Holy See, and get new ones from the king, deserved 
very severe punishment.

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CHAPTER III. 


THE VALUATION OF PETERBOROUGH MONASTERY 
FOR FIRST FRUITS AND TENTHS. 


(i) THe Act PROVIDING FOR THE PAYMENT OF First FRUITS AND 
TENTHS TO THE KING. 


“An Acte? concerninge the paiment of firste fruites of all dignities, 
benefices and promocyons spirituall, and also concerninge one annual 
pencyon of the tenthe parte of all the possessions of the churche, spirituall 
and temporall, granted to the kynges Highnes and his heiress’’ was 
passed in the Parliament beginning 3rd November, 1534. It was provided 
that the king should have from every person who after Ist January, 1535, 
should be nominated elected etc. to have any ...: 


bishopricke, abbacye, monasterye, priorie, college, hospitalle, archdeaconry, 
deanry, provostship, prebende, parsonage, vicarage, chauntrie, frechapell or other 
dignitie, benyfice, office spirituall within this real or elsewhere . . . or promocyon 
the fyrst fruytes revenewes and profits [thereof] for one year. . . . The Chancelour 
of Englande and Mayster of the Rolles for the tyme being jointly and severally or 
such other persons and parsonnes, as shall please the kinge’s Highnes, were given 
power to name and depute by commyssion under the greate seale commyssioners to 
examyne and serche for the just and true value of the said firste fruites and profites 

. . the moneys received to be payed in the hanaper.’’ 


A yearly tenth of all spiritual livings was also granted to the king to 
be payable at Christmas. 


(ii) CouNTy COMMISSIONS FOR THE VALUATION OF THE POSSESSIONS 
OF THE CHURCH. 


The chancellor of England was given authority to direct into every 
diocese in the realm several commissions in the king’s name under his 
great seal : 


as well to the archbishop or bishop of every diocese or to such other person or 
persons as the king should name and appoint . . . authorising the said com- 
missioners . . . or three of them at the least to examine search and enquire . 

of and for the true and just . . . yearly values of all the manors, lands, tenements, 
hereditaments, rents, tithes, offerings, emoluments, and all other profits, as well 
spiritual or temporal, . . . of any archbishopric, bishopric, abbacy, monastery, etc., 
within the limit of their commission . . . deducting only the rents resolute to the 
chief lords and all other annual and perpetual rents and charges, which any spiritual 
person . . . had been bound yearly to pay to any person . . . or to give yearly 
in alms by reason of any foundation . .. and all fees for stewards, receivers, 
bailiffs, and auditors, and synodals and proxies, . . . and to certify under their 
seales . . . as well the whole and entire value as the deduction aforesaid, in every 
case. 


Fuller in describing the beginnings of the first fruits office which 
thereupon was set up says: 


“Great [was] the king’s profit at this time from the office for the receipts of 
tenths and first fruits. . . . Such moneys formerly were paid to the pope, who, as 
pastor pastorum, Claimed decimas decimarum. . . . Hereupon the pope had his 
collectors in every diocese, who sometimes by bills of exchange, but generally in- 
specie, to the great impoverishing of the land, yearly returned the tenths and first 
fruits of the English clergy to Rome. . . . Now the clergy changed their landlord, 
so their rents were new rated, and I believe somewhat raised, commissioners being 
a ee

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employed in all counties (the bishop of the diocese being always one of them 1) to 
value the yearly revenue, that so their tenths and first fruits might be proportioned 
accordingly. These raters were the chiefest persons in all counties under the degree 
of barons . . . men of unquestionable extraction, none as yet standing on the ruins 
of abbeys to heighten their mean birth into the repute of gentility. ...I hada 
project,” continues Fuller, “ to present their names, but my design failed, when 
I found the return of the commissioners’ names into the office so defective, that 
in most counties they are wholly omitted.’’? 


(iii) Tue CouNnTy COMMISSIONERS FOR First FRUITS AND TENTHS 
IN THE AREA OF THE SUBSEQUENT DIOCESE OF PETERBOROUGH. 


The commissioners* nominated in the different counties and districts 
by Thomas Audley, the lord chancellor, and Thomas Cromwell, the 
master of the rolls, to make the enquiries and valuations prescribed by 
the Act were appointed on 30th January, 1535, from amongst the men who 
sat as justices on commissions of the peace or of sewers or upon other 
commissions issued during the period. Those who served in the counties 
which afterwards formed part of the diocese of Peterborough in the 
county of Northampton were: Sir William Parr of Horton,* Sir John 
Russell Senior, (afterwards Earl of Bedford), Sir William Newenham, 
Sir Thomas Tresham, Edward Mountague, serjeant-at-law, John Lane, 
Thomas Lovell, Thomas Cave, Robert Chauntrell, Thomas Brudenell, 
with three auditors : John Turnour, Richard Button and George Quarles. 

In the county of Rutland the commissioners were : Sir Everard Digby, 
Francis Brown, George Mackworth and David Cecil,° with Boniface Martin 
as auditor, but the surveys of the monasteries were signed by John 
Harryngton, Thomas Brudenell, and David Cecil,* with a general 
receiver and auditor of the court of augmentation. 

In Leicestershire the monasteries were valued in two series, the 
commissioners who undertook the valuation of the first series being : 
Sir John Villiers, Sir John Nevell, John Harrington, Roger Radclyffe, 
Thomas Waldram with Robert Wingfield as auditor ; and in the valuation 
of the second series: Sir William Turvill, Sir Thomas Pulteney, John 
Beaumont and Peter Ithel, auditor. Other commissioners appointed 
on 30th January, 1535, who are not recorded as having taken part in the 
valuation, were: Roger Wiggeston, William Ashby, Christopher Villiers 
and Thomas Taye.’ 

Fuller says that the commissioners were empowered by the king : 

‘to send for the scribes and notaries of all bishops and archdeacons, to swear the 
receivers and auditors of incumbents, to view their register books, Easter books, and 


all other writings, and to use all other ways to know the full value of ecclesiastical 
preferments, with the number and names of persons enjoying the same. They were

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to divide themselves by three and three, allotting to every number so many deaneries, 
and to enquire the number and names of all abbeys, monasteries, priories, etc., and 
meeting together, to certify into the exchequer, (at the time limited in their com- 
mission), the true value of such places or preferments. Herein . . . reparations 
. . . were not to be deducted, but perpetual rents, pensions, alms,! synodals, fees 
paid out yearly to persons were to be allowed. This being a work of time, exactly 
to perform, took up some years in the effecting thereof.” 


The articles and instructions annexed to the commissions are not 
enrolled on the Patent Roll but in the margin is the entry: ‘for the 
tenths of spiritualities.”’ Their duties, however, were specified in the 
act under which they were appointed. 


(iv) A COMPARISON OF THE VALUATION WITH OTHER LOCAL DOCUMENTS. 


The valuations made by the county commissioners for first fruits and 
tenths have been published in the Valor Ecclesiasticus. Although 
Northamptonshire at the date of the valuation was in the diocese 
of Lincoln, the editors of the published volumes have included in a 
separate section those valuations which relate to the subsequent diocese 
of Peterborough. It has been thought convenient to include in this 
collection of documents, relating to the surrender, a translation of the 
valuation of Peterborough monastery in 1535,? although reference should 
be made to the published text of the original returns. 

The valuation is an important link in the chain of extents, account rolls 
and other documents, which record the management of the possessions 
of the monastery and cathedral, from Domesday to the time when Puritan 
surveys of the estates of the bishop and the dean and chapter 
were prepared as a step preliminary to their sequestration during the 
Commonwealth. The valuation for first fruits and tenths may be 
compared, in the first place, with the compoti of the obedientiaries of the 
monastery. These, which are in course of publication, give fuller par- 
ticulars of the abbot’s fee and the endowments of the different officers 
of the monastery, which are summarised in the Valuation. 

Secondly it may be compared with the assessments of the temporalities 
and spiritualities of the abbot’s demesne, and also of the fees of the 
obedientiaries of the convent, in connection with the collection of tenths, 
which is transcribed in The Book of Roger Bird. 

It can also be compared with the king’s book,‘ already published, 
which shews which of the Peterborough monastic estates were divided 
between the Bishop, and the Dean and Chapter ; and which were retained 
by the Crown or sold or otherwise transferred to the predecessors of 
well-known county landowners. 

Then, to continue the investigation, we can examine the estate books 
of Deans Pierse and Cosins, which contain abstracts of the leases of each 
of the estates of the Dean and Chapter, from the establishment of the 
Cathedral to the puritan sequestration. Next we have amongst the 
Peterborough records most detailed Parliamentary surveys of the estates

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of the bishop and dean and chapter, before referred to, and finally the 
series of Registers of different Deans preserving copies of leases of all 
Cathedral estates. Typical extracts from all these records, which are 
worthy of close examination by students of economic dey will be 
published, it is hoped, in due course. 


(v) COMPARISON OF THE VALUATION OF LocAL MONASTERIES. 


The valuation of the Peterborough monastery should be compared 
with those of the other local abbeys, Ramsey,! Croyland,? Thorney,? 
and Sawtry. ¢ 

The Peterborough valuation is the only one of the four in which are 
given the names of the Commissioners who visited the monastery. 

The following statement shews the clear annual value and the amount 
of the tenths payable in each case.

(vi) ALMSGIVING IN THE LocAL MONASTERIES. 


Writing about the Reformation a historian® recently declared that of 
the three million inhabitants [in the country], between forty and eighty 
thousand depended on the monasteries for a living whether for employ- 
ment as servants or for daily food and living as sick or poor persons. 

The accounts of the monastic obedientiaries and the returns of the 
commissioners, make it pretty clear how much of the income of the local 
monasteries was paid away in alms, what corrodies were granted or sold, 
and what fees were being paid to influential local men, to buy their 
support. Honoured guests were received in the king’s lodging, on the 
south side of the minster foregate. Visiting monks from other houses 
were entertained in the hostry south of the Farmery. On the north of 
the Foregate was St. Thomas’s hospital, built just within the monastery 
in which bedehouse the sisters or bedesmen were maintained. The 
almoner’s department, where he relieved the poor, was near the back 
door, at the East Gate of the monastery. 

A rhyme ®, was circulated in the Peterborough district, probably before 
the time of the Reformation and was still current in the 19th century : 

Ramsey the rich of gold and of fee, 

Thorney, the flower of the Fen Country, 
Crowland, so courteous of meat and of drink, 
Peterborough the proud, as all men do think.

(vii) ALMsGIvING BY ABBOT KIRKTON AND HIS OFFICERS. 


Few alms?! are recorded as having been paid by abbot Robert Kirkton 
during the year 1504-5. There were two half-yearly payments in money, 
to the poor at St. Leonard’s hospital amounting to 7s. 10d. with 66s. 8d. 
The bailiff of the Vill also paid them 17s. 4d. per annum for their clothes. 
Probably some food was sent them from the monastery, and they 
cultivated food on the Spital farm, but the records of this are lost. The 
alms given to the poor in church during the chief feasts of the 
year amounted to {14 2s. 4d. 

The gentlemen, grooms and valets, who served the abbot and monks, 
received {56 5s. 8d., with £37 3s. 10d. for their liveries. Gratuities 
to messengers from the king and his magnates amounted to £12 18s. 10d. 
and there were various tips to servants bringing presents of game to the 
abbey. 

Certain visitors were entertained to meals at the abbot’s table, and 
the lay servants in the monastery were entitled to partake of these meals. 

The almonry, of course, was a separate department, the whole income 
from which amounted to £39 19s. 34d. After payment of the salary of 
the lay almoner and other servants a substantial portion of this sum would 
be devoted to alms. Unfortunately no complete roll of the almoner’s 
accounts has survived. 

The conventual bursar was responsible for the distribution of alms at 
Southorpe in commemoration of the anniversary of the death of Queen 
Eleanor and Elias de Bekyngham.? In 1523, this amounted to 31s. 

The total income of the Hostry, received by the hostiliary or abbey 
guestmaster during the year 1497-8, amounted to {2 7s. 1d., which 
included 16s. from the almoner® and 6s. from six monks for the rent of 
six vaults let to them, presumably in which to keep their private 
belongings. 

Very little of the small income of this department was spent on the 
entertainment of visitors to the monastery. We note in 1497-8, a payment 
of 20d. for the entertainment of colleagues (sociorwm) with divers confr eres 
(confratribus) coming here during the year of account, and in 1533, the 
expenses upon the Ramsey brethren at the feast of SS. Peter and Paul, 
2s. 4d. Presumably they were visiting the Peterborough monks on the 
occasion of the patronal festival on June 29th. The surviving hostry 
accounts show that the guests entertained there were monks and novices 
from Peterborough or other monasteries in the neighbourhood. Lay 
guests were entertained by the abbot in his lodging or in the king's 
lodging near the Abbey foregate. 

The Sacrist’s account 4 contains a payment of 4d. for one cask (jayle) 
of beer bought for visiting monks. 

As the Thorney particulars concerning alms are not published in the 
Valor Ecclesiasticus, we have inserted those relating to Bury St.

(viii) Aims DISTRIBUTED AT THE TIME OF THE VALUATION FOR FIRST- 
FRUITS AND TENTHS. 


The amounts of alms distributed,? by each of the five monasteries in 
1535, were as follows : 
Gross Income. Amount of Alms. 
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But the chief payments from Sawtry comprised portions payable to 
the king’s Exchequer for the use of The King’s Hall,4 Cambridge, 
({33 13s. 8d.), and Christ’s College, Cambridge, ({6 13s. 4d.) which can 
hardly be placed in the same category as the sums distributed to the 
poor from the other monasteries mentioned.®° _It is interesting to note 
that about the time of the valuation one James Billingford wrote to the 
abbot of Garendon that he had heard that the king had promised the 
poor abbot of Sawtry two hundred marks a year from the monastery of 
Peterborough. * 


(ix) BANQUETS ON THE INSTALLATION OF ABBOTS. 


In the records in ‘‘ The Book of Roger Bird’’ of the great expenditure 
incurred in connection with the election and installation of Abbots Richard 
of Ashton in 1441, and William of Ramsey in 1471, there is no reference 
to the distribution of one penny of alms on either occasion, but substantial 
expenditure was incurred in providing a great feast on the day when the 
former was installed, 7.e. expenditure include payments for one ox, 
sixteensheep, two cignets, twenty-four pigeons and five sucking pigs 
from the abbot’s stock, with twelve geese, seventeen capons, seven 
cocks, seventeen chicken, three more sucking pigs bought, twenty-nine 
ducks, one bittern, one hundred eggs, honey and herbs.?' The expenses 
apart from all fees paid at the election and installation of William de 
Ramsey amounted to {26 13s. 4d., which it is instructive to compare

(x) ENTERTAINMENT OF INFLUENTIAL GUESTS. 


Reginald Pecock, bishop successively of St. Asaph and Chichester, who 
was roundly denounced for other reasons by a correspondent of Abbot 
Richard Ashton,! defended the great expenditure by religious houses, 
more particularly friaries, on the entertainment of distinguished guests. 

In The Repressor* he said: First, it is expedient that lords and ladies 
when they come into cities be lodged in places where they may be removed 
from the world and may associate with religious persons and attend 
divine service. Secondly, the hospitality afforded to persons of rank 
within these mansions moves them to defend the rights of the religious 
houses. Thirdly the visit of such persons has a good effect on the conduct 
of the brethren themselves. And fourthly, these great folks will be more 
ready to give alms.’’.® 


(xi) CORRODIANS IN THE MONASTERY. 


Unfortunately the registers of the Abbots Robert Kirkton and John 
Chambers, have been lost, but we can turn to “‘ The Book of Roger Bird”’ 
for information about the different kinds of corrodies granted by Abbot 
Richard Ashton in the middle of the fifteenth century. 


(a) Zhe King’s Bedesmen. | 
Some were granted to old servants of the king, at his behest, as one 
successor of the royal founders of the monastery. On 18 April, the abbot 
was compelled to grant to John Stock, serjeant of the gate of the king’s 
lodging, and to Wiliam his son, such maintenance in the abbey for the 
whole of the life of each of them, as John Swan had there: viz:, two 
white loaves and one brown loaf a day, two gallons of beer from the 
abbot’s cellar, one complete dish with one intermission, 20s. in silver, 
fur robes of the suit of the abbot’s squires from his wardrobe or their 
value, a room in the monastery with fuel and candles, and finally hay and 
provender for one horse. On the death of the survivor a similar corrody 
was granted by Edward IV on 6th August, 1461, to Robert Frere. After 
the establishment of the cathedral a note was written to the chancellor 
of augmentations by Anthony Browne that certain pensioners of the 
stable [szc] were to receive pensions of 6. 13s. 4d. viz :—Thomas 
Courtney, Wm. Bartlett, Thomas Angulem and William Rowland, 

from the college of Peterborough . . but cannot be admitted. 


(b) The servants of the abbot and poe 

The conditions of the employment of lay servants of the monastery, 
and their fate after its dissolution, can only be referred to briefly in this 
introduction. It will be more convenient to discuss more fully this 
subject, which does not appear to have received very careful consideration 
by monastic historians, when The account rolls of the obedientiaries of

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Peterborough monastery, and some of the monastic cartularies have been 
published. 

Many of the lay servants received grants of estates in the vill of 
Peterborough, to be held by them in petty serjeanty or servantry, that 
is to say a servant held heritably a house in the abbot’s mesne borough 
of the vill, with a small quantity of land in the fields, including common 
rights in Burgh little fen or Flag Fen, and he was entitled to take his 
meals with the squires valets and grooms in the abbot’s lodging. He 
owed suit at the half-yearly court leet held by the abbot’s steward in 
and for the vill. When the monastery was dissolved and the vill formed 
part of the endowment of the dean and chapter, the lay servant lost his 
right to receive meals in the abbot’s lodging, but in other respects he 
continued as a customary or copyhold tenant of the vill, the Dean and 
Chapter being regarded as lords of the manor of Peterborough. Pre- 
sumably he had to take up some other form of employment such as a 
waterman, a weaver, or an agricultural labourer under a new master. 

The third volume will contain a petition to Queen Elizabeth by the 
inhabitants of the vill, complaining that the Dean and Chapter did not 
protect their interests as well as the abbot and monks had done, while 
the monastery existed, but there is nothing to suggest that any of them 
had been left destitute as a result of the dissolution. 

We will refer to documents from the Book of Roger Bird, the first an 
annuity granted to John Kilham the abbey mason, and the second the 

rant of a corrody to one of the abbot’s cooks. 

On the 17th November, 1473, abbot William de Ramsey and theconvent 
granted to Master John Kilham mason (cementarius) for his faithful 
advice and supervision in his art given to them and to be exercised on 
their behalf an annual rent of 40s. with one robe of the livery of one of 
their gentlemen to be received by him annually for the term of his life 
out of the income of the manors of Boroughbury and Pilsgate at Christmas, 
Whitsuntide and Martinmas in winter. Pilsgate was a manor near 
Barnack assigned for the maintenance of the expenses incurred in the 
office of master of the works. 

John Brenne,! alias Cook, on 22nd February, 1444, was promised for 
his lifetime : each week four white loaves called Prikkidbred, and fourteen 
brown loaves called Yeoman’s bred, seven gallons of mixed beer, good 
and middling, from the cellar and pantry of the abbot, one dish of meat or 
fish daily according to change of diet on different days, as another 
of the abbot’s grooms would be served, a dwelling house in the vill for 
his habitation, one groom’s robe, four cartloads of fuel, and 20s. in silver. 
The abbot agreed to repair the house before entry but John was to keep 
it in repair thereafter and not to transfer his corrody to any other person. 


(c) A Corrody as a Profitable Investment. 

Another corrody far more profitable to the abbey? was granted to 
Henry Hopkins the jovial host of the Saracen’s Head on the Market 
Place, and to Alice his wife, who was to have half the same corrody after 
Henry’s death. This annual corrody included :—12 monks’ loaves, 
12 loaves called Spittalbred, 12 gallons of better beer and 12 of middling 
beer called household [sc], six cartloads of fuel called baloughwode or

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bailed wood, and four cartloads of underwood called Kydds, cut and 
carted at the expense of the abbot, one quarter of oatmeal, four bushels 
of salt, and twenty-four pounds of Parisian candles, one robe with fur, 
one part of a gentleman’s livery and one other part of a groom’s livery. 

By his will! Henry Hopkins bequeathed to the monastery his inn, the 
Saracen’s Head in the Market Place, which had a garden in Cumbergate, 
and houses in Westgate, Bungate near Martin’s bridge, and in the 
Marketstede, with a total annual income of £6 4s. 8d. 

Another corrody? producing a further substantial income for 
the monastery was granted to Dame Alice Garton, who subsequently 
transferred? to the abbot, William de Ramsey, six houses in Cowgate, 
three in Priestgate and one opposite the church. Her husband, Thomas 
Garton, had also given property to the monastery. The abbot had not 
yet received from the king the necessary licence to acquire property in 
mortmain, so he had the property transferred into his own name, as a 
temporary private fee, until his successor Robert Kirkton‘ obtained the 
requisite licence for the monastery to hold it. The quality of food 
granted to Alice Garton was better than that received by the other corro- 
dians. She received weekly seven conventual loaves and seven white 
loaves, of the kind which lord abbot Vescy® used to have, and ten gallons 
of the beer, which used to be served to the same abbot, £4 a year as pin 
money, salt, oatmeal, and fuel. She was allowed to live in the house 
in which she then dwelt and the convent undertook to repair it. If she 
died within five years the abbot and monks were to maintain at their 
cost two priests to pray for and celebrate for the soul of Alice in the chapel 
of S. Katherine in the parish church, the priests having their meals at 
the abbot’s table and nine marks in money. Alice “as a very dear 
sister and benefactress of the monastic congregation ”’ was to be closely 
commended to God in all “high prayers, vigils, masses and benefits.” 
(d) The Corrody of the Bishop of S. David's. 

Finally we will mention the agreement under which John de la Bere,§ 
bishop of S. Davids, was boarded and lodged in the monastery or in one 
or other of the abbot’s country houses for several years, during the early 
part of the Wars of the Roses. In consideration of the gift by the bishop 
to the monastery of his mitre, dalmatics, sendales and sabatyns, gloves 
and mass book, and on payment by him for his board, as thereafter 
mentioned, the abbot and convent agreed to keep a solemn obit after his 
death, and he was to have for life for his lodging and easement ‘“‘ the 
white chamber of the withdrawte of the chapel and wardrobes and all 
housing being within the door at ‘the over end’ of the cloister stair 
within the monastery, with a wine cellar under the chamber, and a vault 
under the chapel called the Maundy house, ... and in the court a 
chamber for his men and servants over the prison house called Gyldale’s 
chamber, with a stable and hay house within the abbot’s court containing 
sufficient accommodation for four horses and twelve cartloads of hay.” 

If he preferred a change of habitation, he could have “in the manor 
house of Eyebury, his lodging and easement in the leaded chamber

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called the Porschamber . . . within the door opening against the great 
chamber at the over end of the hall, with a stable, hay-house and wood- 
house sufficient for four horses, twenty cartloads of hay and twenty 
cartloads of wood . . . two ponds at his choice in the garden of the manor, 
and the right to disport himself by walking, hawking, hunting, fishing 
or fowling in any manor or lordship of the abbot, which had not been let 
to farm, (but he was not to take more than two deer), two horses running 
at his pleasure in the park at Eyebury? or he could have alternative 
accommodation “at the place within the moat at Singlesole, coming 
and going at all times at his pleasure”’’. For this accommodation he 
paid for meat and drink for himself 6s. 8d. a week, 16d. for any of his 
gentlemen, and 12d. a week for any yeoman. The arrangement lasted 
apparently for about four years, at the end of which term the abbot 
sealed for the bishop a deed of release. 

We shall consider in a later chapter the fees and annuities paid by the 
abbot to influential laymen in the neighbourhood.

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CHAPTER IV. 
THE COUNTY VALUATION COMMISSIONERS. 


(i) Tue First VALUATION OF PETERBOROUGH. 


The monastery of Peterborough was valued by six of the commissioners, 
who had been appointed with others in Northamptonshire, under the 
commissions dated 30th January, 1534-5, to value the monastery for 
first fruits and tenths. Those whose names are mentioned in the 
valuation are Sir William Parr of Horton,! Sir Thomas Tresham of 
Rushton, Sir Edward Montague (the king’s serjeant-at-law), John Lane, 
bailiff of Kettering, Thomas Brudenell of Deene and the auditor John 
Turnor. Other county commissioners engaged after the surrender 
in the establishment of the cathedral were Lord Russell, the High Admiral, 
who at that date was high steward of the monastery, Robert Wingfield 
of Upton, auditor to the commissioners in Leicestershire, and Richard 
Sapcote? of Elton. 


(ii) Tue TREASURERS AND RECEIVERS OF FIRST FRUITS AND TENTHS. 


The first two men who held the important office of treasurer 
and receiver of first fruits and tenths of the Court of Augmentations, 
the department chiefly responsible for the realisation of the estates and 
effects of the surrendered monasteries, had associations with the 
neighbourhood of Peterborough. 

On 3rd May, 1535, John Gostwick, who was a county commissioner 
for the valuation for first fruits and tenths in the counties of Bedford, 
Buckingham and Huntingdon,’ was appointed to be treasurer and 
receiver and commissioner of first fruits and tenths for the whole realm. 
He was also appointed! a Commissioner to receive the issues of other 
possessions acquired by the king, and especially the possessions of Thomas 
Wolsey, late Cardinal of York, a few priories which had come into the 
king’s hands by suppression, voidance of sees etc., certain fines for 
licences mentioned in his commission, sums due to the king under bonds 
in the hands of Thomas Cromwell, his chief secretary, and to receive and 
prosecute for such sums. The said John was to be treasurer general, 
receiver, commissioner and surveyor in and for the premises. John 
Gostwick was present, as we have seen, at the funeral of Queen Catherine 
in the cathedral’. In October, 1538, he was assisting Dr. John London, 
the warden of New College, Oxford, in the suppression of the friaries at 
Bedford.6 There seems little doubt that he was one of the commissioners 
who superintended the surrender of Peterborough Cathedral, the others 
being Philip Paris, Dr. John Tregonwell and John Smyth.?

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Wymond Carew, his successor as treasurer of the first fruits office, was 
more closely associated with Peterborough. He was one of the first 
two Members of Parliament for the city, his colleague being Richard 
Pallady.? 

Carew’s name appears in the Peterborough court rolls as a free suitor 
at a court held in and for the lordship of Peterborough on 23rd March, 
1548.2, When Peterborough was created a city* in 1541, the lords of 
the city, the (Dean and Chapter) acquired the right of presiding at the 
election of two citizens to represent them‘ in Parliament. The fact that 
Carew, who was actually a Cornishman, took the trouble to acquire 
property in the city, which later passed to his son Thomas, ® raises the 
question whether it was necessary for a candidate for election as a citizen 
of Peterborough in Parliament, to have a property or residential quali- 
fication in the city. Perhaps a member of Parliament elected by them 
was considered an officer of the dean and chapter, and therefore owed 
suit at their court for the city. The surviving rolls of the court leet 
held for the city or manor of Peterborough during the reign of Elizabeth 
shew that both Francis, Earl of Bedford, and Sir William Fitzwilliam 
were amerced as free suitors, who made default at the court, that is were 
fined for non-attendance. Other well known residents, some of whom 
represented the city in Parliament, were also amerced for default of suit, 
though not as a rule while sitting as members of Parliament. It may be 
noticed in passing that Richard Pallady,* the architect of Somerset 
House, the second of two members who first represented the city in 
Parliament, was brother-in-law of George Kirkham,? and uncle by 
marriage to Sir Robert Kirkham of Fineshade Abbey, who had 
considerable influence with the parishioners of Peterborough,’ though 
it has not yet been discovered whether Kirkham had a house in the city.® 


(iii) A  SHorT AccOoUNT OF THE PETERBOROUGH VALUATION 
COMMISSIONERS. 


(a) SIR WILLIAM PARR, afterwards Lord Parr of Horton, the 
chief county commissioner for the valuation of religious houses in the 
county of Northampton, was the uncle of Katherine Parr, the sixth wife 
of Henry VIII, and after her marriage he became her chamberlain! 
Amongst his appointments!! as a lay officer of local monasteries were the 
stewardship of Elton, Huntingdonshire, which belonged to Ramsey 
Abbey ; the stewardship of the Croyland Abbey manors in the county 
of Northampton ; and the stewardship of the manors of Pipewell Abbey,

(b) SIR THOMAS TRESHAM, the second commissioner, eldest son 
of John Tresham of Rushton,? had been one of the commissioners to 
enquire into Wolsey’s possessions. He married Anne, daughter and 
one of the co-heiresses of the first commissioner, William Lord Parr, of 
Horton.? He was a close friend of John Chambers, and on his death in 
February, 1556, was his executor and chief mourner at his funeral. 
Bridges states that “this gentleman was very active in the cause of 
Queen Mary at her accession to the crown, and to reward his zeal, on 
restoring the knights hospitallers of St. John of Jerusalem, she made 
him lord prior of the order. In this dignity he continued but little more 
than a year, and, quitting it on the succession of Queen Elizabeth, retired 
to Rushton, where he died in 1559, and was buried in the church of St. 
Peter.” It was his grandson, Sir Thomas Tresham, who built those 
interesting buildings, the market house at Rothwell, the triangular lodge 
at Rushton and the new building at Lyveden. * 


(c) EDWARD MONTAGU, the third commissioner, afterwards the 
king’s chief justice, was the chief legal adviser to the abbot.> His 
father Thomas Montagu, the attorney of the abbot at the beginning 
of the sixteenth century had married Agnes, the daughter of William 
Dudley of Clapton’. His professional services to the abbot are referred to 
elsewhere. ” 


In his history of the county John Bridges® records one transaction in 
which several families associated with Peterborough abbey were con- 
cerned. Two sisters, the daughters of Guy Armston, had interests in 
Armston’s manor near Barnwell, which was held of the abbey by knight's 
service. Catherine Armston married Richard Pallady, afterwards M.P. 
for Peterborough, Ann Armston married George Kirkham, who was 
drawing a fee for an unspecified service to the abbey in 1503-4. George 
Kirkham was the father of Sir Robert Kirkham, who acquired Fineshade 
Abbey from Sir John Russell. This Robert was the protector of the 
Peterborough parochial officers who sold some of the plate of the parish 
church®. Robert purchased the other share in Armston manor and 
joined with Richard Pallady and his wife in levying a fine of the manor 
of Armston with several houses, 500 acres of arable land, 400 acres of 
meadow, 60 acres of pasture, 10 acres of woodland to John Lane, the 
fourth commissioner, who, in the year following, conveyed the manor, 
er ee eee

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with lands in Armston, Kingsthorpe and Barnwell, to Edward Montagu 
and’ his heirs. Edward’s acquisition of some of the estates of 
Peterborough monastery will be mentioned in the third volume. 


The career of Edward Montagu, the chief justice, is so well known} 
that we shall refer here chiefly to his relationship with some of the com- 
missioners, who valued the monasteries, and some of the lay officers of 
Peterborough abbey, and to his administrative activities in the liberty 
of Peterborough. By Edward’s marriage to Cecily, daughter of William 
Lane of Orlingbury, he was related to John Lane, the commissioner, 
abovementioned, whose brother had married into the family of William 
Parr the first commissioner. Edward’s official appointments in the 
abbey and liberty of Peterborough included serjeant-at-law to the king’s 
justices of the peace and gaol delivery in the liberty of the abbot, so he 
was presumably chairman of the sessions and steward of the abbot’s 
hundred courts.2, He was also steward of the manor of Barnwell, ° 
which belonged to Ramsey Abbey, steward of the courts of Pipewell 
abbey and joint steward of the lands of Fotheringhay college.4 We 
shall give in some detail particulars of the various commissions on which 
he served, to shew what were the official duties of a Northamptonshire 
squire during the reign of tientyaV Ui. . 


Edward Montagu’ was on the commission of the peace for 
Northamptonshire in 1523, with Robert Brudenell, Humphrey Coningsby, 
William Fitzwilliam, Richard Burton, George Kirkham, Thomas Empson 
and others. He was also one of the Northamptonshire commissioners 
appointed to collect the subsidy* granted to the king, serving with 
Robert Brudenell, William Fitzwilliam, William Parr of Horton, Edward 
Warner, John Lane, George Quarles, Humphrey Stafford, John Turnor, 
Richard Tresham, John Molesworth and others. They were ordered 
to collect ready money from certain specified people, with £40 income, 
in advance of the subsidy to be granted by Parliament to defray the 
expenses of the expedition of “the duke of Suffolk, who had passed 
through Picardy without resistance ” 


The constant fear of famine caused the government of those days 
to take strict measures for the control of grain. In 1527, Edward 
Montagu was a member of a corn commission in the county, ? which made 
all owners of grain, who had more than enough for their households, 
sell it at the nearest market. Jointly with Thomas Tresham and George 
Kirkham he certified that a search had been made by them for grain 
in the abbot’s hundreds of Polebrook and Navesford, and in eight 
townships in the hundred of Fuxloe, and concluded that the markets were 
now adequately supplied. 

On 30th December, 1527, a session was held at Marholm in the hundred 
of Nassaburgh, before William Fitzwilliam senior, John Turnor and 
George Quarles, the king’s commissioners for the view of corn. A report 
was received from the parish constables, and with the help of John 
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Molesworth, the liberty coroner, and Edward [sic] Grenehall,} the bailiff 
of the vill of Burgh, who acted as commissioner for Wiilybrook hundred, 
a register was made of all owners of grain in the hundreds of Nassaburgh 
and Willybrook. Each owner was instructed to keep some grain for 
seed and for domestic consumption to last thirty-six weeks (2 qrs. 2 bushels 
for each person) and to shew in his certificate how much corn remained 
to be sold weekly during the next thirty-two weeks. There were 54 
corn owners, they said, in Nassaburgh and 16264 quarters was available. 
Three were prosecuted for contravening the regulations in Helpston, 
Peakirk and Maxey, the offender in the last village being the vicar. 


In 1528, Edward Montagu’s name was on the list? of sheriffs for the 
county, but William Fitzwilliam was pricked. Montagu was also a 
commissioner to discover how much land Wolsey had held in 
Northamptonshire before his attainder, the others being William Fitz- 
william, William Parr and Thomas Tresham. He served as commissioner 
for the same purpose with Richard Sapcote and others in Rutland. In 
1530, he was a justice for the delivery of the gaols in Northampton and 
Oakham castles.? In 1531, he was on the commission of the peace for 
Rutland and a commissioner of sewers in Norfolk. He was a justice of 
the peace for Northamptonshire in 1532,4 and in 1535-6, he was one of 
the commissioners® to value Peterborough monastery for first fruits and 
tenths. In 1540, he was a justice of gaol delivery, and also a J.P. for 
“the Liberty ’’, and in the following year was one of the commissioners 
to remodel the newly erected minster of Peterborough. In 1544, he was 
a justice of the peace for Northamptonshire, and in 1550, a commissioner 
to collect the third payment of the relief granted by Parliament in 1547-8. 
He did not do all this work for nothing. It is clear that some monastic 
properties were given him by way of reward, apart from the properties 
he acquired by other means. In the Peterborough district most of his 
acquisitions were in the neighbourhood of Polebrook, Armston and 
Kingsthorpe. 


(d) JOHN LANE, the fourth commissioner, was bailiff* of the 
three Peterborough Abbey manors of Kettering, Irthlingborough and 
Stanwick. He was son of William Lane of Orlingbury,’ and his elder 
brother, Sir Ralph Lane married Maud, daughter and co-heiress of 
William Parr, the first commissioner. The meetings at Peterborough 
to value the monastic possessions must have been quite like family parties. 
In 1539, he, with Sir Robert Kirkham and Edward Warner, were the 
commissioners for the musters in the hundred of Nassaburgh, acieaesns 
the town of Peterborough.§ 


(ec) THOMAS BRUDENELL,? the fifth commissioner, son of Robert 
Brudenell, chief justice of the Common Bench, whose tomb may be seen 
in Deene Church, was one of the three keepers of the peace in the Liberty 
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of Peterborough appointed by the abbot.1' In the 35th year of Henry 
VIII he was sheriff of the county. He married Elizabeth, the daughter 
of Sir William Fitzwilliam of Milton.? 


(f) JOHN TURNOR, the sixth commissioner, and their auditor, 
or another man of the same name, purchased one half of the manor of 
Barnack from Sir Thomas Brudenell in 1539. He died four years later, 
possessed of the manor of Lolham,‘ which he had of Sir William 
Fitzwilliam, afterwards Earl of Southampton. Whether this man can 
be identified with John Turnor the auditor, we cannot say. A man of 
this name was a commissioner to collect the subsidy in the county in 
ase 


(iv) THE NEW COMMISSIONERS FOR THE ERECTION OF THE CATHEDRAL. 


(a) JOHN RUSSELL, afterwards EARL OF BEDFORD, the most 
famous of all the commissioners concerned with the surrender of the 
monastery and the erection of the cathedral, when he was Admiral of 


England, succeeded Thomas Manners as high steward of Peterborough 
Abbey. 


Russell was related by marriage to Richard Sapcote of Elton, the 
last of the commissioners for the foundation of the cathedral, father of 
Lady Fitzwilliam of Milton, and was thus connected by marriage with 
two of the other commissioners, William Parr and Thomas Brudenell. 
He had been appointed one of the commissioners for the valuation of 
church estates in the county of Huntingdon, and was a steward of three 
of the Ramsey manors in that county. He did not hold as many monastic 
offices as John Hussey, but he was high steward of the liberty of the 
monastery of Ramsey, and steward of Vaudey Abbey in Lincolnshire. 
In the Peterborough district he was the lord of the manor of Thornhaugh, * 
which he had acquired by marrying Anne, widow of Sir John Broughton, 
who had inherited Thornhaugh with other estates from her grandfather, 
William Sapcote of Elton. On 12th January, 1535, ‘‘ Sir John Russell, 
knight of the royal body,’ was appointed keeper of certain woods in 
the forest of Rockingham with the custody of the deer there.? As one 
of the members of Wolsey’s and afterwards of the King’s household, 
Russell, at least since 1528, had been closely associated with Thomas 
Heneage,® steward of the abbot’s manors of Fiskerton and Scotter in 
Lincolnshire. These two men had great influence with the king.® 


Russell with William Parr worked so whole-heartedly to suppress the 
Lincolnshire rebellion, that he is said to have gone among the rebels in 
disguise’? to learn their secrets. He was thus in a measure responsible 
for the disgrace and death of Sir John Hussey, high bailiff of 
Peterborough. On 2nd December, 1536, the king wrote to the Earl of 
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Shrewsbury bidding him and Russell practise with the rebels alone. 
Russell was entirely trustworthy, he said. Later Russell and Anthony 
Browne helped to suppress the Northern rebellion,? and he was created 
lord high admiral in 1540, and Earl of Bedford in 1549. He died in 1554. 


Russell? could behave ruthlessly at times, as he did to the abbot of 
Glastonbury, accused of concealing monastic plate, and denying the 
king’s title to be Supreme Head of the Church. The abbot was found 
guilty of high treason, and on 13th November, 1539, Russell wrote to 
Cromwell as follows : 


“My lord, This shall be to assert that on Thursday the 14th day of 
this present month the abbot of Glastonbury [Whiting] was arraigned 
for the robbery of Glastonbury church, and the next day he was put to 
execution with two other of his monks on the Tor hill next unto the 
house of Glaston. The abbot’s body was divided into four parts and 
his head was stricken off. One of his quarters standeth at Wells, another 
at Bath, another at Ilchester, and Bridgwater the rest. His head is 
set upon the abbey gate at Glaston.”’ 


Amongst other monks who suffered a similar fate was the Prior of 
Woburn, whose lands form an important part of the Bedford estates. 
Russell’s acquisition of other estates belonging to the abbeys of Thorney, 
Tavistock and Peterborough will be mentioned in a later volume. 


(b) ROBERT WINGFIELD, the auditor, was probably the younger 
son of Humphrey Wingfield of Suffolk, speaker of the House of Commons, 
and a relation of Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, who married the 
king’s sister Mary, Queen of France, a valuable supporter of Wolsey in 
his foundation of Cardinal College, Ipswich.4 


Amongst other appointments held by Robert Wingfield were the 
auditorship of Croyland Abbey, and a small office in Fotheringhay 
college. He was a kinsman of Sir Robert Wingfield, whose son Robert 
married the sister of William, lord Burghley, the first lord paramount 
of the hundred of Nassaburgh. Robert Wingfield, the king’s servant, 
on 12th July, 1544, received a grant in fee for £252 of the whole manor and 
moiety of the manor of Upton and Ailsworth, which belonged to the late 


Queen Jane Seymour, with appurtenances in Upton, Ailsworth, Ufford, 
Castor, Bainton and Sutton.®

In 1601/2, Robert Wyngfield, of the town or hamlet of Upton within the parish 
of Castor in the county of Northampton Esquire, desired a license and faculty of 
the Archbishop (Whitgift) to build a private sepulture or monument witb a vault 
within the chapel of Upton, for himself, (his) wife, children and relations, and their 
heirs; that should be Lords Proprietors of the Manour of Upton: the Chapel or 
Oratory out of memory appropriated to his mansion united and annexed, being only 
for the purpose to hear Divine Service, and to partake of the Sacraments and to do 
all other religious offices, the burial of corpses only excepted. 

The faculty was accordingly granted for the said Robert Wingfield and his heirs 
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(c) SIR RICHARD SAPCOTE, the last commissioner! was the son 
of Sir Richard Sapcote, and grandson of Sir John Sapcote of Elton manor, 
Hunts. His family had been associated for a long time with the abbot 
and monks. On April 4th, 1462, by letters of fraternity abbot Richard 
Ashton and the convent granted to their dearest friends Richard Sapcote 
and Joan his wife, in consideration of their charity and benevolence in 
so many matters, that they might be partakers in all their prayers, vigils 
and benefits, and offered them their fraternity for ever without measure.? 

sir Richard Sapcote was related by marriage to Sir John Russell, who 
held the wardship of his infant son after Sir Richard’s death.3 

In 1516, Sir Richard Sapcote the elder and Thomas Tresham were 
esquires of the body extraordinary in the household of Henry VIII. 
In 1530, he was appointed with Edward Montagu, John Harrington 
and Francis Browne to be a commissioner? to conduct an inquiry on 
Wolsey’s lands in the county of Rutland. He was also a justice for the 
delivery of the gaol in Oakham Castle and in the following year was on 
the commission of the peace for Rutland.6 He was appointed a com- 
missioner for sewers in the county of Huntingdon on 26th July, 1534,° 
with Edward Montagu, Richard Cromwell and others. He was also 
appointed a commissioner? to value the monasteries in the county of 
Huntingdon for first fruits and tenths, another commissioner being 
John Gostwick,§ afterwards appointed the first treasurer of the Court of 
Augmentations. 


to erect a Private Sepulture or Monument with a vault in some convenient place 
within the Chancel of Upton, for himself his wife children and relations, the Lords 
and Proprietors of the Manor, and for his and their families at all future times there 
to be buried : And for the preservation and defence of the same, to separate it from 
profane uses by compassing it with a wall. Yet in the faculty was a provision that 
no prejudice thereby should happen to the Parochial Church of Castor, nor to the 
Rector or Vicar of the same, in their ecclesiastical rights and emoluments, but that 
they should be in all things preserved intire. 

This faculty is dated 9 January, 1601. 

In pursuance of this faculty a vault or sepulture was made on the north side of 
the Chancel. It is now excluded, but the traces of it are easily to be seen. Gough, 
in his History of Castor, states that Sir Wm. Dove, the son and heir to the Bishop, 
excluded (part of) the old chancel in which ‘‘ are several monumental stones for the 
Wingfields, now overgrown with weeds.” 

It is indeed a matter of wonder that no monument or inscription of any kind should 
exist in or about the chapel to perpetuate the memory of even one of the Wingfield 
family so long resident in the hamlet. Nor am I able to determine what induced 
Sir William Dove to exclude or take down that part of the chancel, under which this 
vault was made, as it has by no means added to the uniformity of the chapel and 
chancel, but has made the whole an irregular building—for the chancel wall to the 
as is level with the chapel, and to the north extends itself only half the breadth 
of it. 
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CHAPTER V. 


THE LAY OFFICERS OF THE MONASTERY. 


(i) PRELIMINARY. 


From the lay officers! of the monastery before the surrender spring 
many of our county families. These men were the founders of the peerage 
and squirearchy in the county of squires. I wonder how many members 
of the older peerage in the House of Lords are descended from officers 
of the monastery of Peterborough? Several of them, no doubt, were 
sinecurists, as Professor A. Savine? pointed out :— 

“Itis hardly likely that the chief stewardship (capztalis senescallervia) had attached 
to it any constant and definite duties; it was frequently held by a peer, and often 
several monasteries had the same steward. The monastery needed him, not for his 
works, but for his influence, and especially at critical times, when it would be 
important to have a strong man at court, in the Privy Council, in the waiting room 
of Wolsey or Cromwell.”’ 


(ii) THe HIGH STEWARD. 


In the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries the seneschal or high 
steward of Peterborough Abbey was the chief feudal officer. It is difficult 
sometimes to distinguish his duties from that of the high constable, whom 
he superseded in the thirteenth century. 

Sometimes the abbot accompanied his military contingent in person 
to the King’s feudal array, but more often he sent his seneschal to 
represent him. In an unpublished extract from the register of Robert 
of Swaffham ® it is recorded that :— 

Henry III. exacted knight’s service at the siege of Rockingham castle, where the 
knights of the liberty of Peterborough came with horses and arms at their own 
expense, and the abbot [Robert de Lindsey] was also present, and the castle was 
surrendered to the king. Likewise all the knights of the liberty came with horses 
and arms at their own expense to the siege of the castle of Biham, [1221], and abbot 
Robert was not there, but be sent his seneschal Richard de Saltfleteby. And the 
said Richard was at the siege of the castle of Newark . . . in lieu of the abbot, with 
the knights of Peterborough, who went there at their own expense. And to Mont- 
gomery the said knights came at their own expense in the time of abbot Alexander 
[1223]. This abbot with all his knights went to the siege of Bedford at their own 
expense, aS was customary. To La Haye Taile came certain knights, v7z. five, in 
accordance with the king’s mandate, at their own expense. To Chester came the 
knights at their own expense and so did they always in the time of Henry II. and 
before his time after they were enfeoffed, 4 and from the time of the said king to the 
present, and for this reason, because all the said knights were enfeoffed from the demesne 
of the abbot and convent to defend, when necessary the house [i.e., the abbey] in 
the king’s army and elsewhere. 


- When Henry III summoned his feudal army for a Welsh campaign 
“the abbot sent to the king his seneschal [Robert of Sheffield] with 
one monk, who made a fine for the service of five knights for 250 marks, 
and returned in peace, carrying with them letters of acquittance from the 
king.”’

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In 1301, Thomas de Ufford, the steward, who was assisted in his duties 
by feudal bailiffs, apparently held a lodging in the vill of Peterborough 
by the service of one twentieth part of a knight’s fee. 

Robert Sheffield mentioned above combined his military duties with 
those of steward of the courts, whose office, in due course, was completely 
separated from that of the high steward. About 1268, Robert of 
Sheffield haled to the abbot’s gaol in the vill certain prisoners, who were 
accused of killing a man of the abbot’s liberty in the vill of Wittering. 

The last occasion on which the steward is recorded as having led the 
abbot’s force on military service was during the last year of the reign of 
Richard II, when Edward, duke of York, the custodian of England 
during the king’s absence in Ireland, ordered the abbot to perform 
“ the service of keeping a certain ward of the castle of Rockingham in 
time of war, or when needs demanded it.” 

Whereupon on 15th July, 1399,* the abbot sent his steward, brother 
Thomas Fauvel, a monk, with one squire and twenty archers sufficiently 
arrayed, who took with them the abbey chariot laden with the under- 
mentioned provisions, viz: 12 casts of bread, a quarter of a carcase of 
beef, one salt fish, two dried fish, sixty herrings from a barrel, a bushel of 
salt, half a bushel of oatmeal, two copper pots, one copper cooking vessel 
and one iron chafing dish. Besides this each pair of them took one bed 
of their own ; presumably one slept in the bed, whilst the other mounted

: After an interview by night at Easton near Rockingham with William 
Burden, the locum tenens for the porter of the castle, the steward “‘ in 
place of the abbot and in his name entered the castle with one squire and 
12 archers, and they were ordered to perform their ward service in a 
certain ward which extended from the great tower to the gable of the 
Black Hall, where they were lodged in a hall called Burgh Hall, underneath 
which were other rooms, and near which they had a kitchen and larder.”’ 

Most of the stewards were laymen but some were monks. The following 
are the names of some of the stewards from the beginning of the thirteenth 
century until the surrender of the monastery. It is extremely difficult 
with the evidence available to distinguish between the feudal seneschal 
and his successor the high steward, the steward of the liberty, and the 
steward of the manors of the abbey. 

Henry of Pytchley, in the second part of his Book of Fees,? which is 
still unpublished,‘ wrote :—‘‘ The underwritten were seneschals in the 
times of the underwritten abbots 

First in the time of abbot Benedict, [1177-93], Stephen de Marram ; 
of abbot Andrew, [1193-1200], and of abbot Acharius, [1200-10], Geoffrey 
Gibewin® and Gilbert Barnack: of abbot Robert Lindsey, [1214-22], 
and of abbot Alexander, [1222-26], Richard Saltfletby® and Simon de 
S. Edmund’s; of abbot Martin II, [1226-33], Roger de Nevile ; of abbot 
Walter [of S. Edmunds, 1233-46], and of abbot William Hotote, [1246-48], 
Thomas de Ufford : of abbot John de Caux, [1249-63], Geoffrey Russell? 
See ee ee 
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and Robert de Sheffield!; of abbey Robert de Sutton, [1263-74], and of 
abbot Richard de London, [1274-95], Richard Peche ; of abbot William 
de Woodford, [1295-99], Gilbert de Sutton ; of abbot Godfrey de 
Croyland, [1299-1321], Sir Robert de Thorpe? and John of Oundle; and 
of abbot Adam de Boothby, [1321-1338], William de Ashby.* In 1329 
the seneschal of the liberty was Peter Fitzwarren*. In 1390, brother 
Henry of Pytchley, the probable author of the Book of Fees, was steward. 5 
In 1397, John Tyndale was seneschal® but in 1399, he had been replaced 
by the monk, Thomas Fauvel, who led the contingent to perform ward 
service.” 


The earliest surviving record of the terms of the appointment of a 
general steward of the liberty of Peterborough is found in the register 
of abbot John Deeping.’? On 20th May, 1423, this abbot by letters patent 
appointed Ralph Grene esquire “‘ our general steward to preserve, claim, 
prosecute and defend all manner of rights and liberties of the church 
of Peterborough, in the counties of Northampton, Leicester, Rutland, 
Nottingham, Lincoln, Huntingdon and Bedford, in all causes and places 
touching the law of the realm, whenever it should be necessary, for the use 
of the church, and to hold views of frankpledge, turns of leets, hundreds 
and courts within the lordships and liberties of the church.’’ Ralph 
Grene took the oath of office, which was recorded in the register, and 
then executed an Indenture with the abbot, under which he undertook :— 
to supervise in the said counties outlawries, deodands, forfeitures, waifes 
and strays, fines and amercements, for any manner of offences, from all 
the tenants and residents, arising within the said lordships and liberties, 
before any of the king’s ministers, in any of his courts. He was likewise 
to assist the said ministers in levying any debt due to the king in the 
liberty for green wax, and to distrain on knights’ fees to enforce homage 
due to the abbot. He was to resuscitate and reform the court baron 
of the honour, formerly held at Castor, which had been discontinued, and 
to hold a leet twice a year at Stamford and Langdike, and once a year at 
Peterborough. He was to assist the abbot and convent, when required, 
in other business of the church. He was allowed to appoint a substitute, 
with the approval of the abbot and convent. He received an annual fee 
of 100s, one robe with fur for himself, shoes for four horses, and, when 
conducting the church’s business, a chamber and stable for himself 
within the abbey, which of old appertained to the office, one garment 
for a valet and another for a groom. He was also entitled to one half 
of the mainprises at the abbot’s gaol, the abbot taking the other half. 
The substitute was paid by the seneschal and merely received a robe from 
the abbot. Grene appears to have replaced Thomas Woodvile, who was 
steward of the liberty, whilst Walter Frisney remained steward of the 
manors.® In 1435, the steward of the manors was brother William Exton, 
a monk. In 1440, the steward [of the liberty ?] was Richard Gildale,

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who had a chamber over the abbot’s prison. 

Thomas Tresham first appeared on the scene in the reign of Henry V, 
as one of four justices commissioned to deliver the abbot’s gaol. 

William Tresham, was high steward before 1450, when he set out from 
Rushton to meet Richard, duke of York, who had crossed from Ireland 
to demand a redress of his grievances. The story is well known how 
William was waylaid on the 22nd of September, 1450, at Thorpland 
near Moulton and killed by some retainers of the Lancastrian, Edmund 
Grey, lord Grey de Ruthin, afterwards Earl of Kent. Thomas Tresham, 
born of Isabel, daughter of William Vaux of Harrowden was the father 
of William Tresham.} 


Abbot Richard Ashton, in his register known as The Book of Roger 
Bird,* records how William Tresham, the high steward, came into the 
chapter house, and tried to persuade the abbot and monks to seal a new 
patent granting to his son Thomas the reversion of the office of high 
steward after his death. The abbot excused himself on the ground that 
he could not do it without the authority and licence of his ordinary, 
the bishop of Lincoln,* who had restrained the abbot and monks from 
“ granting any annuities, fees or offices under the convent seal, and had 
set great penalties and censures thereon.’’ William, however, persisted 
in his arguments and producing an engrossment of a patent asked the 
abbot to seal it, but not to deliver it to him. He then asked that a 
joint patent might be sealed to Harry Green and his son Thomas Tresham 
after his death, but, as the abbot records in the memorandum, which 
he set down in his register for future reference, the patent remained. 

‘ Onselyd onto this day, and therefore, theys premysses consyderyd, we beseche 
you, all men of worchyppe, to geve us your favour and gode reporte in this matere, 
lyke as the verray trouthe and the case requiryth, and, in wyttenesse that we will 
afferme all the premisses for trouth to this wrytyng, we have sett to [it] oure common 
seale the viij daye of Octobre the yere of Kyng Henry the sext xxxvth [1455].” 

Henry or Harry Green of Deene was appointed by the king’s 
commission and simultaneously, by letters patent of abbot Richard 
Ashton, with Robert Danby, Thomas Wake and John Dyve a justice 
to deliver his gaol‘ of Peterborough on 30th April, 1456. The names of 
Henry Green, Thomas Tresham, Thomas Wake, senior and junior 
appear in many commissions® for divers purposes in Northamptonshire 
during the Wars of the Roses. William Tresham’s suggestion that Sir 
Henry Green should be high steward jointly with his son Thomas Tresham 
was eventually adopted. Henry Green died on the 14th of F ebruary, 
1468, leaving as his daughter and heiress Constance who married the 
king’s kinsman John Stafford, Earl of Wiltshire, son of Humphrey, 
duke of Buckingham.6 After Green’s death Sir William Hastings was 
granted the patent of the high stewardship of the liberty of Peterborough 
on 30th November, 1468,7 and held it until his execution in the Tower in 
1483.8

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In 1490, the high steward of the monastery was Richard Empson, 
the notorious financier of Henry VII, a well known figure in the county, 
later executed by Henry VIII. 


A deed dated 16th September, 1490, is entered in The Book of Roger 
Bird,! recording the grant to Empson of an annuity or annual rent of 
40s. for his good counsel and for his services as high steward of the liberty. 
The grant was repeated in 1496? the amount of the annuity being payable 
out of the abbot’s manor ot Kettering. 


Empson was followed in his Peterborough high stewardship by Thomas 
Lovell, the chief financial agent? of Henry VII, who was receiving an 
annuity of 60s. a year from abbot Robert Kirkton in 1505.‘ He was the 
high steward in 1518, whose deputy Richard Burton presided over the 
court leet of the vill of Burgh at the time of the great dispute between 
abbot Kirkton and his tenants. ° 


(iii) Tuomas MANNERS, EARL OF RUTLAND. 


At the date of the valuation for first fruits and tenths ® in 1536, the high 
steward was Thomas Manners, Earl of Rutland,? who was succeeded in 
this office by John Russell of Thornhaugh. Thomas Manners was the 
chamberlain of two of the king’s wives, Anne of Cleeves and Catherine 
Howard. Henry VIII created him Earl of Rutland and his descendants 
became the Dukes of Rutland. Amongst other monastic offices held 
by Manners were the high stewardship of Croyland Abbey,® Kirkham, 
Yorks and Newstead, Notts. and the stewardships of the priory of St. Mary 
de Newboo in Lincoinshire,® and the Staffordshire estates of the bishopric 
of Coventry and Lichfield.*° He had the status of founder of the nunnery 
of Gisburne,!! the priory of Warter, and the abbey of Kirkham. He was 
on the commission of the peace for the East Riding of Yorkshire’? and 
sat as a peer at the trial of Queen Anne Boleyn.’ 


It is not known why Manners was granted the high stewardship of 
Peterborough. Every important religious house had a number of servants 
in its livery and maintenance, a relic of the service of the knights of the 
chamber, and the serjeants who from the eleventh to the fourteenth 
century were liable to perform active military service. In Lincolnshire 
during the rebellion in 1536 many of the monastic retainers of the religious 
houses and even some of the monks themselves donned armour and 
joined the muster of the rebels. 


The Duke of Norfolk as marshal of England, one of the military leaders 
of the royal forces, was steward of many monasteries, and was able to

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muster their armed retinues on the side of the king. Writing to Cromwell 
on 10th October, the Duke said, ‘“‘ The king has commanded divers 
gentlemen, abbots and priors of the country to send men. I am steward? 
and founder of most of the houses of religion [in Suffolk] and under me 
many of the gentleman have the rules of them, as of Bury [St. Edmund’s? 
Sir Thomas Germyn, Sir William Drury and John Spryng of the bishop 
of Ely’s lands and in Norfolk many others.”’ 

On 14th March, 1538, Richard, abbot of Winchcombe, one of the 
monasteries whose lands were held of the king as a barony, wrote to 
Cromwell acknowledging a letter in which he accepted the high steward- 
ship of the monastery vacant by the death of Master Welshe and 
continued®, “The fee is but £5, but there is a “ pratty manredde ” 
belonging to it, so that he will have 200 or 300 men at his commandment 
to serve the king ’’. 

When the suppression of the monasteries was imminent, Henry 
Courtenay, Marquis of Exeter, was made steward of very many abbeys 
and priories in the Western Counties, “‘ where he was also acting as 
commissioner of array’’.¢ The last high steward of Peterborough was 
John, Earl Stanhope, who was elected by the Dean and Chapter at the 
end of the reign of Elizabeth, though the office was claimed by the Marquis 
of Exeter during the nineteenth century, as one of the attributes of his 
hereditary ranks as lord paramount of the liberty. 


(iv) THE HicH BaILirr. 


Guy Wotston® received a grant for life of the office of bailiff 
of the liberty of the hundreds of Huxloe, Polebrook and Navisford, and 
also the office of bailiff of the liberty of the hundred called the Nasse of 
Burgh, alias Langdike hundred, from Abbot William de Ramsey, in the 
reign of Edward IV, the reversion of these offices being granted to William 
Tanfeld in the fourteenth year of this reign in September [1474]. 
This office must be distinguished from that of the high bailiff of the 
hundred of the vill of Burgh, the officer chiefly concerned with the 
administration of the city after the surrender of the monastery. 

From the list * of fees and annuities paid to the principal lay officers of 
Peterborough monastery, who included in their number Empson and

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Dudley, which is recorded in the account of the abbot’s receiver (20-21 
Hen. VII) 1504-5, it would appear that during the reign of the first 
Tudor king Thomas Lovell was high bailiff of the monastery, and that, 
on the execution of Richard Empson, he succeeded him as high steward. 


At the time of the valuation in 1535, the high bailiff of the liberty of 
the abbot was Sir John Hussey, Baron Sleaford. He was a great 
pluralist, holding many other monastic appointments,’ including the 
chief stewardship of the following abbeys and priories, viz :—St. Katherine 
near Lincoln, Thornton, Revesby, Swineshead, Spalding priory, Ramsey, 
Bardney, Haverholm, Barling, Sempringham and Bourne, with steward- 
ships of the courts belonging to monasteries in the following places, viz :— 
Gosberton, Lincs. (Peterborough), Sleaford (the Bishop of Lincoln), 
Kesteven courts (Tattershall College), Kesteven lands (Croyland Abbey), 
Hanbeck (Vaudey abbey), Spittlegate Lincs. (Fotheringhay College), 
Hartree (Kirkstead priory), and Navenby (Dean and Chapter of Lincoln). 
John Freeman,? one of Cromwell’s emissaries, was shocked at the number 
of fees granted by certain monasteries before the surrender. He wrote 
ungrammatically and not very tactfully, as Cromwell was one of the 
greatest recipients of such offices and sinecure pensions :— 


“Yt may ples your good lordshipe to understond, that in the makynge of this 
half yeres resaite in Lincolnshier, I well parsayve of the gyvyn owte of late, not only 
there but also throwghowte the realme, thies superfluous fees gyven by the late sur- 
rendered howses. Whiche fees be gyven in three sortes. The furst to baillis, ho 
hath for smale somes resayving large fees, and where they have made a dosen, one 
war sufficient. 


Secondlye, they have gyven to generall resayvors greater fees, whiche sorte shall 
never resayve no money ; for the particular baille doth gather the rentes, and so 
bringes it to the kinge’s resayvor, who stondes charged with the same. And the 
thirde sorte harth their fees to be accounseill with the howse, and yet the greatest 
nomber of theym hath no lernynge. Inded they gave counsel to thabbott to gyve 
matris domini regis et ad instanciam illius per annum, lxvjs. viijd. Et in solutis 
magistro Willelmo Milner pro feodo suo per annum, xxs. Et in solutis Willelmo 
Churche, eschaetori comitatus Lincolnie ne noceat per annum xxvjs. viijd. Et in 
solutis Thome Willyams de Stamford pro feodo suo per annum xxs. Et in solutis 
Dauidi Cecill pro feodo suo per annum, xxs. Et in solutis Willelmo Eygett pro 
feodo suo per annum, xXxs.

The real duty of a high bailiff was to execute precepts from the sheriff, 
and processes of the local courts. The earlier Peterborough high bailiffs 
from the middle of the 13th century had been accustomed to account 
in person at the King’s Exchequer by the side of the sheriff for all the 
sums due to the king in the liberty of Peterborough.? 

From the beginning of the sixteenth century and during the last days 
of the monastery, the office would appear to have been a sinecure. On 
the execution of Lord Hussey for his participation in the Lincolnshire 
rebellion Edward Lord Clinton*® was appointed High Bailiff in his place. 
After the surrender of the monastery, when the Oundle hundreds of 
Huxloe, Polebrook and Navisford passed into other hands the king 
appointed Thomas Horseman‘ one of the sewers of his chamber, bailiff 
of the vill of Burgh and of the manor of Boroughbury and its hamlets. 
In 1539 Horseman had received a grant of the chief mansion of Sleaford, 
and other lands of Lord Hussey, so that it would appear that the former 
office held by Lord Clinton was extinguished, and the new high bailiff 
was deemed to act for the liberty of the city. This was the ultimate 
status of the Peterborough high bailiff, his successors holding office 
consecutively until the incorporation of the city in 1874. Another high 
bailiff of Nassaburgh and Langdike hundred was appointed by the bishop, 
and his successor the Earl of Exeter. The later duties of the high bailiff 
as returning officer at Parliamentary elections for the city, must be 
considered more fully in a later volume. 

Thomas Horseman retired from his position as bailiff of the city in 
the financial year which ended at Michaelmas 1545, owing to the Dean 
and Chapter on account of sums collected by him, £28 18s. 2d. This 
amount eventually had to be written off as a bad debt. Horseman’s 
successors, the deputy bailiffs will be mentioned in a later volume of this 
series, The Tudor Bishops of Peterborough. 


(v) OTHER BAILIFFS OF THE ABBEY. 


Besides the high bailiff, other bailiffs or deputies were appointed for 
the different manors. 

The high bailiffs were no longer accounting for the king’s debts in the 
Exchequer. This duty was undertaken in 1535, by Sir Richard Clement,§ 
who was in receipt of a corrody of £5 6s. 8d. and {£2 for making the 
annual payment at the king’s exchequer for the proffers of the liberty.

During the reign of Philip and Mary? the corrody of {5 6s. 8d. was 
being paid to Thomas Clement, so that it would appear that the original 
corrody of Sir Richard Clement was granted for more than one life. 

Amongst well known men who were serving as bailiffs of different 
manors at the time of the valuation of the monastery in 15353) were 
David Cecil, grandfather of lord Burghley, bailiff of Tinwell ; Richard 
Cecil, father of William, lord Burghley, who was bailiff of Stamford 
Baron,? John Lane,® bailiff of Kettering, Irthlingborough and Stanwick ; 
and Miles Forest, bailiff of Warmington. We may also mention amongst 
the stewards of the hundredal and manorial courts Edward Montagu, * 
steward of the hundred courts of Nassaburgh, Polebrooke and Huxloe, 
and Thomas Heneage, * steward of Fiskerton and Scotter. 


(vi) THE Apsot’s CouNcIL LEARNED IN THE Law. 


The next group of lay officers of the abbey may be described as “ the 
abbot’s council learned in the law.’’® 

We have referred to Thomas Montagu, the abbot’s attorney, in 1504. 
In 1535, he had been succeeded by Edward Warner,’ who is described as 
“the abbot’s attorney in the king’s exchequer, and solicitor of the 
proceedings of the monastery in all their affairs in any manner connected 
with the law,”’ who received an annual fee of {13 6s. 8d. He was also 
one of the keepers of the king’s peace in the liberty of the abbot, and 
probably a justice of gaol delivery.® 

Edward Montagu,® the son of Thomas, is described as serjeant-at-law, 
the king’s justice of the peace in the liberty of the said abbot, and justice 
of gaol delivery. He was also steward! of the abbot’s hundreds of Nassa- 
burgh and Polebrooke, and probably Huxloe, having apparently taken 
the place of Sir Richard Burton the former deputy steward who presided 
over the hundred courts.*! In the administration of criminal jurisdiction 
in the abbot’s liberty Edward Montagu appears to have been assisted 
by the same Edward Warner,” Thomas Brudenell and Edward Grenehall, 
keepers of the king’s peace in the liberty of the abbot.1* Then there was 
Edward Campyon,! the clerk of the peace in the liberty, and John 
Mowlesworth the!® king’s coroner in the liberty. 

Before discussing their position further let us turn back’® to the abbot’s 
receiver’s account in 1504-5, where we find in addition to the fees paid to 
Thomas Montagu, the attorney, others viz :— paid to Master Dudley of 
the king’s privy council, 60s., Thomas Empson, 40s., Robert Wyttylbury

40s., William Cutler! 40s., Master Conyngsby for his fee, 40s., the son of 
the said master Conyngsby learned-in-the-law for his fee [ ], Robert 
Brudenell for his fee, 20s., David Philipps? for his fee £7. 13s. 4d., and 
for his corrody in the monastery {5 6s. 8d., Richard Burton, Esq. for 
his fee, 60s., Richard Lynne “of the household of the king’s mother 
and at her instance £3 6s. 8d., Master Milner, for his fee 20s. 


Unfortunately no further information is given about their respective 
duties. 

We notice, amongst others receiving fees from the abbot, Master Robert 
Brudenell, Sergeant-at-law, who, in the Same year received 40s. 
reward “ for labour and counsel given to the abbot at the Lent sessions 
of the peace held at Peterborough,” and further :-— 


“ Paid Richard Burton Esquire for 120 sheep bought from him by 
Edward Grenehall* with £8 pardoned to him by the abbot on account 
of the injuries and tribulations suffered by him from the tenants of 
Benefield for certain inclosures made in Biggin and with £12 allowed 
him for divers courts held by him and in rewards given him for riding 
many times about the business of the lord abbot, and for his fee for two 
VedlseL oe 


Richard Burton, as the abbot’s accounts shew, presided over the 
hundred courts as deputy for Sir Richard Empson. Burton was farmer 
of Biggin Grange under the abbot. He quarrelled with his neighbours, 
the tenants of Benefield, «and rode on horseback on the abbot’s business. 


(vil) THE Epucation oF Henry VIII. Hts Farry COMPANIONS. 


Prince Henry (afterwards Henry VIII) was on the last commission 
of the peace’ granted by Henry VII in N orthamptonshire on Ist April, 
1504. Among his colleagues on this commission were Richard Burton, 
David Philip, Richard Empson, John Tresham, Robert Brudenell, 
William Cutlard [sic] and several others. Perhaps Henry was being 
educated in his grandmother’s house at Colly Weston during this period ? 
If so, he may have become acquainted for the first time with some of 
the men who frequented his grandmother’s house, and were also officers 
of the monastery of Peterborough, and perhaps some of them owed 
their subsequent positions in the king’s household, and their advancement 
in life, to these early associations with Henry VIII when he was staying 
at Colly Weston. The subsequent safety of Peterborough Cathedral 
may have been in fact due to these relationships. 

From the household of Lady Margaret Beaufort at Colly Weston came 
some distinguished lawyers, * several of whom, as mentioned, held official 
positions in the liberty of Peterborough. 


Presumably Master [Humphrey] Conyngsby,’ the colleague of Sir 
Richard Empson, and of Robert Brudenell, a well-known judge, received

His 
son who drew a fee was said to be learned in the law. Was he clerk of 
the peace? or one of the keepers of the peace? What office, if any, 
was held by Richard Empson’s notorious colleague Master Dudley? of 
the king’s privy council? Edward Grenehall was one of the keepers 
of the peace tor the liberty in 1535. 


(viii) THE CHARTERS GIVING THE ABBOT THE POWER OF APPOINTING 
JUSTICES OF THE PEACE, AND OF OYER AND TERMINER AND 
OF GAOL DELIVERY. 


The great charter of Inspeximus and Confirmation of all subsisting 
charters and letters patent theretofore granted to the abbey of 
Peterborough, which was confirmed by Henry VIII on the 2nd day of 
May, 1510, will be printed in a volume of Records of the Liberty 
of Peterborough. Among other powers confirmed to the monastery 
were the right of their high bailiff to exercise within the borough [sic] 
of Peterborough and all other lordships belonging to the abbot and 
convent all powers exercised by the sherift in hundreds belonging to 
the king, and to keep for themselves all deodands, treasure trove, 
forfeitures, reliefs, amercements and fines, before any of the king’s 
justices in any court, due from their men or tenants resident or non- 
resident, with many elaborate additions to their powers more particularly 
specified in the charters. 


One of the special powers conferred upon the abbot, by a charter of 
Edward IV dated 20th March, 1462, was that the abbot and convent by 
letters patent might appoint and assign their own justices to deliver all 
the prisoners within the king’s gaol of Peterborough, which justices 
were to have powers equal to those of the king’s justices who delivered 
the prisoners in the gaol in the castle of Northampton, provided that one 
of the abbot’s justices was on the commission of the peace for the county, 
and a member of the quorum. They were given power to attach by the 
body, in any pleas whatsoever before the abbot’s justices. 


By a charter of Henry VI confirmed by Henry VIII the abbot and 
convent were entitled to the goods and chattels of all their men and tenants 
resident or rescient [sic] in the vill of Peterborough, and in the abbot’s 
other hundreds and lordships, who were felons, felons-de-se, outlaws or 
persons attainted in whatever court they had been convicted 


These powers were amplified by Henry VII who by a writ dated 27th 
June, 1493, granted to abbot Robert Kirkton the right of appointing 
three or four persons, one of whom should be learned in the law,? to 
be justices of peace, and of oyer and terminer, for the whole borough [sic] 
of Peterborough, and within all the lordships of the abbot and convent 
in the county of Northampton, and that, by command or warrant from 
any justice, directed to their bailiff, he should have all the authority of 
a sheriff in those places. The king also granted the abbot and convent 
the right to appoint a coroner in the same places, which presumably 
included the hundreds of Polebrooke, Navisford and Huxloe.

(ix) FEES PAYABLE TO THE ABBOT’s LEGAL OFFICERS. 


The following annuities were payable to the abbot’s jurisdictional 
officers at the time when the statute 27 Hen. VIII, mentioned below was 
enacted. These should be compared with the amounts being paid during 
the reign of Philip and Mary. tees al,

(x) REVOCATION OF THE ABBOT’s POWERS OF APPOINTING JUSTICES, 


The abbot’s powers of appointing his own justices were exercised 

for about 75 years when by the statute of 27 Hen. VIIl cap. 245 se 
it was enacted :— 
‘‘ that no person or persons, of what estate, degree or condition soever they be, from 
the ist day of July, 1536, should have any power or authority to make any justices 
of eyre, justices of assize, justices of peace, or justices of gaol delivery, but that all 
such officers and ministers should be made by letters patent under the king’s great 
seal in the name and by the authority of the king’s highness his heirs, etey ym, 
any grants, usages, prescription, allowance, act of Parliament .. . to the contrary 
thereof notwithstanding.” ; 


By s.6 of the same statute it was provided :— 

“That all stewards, bailiffs and other ministers of any franchises, . . . should 
be attendant to the justices of assize, justices of gaol delivery and justices of the 
peace of the same shires, wherein such liberties and franchises were, and all such 
bailiffs or their deputies, . . . were to give their attendance and assistance upon 
the sheriff, together with the sheriff’s bailiffs, at all courts of gaol delivery from 
time to time for the execution of prisoners according to justice.” 


(xi) LIBERTY PowERS EXERCISABLE BY COURT OF AUGMENTATIONS. 
By a further statute 32 Hen. VIII cap. 20, s.1., it was enacted :-— 


“That all liberties, franchises, privileges and temporal jurisdictions, which the 
late owners had used and exercised lawfully by themselves or by their officers and 
ministers, . . . within three months before the sites, circuits, and precincts of late 
monasteries . . . their honours, manors {and other premises], came to the possession 
of the king’s highness, should by virtue of that act be revived and be really and 
actually in the king’s highness his heirs and Successors, and should be in the rule, 
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order, survey and governance of the king’s Court of Augmentation of the Revenues 
of the Crown, and the chancellor, officers and ministers of the same. And that the 
same liberties, . . . and all manner of fines, issues, amercements, and other profits 

. whatsoever arising by reason of them should be used, . . . claimed, levied, 
collected and taken by such stewards, bailiffs, and other officers and ministers, as it 
should please the king’s highness to name and appoint.” 


(xii) LiBperty BAtLirF APPOINTED BY THE KING. 


Henry VIII appointed Thomas Horseman, one of the sewers of 
his chamber, as mentioned above, to be bailiff of the liberty of the city 
of Peterborough and of the manor of Boroughbury and its hamlets.} 
It would appear also that John Lane, the bailiff of Kettering, one of 
the commissioners for the valuation,? was appointed clerk of the peace 
of the liberty, possibly by the new bishop as warden of the monastery, 
and the king’s representative in the liberty, who for some time did the 
work subsequently undertaken by the custos rotulorum. 


(xiii) COMMISSIONS OF PEACE AND OF GAoL DELIVERY FOR THE LIBERTY 
AFTER THE SURRENDER OF THE MONASTERY. ? 


On the 16th February, 1540, the king issued a commission ‘ to deliver 
the gaol of John, late abbot of Peterborough, directed to Sir Edward 
Montagu,® Edward Saunders, Edward Warner,* Thomas Brudeneli,’ 
John Lane,* Edward Griffin, John Turnor,? and William Dudley,’ and 
on the same date he issued a commission of the peace of the liberty of 
John late abbot, to his lord chancellor, treasurer, president of the council, 
privy seal and great admiral,!!} and to John lord Russell, Sir Edward 
Montagu, Edward Saunders, Edward Warner, Thomas Brudenell, John 
Lane, John Tournor, Robert Wingfield,!* William Dudley and Edward 
Griffin. 

Further commissions of gaol delivery!’ in the liberty were issued by 
the king, viz :—

To John Lord Russell, great admiral of England, Sir Edward Montagu, 
Thomas Brudenell, John Lane, Robert Wingtield, Robert Brown and 
Richard Cecil,“ 

On 4th February, 1541 :— . 

To John Lord Russell, Sir Edward Montagu, Edward Saunders, 
serjeant-at-law, Thomas Brudenell, Richard Cecil, John Lane, Edward 
Warner, Edward Gryffyn, John Tournour and William Dudley.

In the volume “ Tudor Bishops of Peterborough’’ we shall discuss a 
number of questions arising directly from the surrender of Peterborough 
monastery.

CHAPTER VI. 
THE FIRST VISITATION OF THE MONASTERIES. 


(1) THE DIFFERENT CLASSES OF COMMISSIONERS AND VISITORS. 


Several groups of visitors were occupied in the valuation, visitation and 
also in the dissolution or surrender of the monasteries. 


(1) Thomas Cromwell and his undervisitors. 


The first group included Thomas Cromwell ‘“ Mr. Secretary and 
lord visitor of all England ”’ and his undervisitors,! together with certain 
commissaries appointed by the king or Cromwell, chief of whom were 
Richard Layton, Thomas Legh,? Thomas Bedyll, John Tregonwell and 
William Petre, masters of the court of chancery, who were assisted by 
Cromwell’s personal servants, or officials employed in the Rolls, and 
in other offices held by him. 


(2) The commissioners for first fruits and tenths. 


These commissioners, who, as already stated, were appointed for 
each county, in the first place for the valuation of all religious houses 
and benefices, and to ascertain the sum payable to the king for first 
fruits and tenths, afterwards received commissions, with certain officers 
of the court of augmentations, to value and suppress the smaller 
monasteries,* and later to assist in the surrender of the larger mona- 
steries, and to re-erect certain of them as cathedrals. 4 


(3) Cromwell's insinuating emissartes. 


Cromwell’s emissaries included clergymen, officers of the ecclesiastical 
courts, fellows of colleges in the universities, and officers of the court 
of chancery, who, by promises and threats, prevailed on the heads of 
those religious houses which were not included in the first act of sup- 
pression, to surrender them to the king. 


(4) Officers of the court of augmentations and of other courts. 


Officials of the court of augmentations were first employed with the 
county commissioners in the suppression of the smaller monasteries, 
either in the court established to supervise the suppression, or as general 
receivers of monastic plunder and auditors of the income of suppressed 
houses. They helped to prepare the surveys and second valuations 
of the houses to be suppressed, and were assisted in their task by the 
king’s general surveyors, and officers of the courts of First Fruits, ® 
Surveyors, Wards and Liveries and of the Duchy of Lancaster, all of 
whom helped to liquidate the monasteries.

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(ii) THE CourT oF AUGMENTATIONS OF THE REVENUES OF THE CROWN. 


The original Court of Augmentations of the revenues of the king’s 
crown! was established on 4th February, 1536, as a court of record with 
a great seal and a privy seal, in which the king was to be :— 

“ Truely and justly answered contented and paid” of the rents, farms, issues, 
revenues and profits arising from the possessions of the smaller monasteries dissolved 
and granted to him, and other monasteries surrendered to him.’ 

Its officers were to consist of a chancellor,? a treasurer, the king’s 
attorney, the king’s solicitor, ten particular auditors of the revenues of 
the augmentations, and seventeen particular receivers of the revenues, 
a clerk of the court, an usher and a messenger of the court, all of whom 
were to be named by the king. 


All the officers appointed were actively concerned in visiting the 
religious houses, and supervising the disposal of their possessions. The 
Act for the suppression, mentioned below, provided that all the manors, 
messuages, lands, tenements, rents, services, tithes, pensions, portions, 
advowsons, patronages, and all hereditaments, appertaining or belonging 
to any of the said monasteries, priories or other religious houses, should 
be in the order, survey and governance of the court, and of the officers 
and ministers thereof, and all the farms, issues, revenues, and profits 
coming from such premises, should be taken and received:to the king’s 
use, except those which the king’s majesty by his letters patent should 
declare to continue and persevere. Gifts and grants of any of the 
possessions authorised by the king were to be made under the seal of 
the court. The duties of the auditors and receivers in collecting the 
rents and profits and paying them to the treasurer were specified. The 
treasurer was to render a yearly account before the chancellor and two 
or more auditors of the court. The receivers were to account yearly 
before one of the ten auditors assigned by the chancellor, who was also 
to apportion the several estates to the receivers and auditors. 


On ist April, 1536, the Spanish ambassador*®, Chapuys, wrote to 
Charles V :— 


“ The king and the council are busy setting officers for the provisions and exactions 
of the revenues of the churches, which are to be suppressed, which it is said will be 
in number above three hundred, and are expected to bring in a revenue of one 
hundred and twenty thousand ducats.” 


(iii) OTHER CouRTS, WHOSE OFFICERS WERE ENGAGED IN THE 
VISITATION, SURVEY, SUPPRESSION AND SURRENDER OF 
THE MONASTERIES. 


Before considering the actions of individual officers of the Court of 
Augmentations in the east midland counties we will mention very briefly 
the other analogous courts, whose officers undertook duties of the same 
nature as those of the Augmentations, 


(a) Court oF First FRUITS AND TENTHS. 
The court of first fruits and tenths was established by the statute 
32 Hen. VIII,* cap. 45, to adminster the statute before referred to,é

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which granted to the king the first fruits of all spiritual benefices and 
promotions, and the tenth of the annual value of benefices. Its officers 
were somewhat similar to those of the Court of Augmentation, viz., a 
chancellor, treasurer, king’s attorney, [no solicitor], auditors, clerk, 
messengers, etc. 


(b) THE CoURT OF THE KING’s WARDS AND LIVERIES. 

The court of wards and liveries! administered the lands of such persons 
as had been were or would be in ward to the king, including idiots, and 
fools natural, and also supervised licences to marry, which were granted 
to the king’s female wards. 


(c) COURT OF THE GENERAL SURVEYORS OF THE KING’S LANDS. 

The court of general surveyors was established by the statute 33 Hen. 
VIII, cap. 39, to take over the duties of the king’s general surveyors, who 
had been appointed in the thirteenth year of his reign, to undertake the 
administration of such of the crown lands as should be included in a 
schedule annexed to the act. This court administered the incomes of 
the crown lands, 7.e., the honours, castles, lordships, manors and 
lands, which were vested in the crown by other means than those 
abovementioned, and all other estates subsequently assigned to the 
administration of the court, including estates which were forfeited to 
the king on the attainder for treason of their owners. 


(d) Courts oF THE DucHy oF LANCASTER AND CORNWALL. 

Officers of the courts for the administration of the estates of the duchy 
of Lancaster and duchy of Cornwall appear to have undertaken duties 
on behalf of the other courts. 


(e) RE-ORGANIZATION OF COURTS. 

In January, 1547,? the two courts called respectively the Court of the 
Augmentations of the revenues of the King’s crown and the Court of 
General Surveyors of the king’s lands, in which there had been great 
disorder, were suppressed, and a new court was established under the 
name of the former of these courts. 

It was to take over the governance of all that was under the survey 
of the two suppressed courts, and all that should thereafter come to 
the Crown by any Act of Parliament, except such as were within the 
survey of the Exchequer and the Duchy of Lancaster. 


(iii) THE ACTIVITIES OF CROMWELL, THE CHIEF VISITOR AND HIS 
COMMISSARIES. 


Stowe writes‘ that on the third of November, 1534, the Parliament 
began at Westminster :-— 

“Wherein the Pope, with all his authority, was clean banished this realm, and 
orders were taken that he should no more be called Pope, but Bishop of Rome.” 
In October 1535 [szc] the king sent Master Thomas Cromwell and Doctor Lee [sic] 
and others to visit the abbeys, priories and nunneries in England. These were 
ordained to be the principal visitors, who put forth all religious persons that would 
go,° and afterwards closed the residue that would remain, so that they should not

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come out of their places. . . . All religious men that departed, the abbot or prior 
[was] to give them for their habit a priest’s gown, and forty shillings of money... . 
They took out [of] monasteries and abbies their relics and chiefest jewels, to the 
king’s use, they said.” 

It appears that Layton, Legh, Tregonwell and Bedyll, amongst the 
chief visitors, all visited the monastery of Peterborough at different 
periods. Further, in the second group of visitors mentioned below, 
considerable assistance was given at Peterborough visitations by Cromwell’s 
two kinsmen, Richard Williams, alias Cromwell, and John Williams, and 
aiso by Richard Pollard, the king’s remembrancer. The supervision 
of the final surrender was entrusted to Philip Paris, a Cambridgeshire 
magistrate, who was assisted by Dr. Tregonwell, John Hughes and 
John Smyth. 


No official record of the first visitation of the Peterborough monastery 
by Cromwell’s commissaries has been discovered, nor is the date known, 
neither have we found the “ compert”’ relating to the monastery, which 
should have been prepared by the visitors. But among the corres- 
pondence between Cromwell and the visitors which has survived, there 
is a letter giving particulars of the visitation from Sir William Parr of 
Horton,? the chief county valuer, who was undoubtedly a great 
exaggerator, and probably lied, to please his patron Cromwell. He 
evidently considered it his duty to be present at the visitation, and he 
probably hoped to bring about the total suppression of the house, so 
that, as an influential man in the county, he might have a share in the 
spoils. 


(iv) LrEGH’s AND LAYTON’S VISITATIONS. 


Although we know little about the proceedings of the Peterborough 
visitors, there are various reports still existing of the visitations of other 
monasteries in the Eastern counties. For example Dr. Legh visited 
Bury St. Edmund’s,? where, he said, John Melford the abbot delighted 
in the company of women and in sumptuous banquets, he indulged in 
cards and dice, he lived much in granges,‘ and he did not preach. The 
prior and eight of the Bury monks were accused of incontinence. The 
visitor referred to the large number of vain and fictitious relics5. . . . 
There was a suspicion of a confederacy among the abbot and convent, 
for though no monks were more notorious for licentious living, * yet there 
was never less confessed.

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The letter written by Sir William Parr, from Horton, to Cromwell! 
before mentioned, concerns a visitation of the monastery of Peterborough 
by Dr. Layton, who, possibly, was on his way to meet Dr. Legh, deputed 
with him to visit the northern monasteries. Parr wrote to Cromwell, the 
chief visitor of the monasteries, that he was at Peterborough before 
Cromwell’s visitors had arrived at the monastery, and that the mere 
rumour of their coming had given the Abbot, John Chambers, a fright, 
and that this had not been caused by anything said by Dr. Layton. 

When Parr arrived at the monastery, Chambers asked him what was 
the best thing to do to save his monastery from suppression. Parr 
replied that he had no authority to bargain with him, whether his house 
should stand or be dissolved. He had only come because the abbot 
had expressed a wish to see him. He advised him to put all his doubts 
aside, unless he knew more than Parr did. This hypocritical comfort 
did not satisfy Chambers, and he sent Parr a-deputation consisting of 
two others of the county valuers, viz., the abbot’s marshal, Sir Thomas 
Tresham,? and John Lane? of Kettering, one of the abbey bailiffs, to make 
an offer from the abbot. Ifthe king would allow the monastery to stand, 
the abbot and convent would give him one whole year’s revenue of the 
monastery, amounting to 2500 marks, and in addition the abbot would 
make a special present of £300 to Cromwell, if he would be a good lord 
to him; but Parr said he could not give h‘m an answer until he knew 
Cromwell’s pleasure. , 

At this stage of the negotiations letters arrived for the abbot giving 
him. good news, probably that through the good offices of John Russell 
of Thornhaugh, the monastery was to be reconstituted as a cathedral, 
whereupon Chambers said no more to Parr about his offer of a present 
to Cromwell. He merely said “that in his suit towards the king’s 
highness and Cromwell he would be ordered as Mr. Comptroller, (1.e. 
Russell), and Parr himself would advise him.’’ Parr added that he left 
the abbot without any further negotiations, but if Cromwell would give 
him further instructions, he would see the abbot again, and ask him if 
he were prepared to repeat his first offer of a present. 


(v) Dr. TREGONWELL’S VISITATIONS. 


Layton was accompanied in the visitation of other monasteries by 
Dr. Tregonwell,4 who was sent also upon visitations himself to Catesby, 
Canon’s Ashby and Pipewell and other houses in Northamptonshire. 
At a later date Tregonwell was one of the commissioners who took the 
final surrender of Peterborough, * and signed his name at the foot of the 
list of pensions payable to the monks and others which is printed in this 
volume.

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(vi) BEDYLL’s VISITATION. RICHARD CROMWELL. 


Thomas Bedyll, the fourth visitor, undertook a visitation of the 
larger monasteries in the eastern and east midland counties in January, 
1536. From his itinerary it is reasonable to suggest that Peterborough 
was amongst the houses visited by him. He asked the opinion of the 
monks on the king’s title as supreme head of the church, his matriage, 
and his succession. He encouraged them ‘“‘ to apply for their capacities ”’ 
and become secular priests. 

On 13th January, 1536,! Bedyll wrote? to Cromwell from Ramsey. 
“Your cousin, Mr. Richard,” he says, ““ was here on Thursday, and I 
sent you letters by him. I think you received them. Two brethren 
of Ramsey monastery asked permission to leave their cloister, or to go 
to the archbishop of Canterbury to sue their capacities. He asked 
what to do with those who made like suit—no smail number. Dr. Lee 
[sic] at Christmas* had given permission to leave to half the house of 
Sawtry, five miles from Ramsey, and he was supposed to have like 
authority with Dr. Lee, but would do nothing without Cromwell’s advice.” 

On 26th January, Bedyll was at Spalding, and at Croyland, through 
which he had passed, he had‘ “ espied a young fool, much more pleasant 
than the king’s fool Sexton ever was’’. He suggested to Cromwell 
that this fool* was fit for the court. About this time Bedyll drew up® 
in his own hand a letter to be sent in Cromwell’s name to the bishop of 
Lincoln, in which Cromwell stated ‘‘ my deputy lately visited the priory 
of Spalding, and reformed what was necessary. The priory belongs to 
my cure, and not to yours. I request you [the bishop] not to maintain 
busy fellows in the town there against the prior, because he will not let 
the farms of the house to its damage.’’? No doubt Cromwell wanted 
them for himself and his servants. 


(vii) Dr. Witttam PeTRE. Papat Butts DESTROYED. 


Another formidable visitor was added by Cromwell to his group of 
deputies. On 13th January, a commission was granted® to William 
Petre, LL.D., to act as deputy for Cromwell as vicegerent, vicar general 
and official principal in matters concerning wills etc. Soon he undertook 
further responsibilities. At the Convocation at Canterbury on 16th 
July, 1536, Petre claimed the right for Thomas Cromwell, as the king’s 
vicar general, to occupy the seat the king would have occupied, and for 
the same place to be assigned to himself as Cromwell’s proctor.2 

On 9th August, 1536, Bedyll, Tregonwell and Petre, masters in 
chancery, were appointed *® commissioners to receive all bulls, briefs and

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faculties from the bishop of Rome, brought to them according to the 
provisions of the Act 28, Hen. VIII, (cap. 16), to be put in writing, to 
pass the great seal, to examine such writing with the originals, to see 
whether the effects of the same were under the compass of such cases 
as the Archbishop of Canterbury might dispense with by law. 

All papal bulls transcribed in the cartularies in the monastic library 
of Peterborough were thereupon struck through, to shew that they were 
no longer of any effect. | 


(viii) THE COMPERTS OF THE VISITORS. SMALLER HOUSES DENOUNCED. 
LARGER HOUSES FLATTERED. 

The visitors returned to London, bringing with them reports, called 
comperts, describing in lurid language the condition of the smaller 
houses. When a summary of their reports was submitted to Parliament, 
the condition of the larger houses was referred to in flattering terms, to 
persuade the abbots of the greater monasteries, who sat in Parliament, 
to consent to the passing of an Act of Parliament approving the 
suppression of all houses whose income did not allow them to spend 
more than £200 a year. 


(ix) DECISION TO DISSOLVE THE SMALLER MONASTERIES. 

Strype, in his Memorials of Thomas Cranmer says :— 

“The king now had thought of dissolving them as well as visiting them .. . 
[seeing] the monks and friars so untoward towards him, and so bent to the pope, 
and [wishing] to enrich himself with the spoils. Archbishop Cranmer is said also 
to have counselled and pressed the king to do it, but for other ends, viz., that out of 
the revenues of these monasteries, the king might found more bishoprics! .. . 
but however short our archbishop fell of his desires and hopes by these dissolutions, 
the king obtained his. When the visitors returned home from their visitations, 
they came well stocked with information . .. of the irregularities of the chief 
members of these houses of religion.”’ 

The reasons given for the dissolution of the smaller houses are stated 
fully in the preamble to the Statute of 27 Henry VIII, cap. XXviii, 
passed on 4th February, 1536, which was entitled :— 

“An act whereby all religious houses of monks, canons and nuns, 
which may not dispend [sic] manors, lands and hereditaments, above 
the clear yearly value of two hundred pounds, are given to the king’s 


highness, his heirs and successors or ever.’ 

2“ For as much as manifest sin, vicious, carnal and abominable living is daily 
used and committed amongst the little and small abbeys, priories and other religious 
houses of monks, canons and nuns, where the congregation of such religious persons 
is under the number of twelve persons, whereby the governors of such religious 
houses and their convent spoil, destroy, consume and utterly waste as well their 
churches, monasteries, priories, principal houses, farms, granges, lands, tenements 
and hereditaments, as the ornaments of their churches and their goods and chattels, 
to the high displeasure of Almighty God, slander of good religion, and to the great 
infamy of the king’s highness and the realm, if redress should not be had thereof ; 
and albeit that many continual visitations have been heretofore had by the space 
of two hundred years and more, for an honest and charitable reformation of such 
unthrifty, carnal and abominable living, yet nevertheless little or none amendment 
is hitherto had, but their vicious living shamelessly increaseth and augmenteth, 
and by a cursed custom, so rooted and infested, that a great multitude of the religious 
persons in such small houses do rather choose to rove abroad in apostacy than to 
conform them to the observation of good religion ; so that without such small houses 
be utterly suppressed, and the religious persons therein committed to great and 
honourable monasteries of religion in this realm, where they may be compelled to 
live religiously for [the] reformation of their lives, there can else be no reformation

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in this behalf ; in consideration whereof the king’s most royal majesty being supreme 
head [in] earth under God of the Church of England, to the only glory and honour 
of God and the total extirping and destruction of vice and sin, having knowledge 
that the premises be true, as well by the comperts of his late visitations, as by sundry 
credible informations ; considering also that divers and great solemn monasteries 
of this realm, wherein, thanks be to God, religion is right well kept and observed, 
be destitute of such full numbers of religious persons as they ought and may keep, 
hath thought good that a plain declaration should be made of the premises as well 
to the lords spiritual and temporal, as to other his loving subjects, the commons in 
this present Parliament assembled, whereupon the said lords and commons by a 
great deliberation finally be resolved that it is and shall be much more to the pleasure 
of Almighty God, and for the honour of this his realm, that the possessions of such 
spiritual and religious houses, now being spent, spoiled and wasted for increase and 
maintenance of sin, should be used and converted to better uses, and the unthrifty, 
religious persons so spending the same be compelled to reform their lives, and 
thereupon most humbly desire the king’s highness that it may be enacted, by 
authority of the present Parliament, that his Majesty shall have and enjoy to him 
and to his heirs for ever all and singular such monasteries, priories and other religious 
houses of monks, canons and nuns of what kinds or diversities of habits, rules or 
orders soever they be called or named, which have not in lands and tenements, rents, 
tithes, portions and other hereditaments above the clear yearly value of two hundred 
pounds. And in like manner shall have and enjoy all the sites and circuits of every 
such religious house, and all and singular the manors, granges, meases [sic], lands, 
tenements, reversions, rents, services, tithes, pensions, portions, churches, chapels, 
advowsons, patronages, annuities, rights, entries, conditions, and other hereditaments 
appertaining or belonging to every such monastery, priory or other religious house, 
not having as is aforesaid above the said clear yearly value of two hundred pounds, 
in as large and ample manner as the abbots, priors, abbesses, prioresses or other 
governors of such monasteries, priories and other religious houses now have or ought 
to have the same in the right of their houses, and that also his Highness shall have 
to him, and his heirs, all and singular, such monasteries, abbies and priories which 
at any time within one year next afore the making of this Act have been given and 
granted ' to his Majesty by any abbot, prior, abbess, or prioress under their convent 
seal, or that otherwise have been suppressed or dissolved and all and singular the 
manors, lands, tenements, etc. . . . to the said monasteries, etc... . belonging. 
To have and to hold all and singular the premises with all their rights, profits, juris- 
dictions and commodities unto the King’s majesty and to his heirs and assigns for 
ever to do and use therewith his and their own wills to the pleasure of Almighty 
God, and to the honour and profit of this realm.” 

John Stowe commenting on this act said :— 

“In a parliament begun in the month of February [1536] was granted to the king 
and his heirs all religious houses in the realm of England of the value of two hundred 
pound and under, with all lands and goods to them belonging. The number of these 
houses then suppressed was three hundred and seventy-six, the value of their lands 
then thirty two thousand pounds and more by [the] year. The moveable goods as 
they were sold, Robin Hood’s penny-worths, amounted to more than one hundred 
thousand pounds, and the religious persons that were in the said houses were clearly 
put out, some went to other greater houses, some went abroad to the world. It 
was said [saith mine author] a pitiful thing to hear the lamentations that the people 
in the country made for them, for there was great hospitality kept amongst them,? 
and, as it was thought, more than ten thousand persons, masters and servants, had 
lost their livings by the putting downe of those houses at that time.” 


The other of the two important statutes providing tor :—(a) dissolution, 
or (b) the surrender of the monasteries, passed in Parliament on 4th 
February, 1536, established the court of augmentations of the revenue 
of the crown, the new central authority, which was intended to control 
this great undertaking. 3

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CHAPTER VII. 


THE SURVEY AND SUPPRESSION OF THE LESSER 


MONASTERIES. 
(i) A NEW SURVEY. 


The suppression of the smaller monasteries was undertaken by bodies 
of the county commissions of valuation for first fruits and tenths, assisted 
by selected officers of the court of augmentations. 

On 24th April, 1536, instructions! were issued for a new survey of lands 
and goods belonging to the religious houses. For this purpose the 
houses in each area were divided into groups and certain officers, viz :— 
one auditor, one particular receiver, and a clerk of the register at the 
last visitation, with two or three other discreet persons to be named 
by the king in every county were to go on circuit to value the houses 
comprised in each group. The “ discreet persons ’’ generally comprised 
two or three county valuers or, as an alternative, two of Cromwell’s 
commissaries. — 

Let us consider the activities of the commissioners for the suppression 
of the smaller monasteries in those counties which were included 
subsequently in the diocese of Peterborough. 


(1i). THE COMMISSIONERS IN THE COUNTIES OF NORTHAMPTON, LEICESTER 
AND RUTLAND. 


The commissioners? who were appointed by the commission to survey 
the monasteries in the county of Leicester, then in the king’s hands by 
the Act recently passed, were the county valuers John Beaumont, John 
Newell, Roger Ratclyffe and William Ashby, together with George 
Gifford and Robert Burgoyne, from the Court of Augmentations. 
Gifford and Burgoyne also signed the certificate of the valuation of small 
religious houses in the counties of Warwick, Rutland and Northampton.? 


(iii) THE PRELIMINARY VISITATION BY THE COMMISSIONERS TO PREPARE 
SURVEYS. 


On 12th May, 1536, the Northamptonshire county visitors Edmund 
Knightley, sergeant-at-law, and John Lane,‘ with George Gifford wrote® 
to Cromwell, ‘“ We have executed the king’s commission beginning at 
Chacumbe, whence we repaired to [Canon’s] Ashby and, after tarrying 
one day, repaired to Catesby nunnery by occasion of sickness. The 
house is in very perfect order, the prioress a wise, discreet and religious 
woman, with nine devout nuns under her, as good as [any] they had 
ever seen. The house stood where it was a great relief to the poor, and 
if any religious house were to stand, none was more meet for the king’s 
charity and pity than Catesby. They had not found any such elsewhere. 

St. James’, Northampton, they said, was a goodly solemn house in 
church and choir, meet for one with treble the lands. It wasin substantial

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repair, of old foundation, and had the goodliest barn for stone and timber 
that ever was seen. There were many poor in Northampton, and they 
were greatly relieved by this house, which had a good report through 
the whole town. They could not certify Cromwell of the value of the 
Northamptonshire houses. If every man had done his part at the first 
commission, this house would not have been in danger, and Cromwell 
should do well and bring much honour on the king if St. James’ were 
left alone. 


The King on receipt of their favourable report was not slow to express 
his displeasure, and, as Gifford said in a letter to Cromwell :— 

‘My fellows and I wrote ! to the Chancellor of the Augmentations in favour of 
the abbey of St. James’s and the nunnery of Catesby, Northampton, which letter 
being shown to the king he was displeased, and said to my servant Thomas Harper 
that it was like that we had received rewards.?._ This might put me in a fear.” 

The royal displeasure was remembered, and when the priory of St. 
Andrew’s, Northampton, a greater monastery was visited,* no-one 
ventured to protect it. 


On 19th June, Gifford informed‘ Cromwell that they had been at 
Brook in Rutland, Bradley priory, Ouston abbey, Kirby Bellers priory, 
Ulvercroft priory and Garendon in Leicestershire. On 24th June, a 
certificate of survey of the above-mentioned houses in Leicestershire, 
and also of Gracedieu nunnery, Langley priory and the cell of Bredon 
in the same county, was signed by John Beaumont, George Gifford and 
Robert Burgoyne.®> On 27th, June Gifford wrote® to Cromwell that the 
commissioners had made an end of their survey in Leicestershire, and 
they sent the certificate by Thomas Harper. By order of the Chancellor 
and Attorney of Augmentations, they had returned to Catesby7 in 
Northamptonshire, where they were to begin the suppression. They 
wanted to know whether the letter of the Chancellor and Attorney was 
sufficient warrant to them to undertake this work. Apparently they 
were instructed to proceed with the survey of the Warwickshire houses, 
which they began at Polesworth about 28th July, and completed at 
Studley priory on 23rd August.® 


The Rutland certificate?, which only related to the priory of Brook, 
was signed by John Harrington, George Gifford, Robert Burgoyne, 
with the county valuers, Thomas Brudenell and David Cecil. 


Not long after the commissioners for the visitation of the smaller 
monasteries in these counties had completed the certificates of their 
preliminary surveys, their work was interrupted by an outburst of 
popular anger and discontent with the suppression, which culminated 
in the Lincolnshire rebellion and the Pilgrimage of Grace. This led to

the attainder and downfall of some of the larger houses, whose abbots 
and monks had taken part in the insurrections. 


(iv) THE WORK OF SUPPRESSION. 


The work of suppression of some of the smaller Northamptonshire 
houses was eventually completed by Dr. John London and Thomas 
Bedyll. The former wrote to John Gostwick on 28 November, 1536, :— 
“Mr. Bedyil and I are in commission for Northamptonshire, whither I 
go now, and something might be done in the visitation.” 

In the meantime the abbots and priors of some of the remaining houses 
were endeavouring to make provision for the future, some by disposing 
secretly of monastic plate, others by granting leases of monastic property 
at very low or nominal rents on payment of immediate fines, which were 
taken by the heads of the houses. 


(v) THE SURRENDER OF ST. ANDREW’S, NORTHAMPTON. 


St. Andrew’s, Northampton, whose prior became the first dean of 
Peterborough, is a case in point. 

The commissioners who took the surrender of this house on March 
2nd, 1538, were Sir William Parr, Dr. Richard Layton, Robert Southwell 
and the auditor Thomas Mildmay of Chelmsford. The latter, who was 
engaged in the suppression of houses in many parts of the country, and 
made a large fortune out of their estates, was the father of Sir Walter 
Mildmay, chancellor of the exchequer, and founder of Emmanuel College, 
Cambridge who settled at Apethorpe. 

Sir Walter ancestor of the Fane family and the Earls of Westmoreland, 
was an early M.P. for Peterborough and was the builder of Apethorpe 
Hall. 

Richard Southwell, writing to Cromwell after the surrender of St. 


Andrew’s on March 3rd, 1538, sarcastically says :—* 

“In perusing the olde accomptes of the monastery we fownde the yerely revenews 
of the same to have extended in times past to sevyn hundreth markes, and yett no 
parte of the possessions clerely alienate from the monastery, but decressed by the 
receyte of the rentes aforehande by the predecessours to this priour of suche as be 
fermours to them for many yeares. There have growne no decay by this priour 
that we can lerne, but surely his predecessours plesured moche in ordoryferous 
savours, as it shulde seme by their converting the rentes of their monastery, that 
were wonte to be paide in cogne and grayne, into gelofer flowers and roses. Wherto 
the valew of the lande will uppon this survey amounte, I can not as yett advertyse 
your lordeshypp, but the monastery in moveables is very pore, moche indetted, and 
in ledd, as I conjecture, worth fower or fyve hundreth powndes. Sir, we have 
practysed with the pore men for their pencions, as easily to the kynge’s charge and 
as moche to his grace’s honour as we cowde devyce, the bok whereof we do send unto 
your lordeshypp, with the names and summes for the makyng of their patentes, 
which being sent unto us to be delyvered to the parties afore our departure, shalbe 
moche to their contentacion, and no lesse to the kinge’s honour, to imparte with 
somewhat of his gracyous charyte towarde the maintenaunce of their pore lyving 
...’ [Signed] Robert Southwell [on behalf of himself and the other three com- 
missioners William Parr, Richard Layton and Thomas Mildemay]. 


On 30th September, 1538, Parr*® wrote to Cromwell that he had been 
a suitor that the abbey of Pipewell might stand. The abbot was content 
to surrender it to the King. If the King wished it to be dissolved he 
suggested that a commission should be sent to Dr. Legh, Mr. Paris and

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Mr. Freeman, then at Sulby Abbey. Parr applied for the preferment 
of the house and demesnes. He asked Cromwell to be a good lord to the 
abbot and brethren for their pensions. He never knew nor heard but 
that they used themselves like honest men. This abbey was surrendered 
to the king, on 5th November, 1538, the surrender being acknowledged 
by Thomas Legh.' Parr received from the proceeds £121. 


(vi) JOHN BRIDGES, THE NORTHAMPTONSHIRE Historian. Huis Views 
ON THE SUPPRESSIONS. 


The following comments by John Bridges, the Northamptonshire 
historian, on the dissolution of the Northamptonshire monasteries are 
worthy of consideration :— 


‘“ What undoubtedly led the way to their destruction was the suppression of the 
smaller convents by Cardinal Wolsey, for the endowment of the colleges at Oxford 
and Ipswich. Within a few years after, in imitation of this precedent, it was 
determined by the advice of Cromwell, who for that end was constituted visitor 
general [sic] that the larger monasteries should share the same fate. 

The commissioners, however, in order to obtain the surrender of the houses they 
were deputed to take, were guilty of very unjustifiable proceedings. The monks 
were not all equally disposed to part with their foundations. From some of them 
they found a ready submission to their injunctions; but others were not so com- 
pliant, unwilling to give up, or resolved if possible to maintain, what they reasonably 
esteemed their just rights, and these they endeavoured to work upon by various 
means. Those whom they could not persuade into a resignation by argument, they 
attempted to allure by promises of large pensions,? or threatened to accuse them 
of the most abominable enormities, or menaced them with the royal displeasure ; 
and these menaces were carried into actual execution ; for some abbots, who had 
taken into their private custody the plate or jewels of their monasteries, were deposed 
and put to death upon a charge of sacrilege and theft, while others were condemned 
and hanged as traitors, on pretence of having denied the king’s supremacy. 

It being evident that the principal design of these measures was to put money 
into the royal coffers, some houses thought that they should be able to preserve 
themselves by a pecuniary composition ; and the abbot of Peterborough is said to 
have made an offer to the king of 2500 marks, and of £300 to Cromwell for his 
mediation in the business.? How far this might operate, in concurrence with other 
motives, to prevent the demolition of the church and buildings and towards the 
founding of a bishop’s see here, we cannot with any certainty determine. It is 
sufficient to observe that the monks of this convent do not stand charged with 
excesses or impurities of any kind, or with having in any manner abused or mis- 
applied their revenues. And of so fair a character were they, that the abbot who 
resigned was nominated the first bishop of the diocese ; several of the monks were 
preferred to prebends and benefices, and the others dismissed with sufficient pensions 
for their support. And it deserves our particular notice, that the first dean of this 
cathedral was the last prior of St. Andrew’s convent in N orthampton ; a house that 
in the instrument of its surrender acknowledged, in very humiliating terms of 
contrition, that they had squandered their income in vain and riotous and super- 
stitious excesses, to the great disgrace of themselves and of the Christian religion. 
. . . With what truth and with what views this confession was made we may collect 
from the preferment which was bestowed on this prior, in a very short time after 
he had resigned his office. 

Whatever were the advantages, either civil or religious, that accrued to the public 
from the dissolution of the monasteries, we cannot help regretting the demolition 
of many ancient structures, masterpieces of Gothic architecture, that in the general 
spoliation became a prey to avarice.”

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CHAPTER VIII. 


THE LINCOLNSHIRE REBELLION. 


(i) DANGER TO THE MONASTERY OF PETERBOROUGH. 


The outbreak of the rebellion in Lincolnshire, which preceded ‘“ The 
Pilgrimage of Grace’’, was a great menace to the monastery of 
Peterborough, and might have brought about its destruction. Rightly 
or wrongly the Peterborough high bailiff, John Lord Hussey of Sleaford, 
was charged with being one of its ringleaders, and subsequently was 
tried, condemned and executed for high treason. Who can doubt that 
Parr would have been delighted to put into practice at Peterborough the 
ruthless procedure in which, in his dealings with the great Lincolnshire 
monasteries, he became an adept ? 


A new technique was devised for seizing some of the larger monasteries 
which had escaped confiscation under the provisions of the act for the 
suppression of the smaller houses. If the abbot, monks or lay servants 
of a large house were convicted of treason, the house itself was attainted 
and came under the jurisdiction of the Court of General Surveyors, who 
administered Crown lands and the estates which came to the Crown by 
forfeiture. Thereupon the surveyors and officers of that court proceeded 
to suppress the attainted house, and to seize and to dispose of its pos- 
sessions by the methods adopted in dissolving lesser monasteries. 


(ii) THE PETERBOROUGH VALUATION COMMISSIONERS AND LAY OFFICERS 
ENGAGED IN THE DEFEAT OF THE REBELLION. 


An account of the events which preceded the surrender of Peterborough 
monastery, would be incomplete without some reference to the part 
played in the defeat of the rebellion! by some of the county valuation 
commissioners, by some of Cromwell’s emissaries, who visited the 
monastery at various times, and by certain lay officers, some of whom 
acquired a part of the estates of Peterborough and neighbouring 
monasteries, atter their suppression or surrender. ? 


The following county valuers, visitation commissioners and lay officers 
were actively engaged in one capacity or another in the campaign, viz :-— 
(a) Two of the commissioners for the valuation in Northamptonshire, 

Sir William Parr’ and Sir John Russell. 

(b) Several of Cromwell’s visitors of the monasteries viz :—Richard 
Layton and Thomas Legh, who were employed in taking the 
depositions of witnesses, Richard Cromwell, John Williams and 
Richard Pollard, also Dr. Tregonwell, who was one of the com- 
missioners, who took the actual surrender of the monastery of 
Peterborough.

(d) In the ranks of the rebels, either voluntarily or by compulsion were 
John Lord Hussey, and Robert Brocklesby, the abbot’s bailiff at 
Scotter. 


(iii) THE BEGINNING OF THE CAMPAIGN. 


At the beginning of the month of October, 1536, the king and the council 
decided hurriedly to mobilise as many as possible of the royal forces at 
two advanced bases on the outskirts of Lincolnshire, namely at Stamford, 
under the command of the king’s lieutenant, the Duke of Suffolk, and at 
Nottingham under his lord steward, the Earl of Shrewsbury.: If 
necessary a much larger royal army was to be mustered at Ampthill, 
under the command of the king himself, or of the Duke of Norfolk.? 


(iv) THE STAMFORD MUSTER. 


Cromwell had received a report? that the inhabitants about Stamford, 
Spalding and Peterborough were “very faint in rising against the 
rebels’. He advised that the county gentlemen should be granted 
commissions, to charge the people to rise [on behalf of the crown], and to 
certify them that the king would come down. Master Harrington, 
who was at the head of the commission for the valuation and suppression 
of monasteries in the county of Rutland, was reported to have gone into 
Lincolnshire, Holland and about Spalding and Peterborough, when the 
inhabitants were about to join the traitors, and to have shewn them the 
king’s commission to prepare to go with him, whereupon they were 
pacified and were glad of the king’s coming down.‘ But when he 
commanded the prior of Spalding to be ready with as many men as he 
could to fight for the king, he received the answer that the prior was a 
spiritual man. 

Russell, who was at his house at Thornhaugh, within five miles of 
Stamford, proceeded at once to the place of muster with the forces at 
his disposal. At Stamford he was joined at the earliest possible moment 
by Parr and Sir Robert Kirkham, while Rutland, Clinton and Markham 
proceeded to Nottingham to join the Earl of Shrewsbury. 

Most of the Lincolnshire county commissioners had been captured 
by the rebel army, and many of their retainers had joined the rebels. 


(v) RICHARD CROMWELL BRINGS AMMUNITION AND REINFORCEMENTS. 


Richard Cromwell, who was to be actively engaged in repressing the 
rebellion, was instructed by the king to supply men and munitions for 
the royal forces.

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On 7th October, 1536, he removed from the Tower of London a quantity 
of arrows and other implements of war, collected a number of men, 
including sixty or seventy masons and carpenters, who were at work on 
the lord privy seal’s house, and set out towards the scene of action. He 
wrote to his uncle :—! 

“ This night I am lodged at Ware with one hundred horsemen, and have appointed 
Thurston and Goodwyn with his brother Thomas, as guides to forty handguns, which 
be this night at Waltham. I intend soon after midnight to repair before [hand] to 
Huntingdon, and gather such company as I can. Mr. Cotton, sometime governor 
to the late duke of Richmond, met me with twenty tall men, well horsed, and will 
go with me in this voyage... . 

Five or six hundred handguns are required, and some of the small pieces from 
the Tower, for many of them are good archers. I bought good harness for a hundred 
men at London, because it is scant here. Written this night, 10 p.m.” 


(vi) THE DUKE OF SUFFOLK AND HIS COADJUTORS. 


The Duke of Suffolk? informed the king that he arrived at Huntingdon 
on Monday, 9th October, at 6 a.m., leaving his company to follow, and he 
intended to proceed to Stamford, with any men he should find, for 
staying the traitors, according to the King’s command. . . . He had 
just received a letter from Sir Francis Bryan, who was at Kimbolton with 
three hundred horses, and trusted to have him at night. It was said that 
the rebels that night would be at Stamford, where Parr and others were. 
He had told Parr that he would go to Stamford, if he thought his own 
force and Parr’s were sufficient to stop the rebels. If not, then Parr and 
the rest and also Bryan must join forces with those of Suffolk at 
Huntingdon, where they would make a determined stand. Robert 
Kirkham? wrote from Ufford in the soke of Peterborough to Richard 
Cromwell, that on the previous Sunday there mustered before him in 
two sundry places over one thousand persons, from whom he had chosen 
five hundred able to fight, if they had armour and weapons, but not 
thirty of them were harnessed. They were poor, and clamoured for 
money. He begged for money and armour in all haste, or they would 
not tarry. Late on the previous night he was at Stamford with Parr and 
others, when Marberry and Madison, the king’s servants came in, having 
escaped from the rebels, and said they were twenty thousand, some of 
whom were within twenty miles of Stamford. 

On the same day‘ Russell and Parr informed the king that they had 
viewed the walls of Stamford, which were very weak, but, if they had 
ordnance, they should be defended, whatever assault were made. The 
inhabitants would not willingly permit the bridge to be broken up; 
however they would do what was required. Within two miles above the 
bridge there were divers fords, where “some policy shall be practised ”’ 
to hinder and annoy the offenders. They requested that harness, artillery 
and money might be sent. Ordnance was what would put the offenders 
in fear and dread. 

Suffolk said in a letter to the king that he, Fitzwilliam, Earl of 
Southampton, and Richard Cromwell arrived on Tuesday, 9th October, 
at Stamford, where they found Russell, Bryan and Parr with only nine 
-hundred men, and no ordnance or money. *

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Richard Cromwell on the other hand wrote! to his uncle on 10th 
October :— 

“ Last night my lord of Suffolk arrived here at Stamford. JI and my pair attended 
upon him, and found Sir John Russell, Sir Francis Bryan, Sir William Parr and 
others well furnished with men. About 8 p.m. there arrived also my lord admiral, 
who, like my lord’s Grace, showed me great attention. We have the traitors about 
Lincoln, and so dismayed at the assembly of these noblemen, that they know not 
what dodo. The township of Boston with others have fled home again within these 
two days, and I suppose the rest will flee shortly. My lord admiral, with Russell, 
Bryan, Parr and me, will ride towards them on Saturday.”’ 

The great traitors, (stc), Sir John Thimbleby, dwelling at Bourne, 
seven miles from Stamford, knowing of Mr. Russell’s and Mr. Parr’s 
approach, assembled all his tenants, under colour of doing the king’s 
service, and threatening to burn the houses of those who refused to go 
with him, joined the traitors upon Monday last. Richard Cromwell said 
he had just received of John Freeman, Cromwell’s letter and £100. He 
thought they purposed to spoil both Louth and Horncastle, towns 
“ better stored with arrant traitors than any town in England. He would 
that the whole share be packed up ’”’. 


Suffolk, in his dispatch, said that by Friday, 12th October at noon, 
there were five thousand men in Stamford, of whom three thousand 
were horsed and harnessed, and the rest had neither horse, harness, or 
weapons. . . . The rebels began to “sparple’’, with fear of the lord 
steward at Nottingham, or for fear of his army at Stamford. As the 
artillery had arrived, they thought it well to discharge those who had 
no arms, because the rebels hearing of it, would think they considered 
themselves strong enough to beat them. If it came to a fight, three 
thousand well equipped men would be sufficient. 


Suffolk and his forces did not have to fight. On 12th October, Suffolk, 
Fitzwilliam and Russell asked? the king to grant pardon to the traitors 
in Lincolnshire so that they might march with Shrewsbury at Nottingham 
straight towards the rebels in the north, where the far more dangerous 
insurrection ‘‘ The Pilgrimage of Grace’’ had broken out. He gave 
the names of a number of commissioners and other gentlemen of 
Lincolnshire, who were compelled to go with the rebels against their 
wills, but were coming unto Stamford to submit. The same day John 
Gostwick, the treasurer,? arrived at Stamford with pay for the soldiers 
and went on afterwards to Nottingham. ¢ 

Next day, Richard Cromwell wrote to his uncle :— 

“We here live our lives like men of war. One day in gladness, another in sorrow. 
But to-day we hear that the traitors about Lincoln are dispersed, and the gentlemen 


and their servants have offered unconditionally to come in to-morrow, if my lord’s 
Grace will receive‘them.”’ 


On 15th October, Suffolk reported to the king that his force had removed 
to Grimsthorpe Castle from Stamford. The gentlemen named in the 
bill had come in, and rejoiced to have escaped from the rebels. They 
begged his intercession for his gracious favour. They advised due 
punishment of the traitors, offering to die against the rebels, and to do 
their best for the apprehension of the ringleaders. That day the sheriff, 
who arrived yesterday, presented to him one of the most arrant of the

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traitors. Suffolk had committed him to ward at Stamford, where he 
would remain for two or three days, and then be executed. 


Russell wrote to Cromwell on 25th October :— 

“I have received your letter and perceive that you and the king’s highness are 
pleased with our service here. I am glad, for before your last letter, we (i.e., Parr 
and he) were as men desperate, it being reported that the king thought much slack- 
ness in us, because we went not faster against his rebels. I assure you that, as soon 
as we had arms and money, there was no time lost. My lords and the council here 
have taken pains day and night. If there be any fault in us, it is from lack of 
experience, not of goodwill. Where you thank me for your nephew, Mr. Richard 
Cromwell, I will always be ready to do him pleasure. His company is as well horsed 
and as well ordered as any in this army.” !} 


It was reported by an independent observer that Russell went disguised 


among the rebels to obtain information, which he sent to the king at 
Windsor. ? 


John Williams, another kinsman of Cromwell, writing to him on 27th 
October, from Stamford said that Suffolk, Fitzwilliam, Bryan and 
Cromwell’s kinsman, Mr. Richard had come, and before them Russell and 
Parr. He felt bound to say how hard they had worked to suppress the 
rebellion. The Duke of Suffolk and the lord admiral, ceremonies laid 
aside, had won the hearts of all. As for Russell and Bryan ‘‘ God never 
died for a better couple’”’. Mr. Richard used himself like Cromwell’s 
kinsman. All desired nothing so much as to fight with the rebels. 


(vii) A Watcu KEPT BY THE ABBOT OF PETERBOROUGH. 


The abbot of Peterborough did what he could to prevent the townsmen 
of Peterborough from taking part in the rebellion. On 8th November 
1536, he wrote to his bailiff Thomas Heneage, the king’s servant, that 
about three weeks previously (after the Duke of Suffolk® had left 
Stamford), 


‘“ I caused a watch to be kept nightly in this town, wherein was taken a simple 
fellow, who had letters from the Queen of Scots to the king. I caused the fellow to 
be stayed in the monastery, and sent the letters to Sir John Seynt John ® for the 
Duke of Suffolk. Sir John wrote back that the Duke’s pleasure was for me to keep 
the party, until I had further knowledge from his Grace. Having no further com- 
mands from the duke of Suffolk, I wrote again to Mr. Seynt John about six days 
past. And thereupon Mr. Bryan ’ has written me his letters, which I send by this 
bearer, and send the said letters directed from the queen of Scots, and willeth me 
to send up the party to one of my friends in the court. I desire you to cause him 
to deliver the said letters to the king.”

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(viii) THE NOTTINGHAM MUSTER. 


When the Earl of Shrewsbury, the lord steward, received the king’s 
letters missive commanding him “ to assemble his servants, tenants, and 
friends to repress the evil disposed persons lately assembled in those parts, 
and to apprehend the ringleaders, and examine the grounds of the 
insurrection!, he wrote! to the king from Hardwick, on 6th October, that 
on the previous night he had come to a lodging in the forest of Sherwood, 
to be nearer the king’s servants in Derbyshire, whom he had warned to 
be at Nottingham on Monday night. 

Sir John Markham, bailiff of the abbot of Peterborough at Collingham 
in the county of Nottingham, and chief justice of Sherwood forest, joined 
the lord steward’s forces, and sent a certificate in reply to an enquiry 
from the Privy Council, that by virtue of his office as chief justice of the 
Forest he might have twenty of the retainers of the town of Nottingham, 
and four who filled offices granted by the king’s patent, but the rest of 
the king’s lands in Sherwood forest, and all other offices, were within 
the compass of the Earl of Rutland. . .. He intended to be at 
Nottingham on the Sunday night with all the force he could muster. 


(ix) Lorp HussEy, THE PETERBOROUGH HIGH BAILIFF ARRESTED. 


Next day Suffolk wrote to Lord Hussey, the Peterborough high bailiff, 
assuring him :— 

“On my troth, all the king’s subjects of the counties of Derby, Stafford, Salop, 2 
Worcester, Leicester and Northampton will be with me to-morrow night at 
Nottingham, to the number of forty thousand, and I trust you will keep us company.” 


Hussey thereupon escaped in disguise from his rebellious tenants to Sir 
John Markham’s house at Sonby in Nottinghamshire, only to be placed 
under arrest. 

On 7th October, Rutland* wrote to Cromwell that he had come to 
Nottingham at 8 a.m. on Saturday. He asked for necessary supplies 
to be forwarded, especially money. Every man asked who would pay 
their wages. He had sent outa “‘spiall”’ that day. It seems probable 
that this spy was Sir John Markham’s servant, Martin Green,‘ who 
reported on the 7th October, that he came unto the town of Lincoln, by 
his master’s sending, between 4 and 5 of the morning, and saw the 
preparation, which the rebels were making for lodging their company 
in the city. He repeated certain sayings of Cutler, Hussey’s servant, 
that Hussey had promised to yield to the rebels, and that arrangements 
had been made for Hussey and the rebels to meet at Ancaster on the 
Monday. On 17th October, the king wrote to Shrewsbury “‘ to send 
to him in safety Lord Hussey, Hudswell and Cutler, servant to the said 
Lord Hussey, with such conductors that none of them might speak to 
another till they came to our presence.” 


(x) PROCLAMATION BY LANCASTER HERALD AT LINCOLN CASTLE. 


On 13th October® the three Earls sent Lancaster herald with a pro- 
clamation, which he read to the rebel forces assembled in the castlegarth 
at Lincoln:— 


“ George earl of Shrewsbury, Thomas earl of Rutland, George earl of Huntingdon 
to the commons of Lincolnshire, now rebelliously assembled, send special command-

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ment that upon this proclamation you depart to your houses without delay. ‘‘ God 
save the king.” 


This proclamation was effective and the majority of the rebels went 
home. On 12th October, Shrewsbury, Rutland and Huntingdon wrote 
to the king that there were many of the king’s true subjects among 
the rebels against their wills, and asked what to do with any of them who 
came into them. Shrewsbury wrote the same day to Cromwell that his 
friend Lancaster Herald had made proclamations amongst the commons 
at Lincoln, and has used himself so manfully and wisely that he trusted 
they would submit. 


(xi) COLLAPSE OF THE REBELLION. 


On 14th October, William Dalyson,! one of the Lincolnshire 
commissioners, wrote to Lord Darcy, one of the leaders of the Pilgrimage 


of Grace :— 

“Robert Brokylsby,? ‘aman of wit and learning,’ a captain of the great assembly 
in Lincolnshire, shewed me that yesterday they received the king’s letters, promising 
them pardon if they returned home, and thereupon proclaimation was made for all 
to depart and to be ready within an hour’s warning. The best captains waited at 
Lincoln for the king’s pardon, the sheriff of Lincoln and his kinsman rode yesterday 
to Stamford to the duke of Suffolk.” 


The rising was at an end, and nothing remained but the punishment 
of the instigators of the revolt, who were not protected by the royal mercy. 
On the 15th October, the king* wrote to Shrewsbury that he had heard 
from his heutenant and others of the council at Stamford, that most of 
the rebels in Lincolnshire had dispersed and the rest had offered to submit. 
On the 17th October, Richard Cromwell wrote to his kinsman, the lord 
privy seal, that on the previous night the lord admiral (Fitzwilliam), 
Russell, and he, with their companies, had arrived at Lincoln, where 
they found as obstinate persons as ever he saw, who would scarce move 
their bonnets to the lord admiral, and probably would have withstood 
them, if they had not stolen upon them. 

The king wrote to the duke of Suffolk on the 19th October that he was 

to use all dexterity in getting the harness and weapons of the rebels 
brought in to Lincoln, or other sure place, and was to cause all the boats 
in the Humber, or means of passage into Yorkshire, tobetakenup. After 
this, if it appeared to him by due proof that the rebels, after they retired 
from Lincoln, attempted any new rebellion, he was to run upon them 
with all his force, and with all extremity destroy, burn and kill man, 
woman and child, to the terrible example of all others, and especially 
the town of Louth, because the rebellion had its beginning there. 
_ Three days later, Suffolk and Fitzwilliam reported to the king the 
surrender of the rebels. Sir Anthony Brown was remaining at Stamford 
at the king’s pleasure. It had been arranged to send Sir Anthony to 
Louth with his band, to send another captain with five hundred to 
Horncastle, and a third captain with five hundred to Market Rasen, to 
bring all the boats to one place, and to appoint a captain and men to 
go to Grimsby because the rebels, ordnance came from there. 

The king instructed Suffolk, on the 27th October, that if Norfolk and 
Shrewsbury sent for him, to go to Yorkshire, which they would only 
do in the greatest extremity, he was to commit the charge of Lincolnshire

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to Russell and Parr, appointing to them only fifteen hundred men. 
Suffolk, with his lieutenant Fitzwilliam, his admiral, Brian, Brown, with 
all the rest of their bands were to join Norfolk and Shrewsbury, in such a 
manner as might be beneficial to the king’s affairs. If, on the other 
hand, the king’s cousin only desired men, in that case the admiral and 
Brown were to be despatched with one thousand men. 


(xii) PARR SUPERINTENDS THE EXECUTION OF THE TRAITORS AND THE 
CONFISCATION OF THEIR ESTATES. 


There was little further trouble in Lincolnshire, and Parr remained 
to superintend the. trial of the traitors, and the confiscation of their 
estates, and more especially the suppression of the three great abbeys 
of Bardney, Barlings and Kirkstead, which had been attainted of treason, 
because of the complicity of their abbots and monks in the rebellion. 

On 7th March, 1537, Parr wrote! to the king from Lincoln :— 
Immediately upon receipt of the king’s commission for an oyer and 
terminer to be held at Lincoln he went thither, and soon after him there 
arrived Sir Walter Luke, Sergeant Hinde, William Horwood, the king’s 
solicitor, Lord Clynton, Lord Burgh, Sir John Vylliers, Sir John Markham, 
Sir William Newnham, John Harrington and Thomas Nevell, the king’s 
commissioners on the previous day. On 6th March, the abbot of 
Kirkstead, Thomas Moyne, Guy Keym and others to the number of 
thirty-four were condemned as traitors, and were ordered to execution 
in such places as the king appointed. . . . He had been present that 
day at the execution of the abbot, Moyne and Keym. On the following 
day, the others would be conveyed to other places for execution. He 
would himself be present at the executions at Louth and Horncastle 
on the morrow, and on Friday. The commissioners, the other gentlemen 
of the shire and the sheriff asked for pardon for the other prisoners, (7.e. 
those who had been granted bail). Parr made a similar report 
to Cromwell. On the 12th March, Parr wrote? to Cromwell that according 
to his last letters to the king and Cromwell, he had ridden to Horncastle 
on Friday, and to Louth on Saturday to see the executions done. At 
Louth he deferred the execution till the people were assembled, it being 
market day. 


(xiii) TRIAL AND EXECUTION OF LoRD HUSSEY AND OTHERS. 


On the 12th May‘ John Hussey? wrote to Lord Lisle, “‘ Lord D’Arcy, 
Lord Hussey and other Northern men, now in the Tower, shall be 
arraigned on Tuesday next. There is but one way with them. God 
have mercy on them and send them grace to repent’. He thought they 
would suffer before Whitsuntide. On 13th May, Parr sent Cromwell 
the indictment found upon Hussey by two inquests. * 

The names of the lords § chosen for the arraignment on the 14th May, in- 
cluded Hussey’s colleague, Rutland, the high steward of Peterborough, and 
Clynton, who succeeded him as high bailiff. The jury at the trial included 
Parr’. The special commission to take the indictments in Lincolnshire, 
included several commissioners who valued the possessions of the local 
monasteries, including Parr, Tresham, Harrington, Brudenell and Edward

THE LINCOLNSHIRE REBELLION Ixxvii 


Griffyn. The Lincolnshire grand jury contained the names of many 
men who appeared to have taken a far greater share in the rebellion than 
Hussey was proved to have done. These included Sir Robert Tyrwhitt, 
Sir John Thimbleby, Sir Thomas Missenden, Sir Edward Maddison, 
Thomas Portington, William Dalison, Thomas Dymoke, Sir Edward 
Skipwith, Edward Forsett and Richard Booth, whilst another juror 
Robert Brokylsby was the bailiff of the abbot of Peterborough in Scotter, 
who had been alleged to be one of the leaders of the rebellion. 

The indictment? stated that John, lord Hussey of Sleaford, on 1st 
October, 1536, and at other times before and after, as a false traitor at 
Sleaford and elsewhere with William Burreby [the monk] of Louth 
[Park], Thomas Moyne of North Willingham, George Huddeswell of 
Horstowe, Philip Trotter of Horncastle, Brian Stone of Minnyngsby, 
Guy Keyme of Tilney, Roger Folyatt of Ruskington and John Welshman 
of Sleaford and others traitorously assembled, did conspire to deprive 
the king of his title of Supreme Head of the English Church, and to 
subvert and annul divers salutary laws made in the time of the said king, 
and to depose the king by force, and the said Burreby and others on 
2nd October, 1536, at Louth, and other times and places, with the abetment 
and assistance of the said Lord Hussey, did levy war against the king, 
and that the said lord Hussey aided and abetted the said Burreby and 
others to levy the said war. A true Bill was returned on 13th May, and 
Hussey was tried, found guilty and sentenced to death as a traitor. 

On 20th May, Norfolk? wrote to Cromwell :— 

“I received last night your letters of the 17th shewing that all those indicted 
here are cast there; Lord Hussey likewise, of whose offences though he be sorry, 
all true men are rejoiced to see them punished.” 

On 16th May, 1537, Parr wrote to Cromwell hoping Hussey’s offices 
would be given to those who would take pain for the order of the country ; 
he wished for them himself. é 

Hussey was kept in the Tower for another month and a half. On 
24th June, the king wrote® to Parr to prepare to take the custody of 
Constable and Aske from the lieutenant of the Tower, Sir Thomas Went- 
worth, who would convey them down to Lincolnshire. He also wrote® to 
Suffolk :— 


“Furthermore, we send unto you by the same persons the late Lord Hussey, 
whom you shall cause to be beheaded at our city of Lincoln, at such time soon after 
his arrival as you shall appoint, taking order that you, with a suitable number of 
gentlemen, shall be at his execution, which we desire may be done notably, “ with 
a declaration that of our clemency we have pardoned all the rest of his judgment.” 

[s.e., to be hanged, drawn and quartered, the customary gruesome penalty reserved 
for traitors. ] 

On 29th June, John Hussey wrote? to Lord Lisle that Hussey was to 
suffer at Lincoln, and on 8th July, Cromwell wrote to Sir Thomas Wyatt 
that Hussey had been executed there. *

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He died! possessed of estates in Lincolnshire, in Woodhed, Brig- 
casterton, Pickworth, Corby, Gonerby, Blankney, Brianston in the wood, 
Barton Hussey, Knight’s Hall, Aunsby, Grantham, Old Sleaford, West- 
Willoughby, Sapperton, Boston and Whaplode Hall, worth £265 7s. 8d. 
a year, and other unvalued estates at Holywell, Bytham Park, Little 
Bytham and Stewton. He also held many valuable estates on lease 
from different monasteries. His property at Brampton in Huntingdon- 
shire, which was forfeited to the Crown, was granted to Cromwell’s 
kinsman, Richard?. 

On 6th September, 1537, Sir William Parr sought for his reward for his 
energy in suppressing the rebellion. He wrote to Wriothesley :—“ Of 
late I wrote to my lord Privy Seal for the stewardship and receivership 
of the late Lord Hussey’s lands, and also those of Barlings and Kirkstead.”’ 

Sir Richard Sapcote? wrote from Elton to Cromwell begging remem- 
brance at this time, “‘ for he trusted by the attainder of the Lord Hussey 
many things were in the King’s hands, whereof a small portion might 
do his ease.’”” The monastic commissioners were like a flock of vultures 
tearing to pieces the corpse of a fellow who had perished. We know from 
the second monastic valuation* that Clynton succeeded Hussey as high 
bailiff of Peterborough, and Thomas Horseman, the king’s servant, 
obtained some of Hussey’s former offices. In 1540, he also became bailiff 
of the city of Peterborough,® of Boroughbury and other manors. 
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CHAPTER [X. 


CROMWELL’S INSINUATING EMISSARIES IN THE 
GREATER MONASTERIES. 


(i) INTRODUCTORY. 


It has been suggested! that Cromwell sent to the monasteries 
spies, and afterwards commissioners. Their power was partly in- 
quisitive, to search into the former lives of religious persons; partly 
impositive, to enjoin them stricter rules for their future observation. 


These visitors? were followed by a second sort of public agents, who 
visited those monasteries, which had not been affected by the first act 
of suppression, and ‘“‘ working in a more private way, encouraged the 
members of monasteries to impeach one another, for seeing there was 
seldom such general agreement in any great convent, but that factions 
were found, and parties did appear therein, these emissaries made [good] 
use thereof. No abbey could have been so soon destroyed, but by 
cunning setting it against itself, and secret fomenting of their own 
divisions. Whereupon many, being accused, did recriminate their own 
accusers ; and, hopeless to recover their own innocency, pleased them- 
selves by plunging others into like guiltiness, others being conscious to 
themselves, prevented accusing, by confessing their faults, and those very 
foul ones.”’ 


For these purposes the first undervisitors were assisted by other men? 
appointed by the king and Cromwell, including royal officers, clergymen, 
fellows of colleges at the universities, and officers of the ecclesiastical 
courts. Some were probably sent by Cromwell on his own authority, * 
these including two of his own kinsmen, referred to above. 


(ii) THE SUPPRESSION OF THE ATTAINTED MONASTERIES IN LINCOLNSHIRE 


On 12th March, 1537, Parr wrote, from Lincoln that letters had come 
from Cromwell and others :—for taking inventories of the goods and 
setting in order the lands of the monasteries of Kirkstead and Barlings. ® 
Parr had committed the oversight of Kirkstead to Edward, son and heir 
of Sir Robert Dymoke and to John Heneage, and Barlings to Thomas 
Dymoke and Robert Dighton. Cromwell’s letter did not say whether 
the moats were to remain or not. He would, therefore, stay at Kirkstead 
till Saturday, and make the inventory with Harrington’s help. The 
sheriff, (Sir William Tyrwhitt), asked what he was to do with the goods 
of the persons attainted, and Parr asked whether the goods at Kirkstead 
and Barlings were to be kept or sold. If he had a farm of either of the 
monastertes, he could do the king good service in those parts.

# It was one of the articles in the impeachment of Cromwell “ that he had exceeded 
his Commissions, in acting of many things of high consequence, without acquainting 
the king therewith, dealing therein, though perchance wisely for the state, not warily 
for himself, . . . for granting licenses and commissions destructive to the king’s 
authority.” 

5L. and P., XII (i), p. 286, the former abbey was spelt ‘‘ Christede.”’ 
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On 18th March, 1537, Richard Pollard! wrote to Hall, the receiver of 
monastic goods in Lincolnshire, who himself lived at Huntingdon, that 
the king ordered that the leads of the late attainted monasteries of 
Kirkstead and Barlings should be plucked down and melted, and therefore 
the lord Privy Seal commanded him . . . to repair thither, and to melt 
and cast the lead in fodders. He was to deface nothing else. 


On the same date, Parr? wrote to Cromwell that all the plate and 
money he could find at Kirkstead was scarcely worth 20s., in consequence 
of the late abbot’s unthriftiness, for which he would have deserved 
punishment, if he had not also transgressed the laws. At his coming to 
Barlings all the plate he could find was worth under 20 nobles, but he had 
since “‘ bulted forth’’ more, which the abbot had bestowed in five or 
six simple men’s hands. The prior of Barlings said that Burton, a 
canon, who was then in the Tower, had a sealed box of the abbot’s, which 
he believed contained writings showing where his money was. Today 
some copes and vestments, that he had privily conveyed and embezzled 
forth out of the monastery, had been brought in by a poorman. It was 
thought that the abbot had taken much money with him to 
London. . . . A month or three weeks before the insurrection, he had 
conveyed plate and other ornaments out of the monastery, so that he 
probably expected the outbreak. The king’s chief profit would be the 
lead :—Kirkstead £1,000; Barlings £400. . . . He would have a book 
of the lands of the monasteries engrossed and would bring it up himself. 
.. . He would stay at Brigstock (N orthamptonshire) till he knew 
Cromwell’s pleasure. He sent two convent seals of Kirkstead and one of 
Barlings. 


On 22nd March, 1537, Parr wrote to Cromwell? from Brigstock that on 
his setting forth into Lincolnshire he had sent by Thomas Brokes, the 
bearer, money, plate and ornaments, according to the enclosed schedule. 
Before coming thence, he had warned those who had anything belonging 
to the houses or abbots of Barlings and Kirkstead, to bring it, for he 
would hang any who concealed anything. He took £20 with him to pay 
the monks’, canons’ and servants’ wages, and liveries. On 22nd April, 
1537, Richard Pollard+ reminded Hall of Huntingdon, the receiver of the 
Lincolnshire estates, amongst all other things to remember the melting 
of the leads of Barlings and Kirkstead. On 1st June, Parr wrote> to 
Cromwell from Brigstock that he had brought from Barlings more than 
a horse load of the abbot’s books. He wished to know what to do with 
them, and with Hussey’s goods and chattels. And again on lith June, 
he wrote® from Horton, Northamptonshire that he had not got the 
muniments of Barlings, as Cromwell supposed, but he would get what he 
could. He had books of divinity, which were the abbot’s and the like, 
and asked what to do with them. Parr wrote? to Cromwell from Sleaford 
on 9th August that he had received the King’s letter commanding him 
to accompany Pollard in surveying the lands of Hussey, Barlings, and 
Kirkstead. As the King was coming to Grafton he would rather have 
gone there. On the previous Saturday at Northampton he had caused a 
person's ear to be nailed to the pillory for saying that he trusted before

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he died to see those hanged who were of counsel for plucking down 
abbeys. He should remain in prison until Cromwell’s pleasure were 
known. 

On 6th September,! Parr wrote from Horton to Wriothesley that of 
late he had written to the lord Privy Seal for the stewardship and 
receivership of the late Lord Hussey’s lands, and also those of Barlings 
and Kirkstead abbeys. He prayed that the Chancellor would inform 
him what Cromwell had decided. On 31st December, 1537, Parr wrote 
to Cromwell attempting to implicate Sir Robert Kirkham and others in a 
riot which had occured at Abthorpe. He was a most unpleasant tale- 
bearer. * 


(iii) VISITATION BY CROMWELL’S EMISSARIES IN THE EASTERN COUNTIES. 


On 15th October, 1538, Richard Pollard? with Richard Cromwell and 
John Williams, commenced their visitation of the monasteries in the 
eastern counties, but whether they destroyed any shrines, or confiscated 
any lead, or whether they merely undertook a series of preliminary 
surveys 1s not clear. 

Richard Cromwell’s letter* to his uncle gives information as to his 
journey. On 15th October, 1538, he wrote :—‘ I rode one Sonday to 
Cambrige to my bedd. Was upe betymes, supposying to have found at 
Elye Mr. Pollard and Mr. Williams, but they were departyd before my 
cummyng, and so being at dynner at Somersham with the busshop of 
Elye, I overtoke theym at which tyme I openyd your pleasure unto them 
in everythyng. Your lordship, I thynke, shall shortely apparseyve 
the pryour of Elye to be of a frowarde sorte, by evydent tokens, as to 
our commyng home shalbe at large relatyde unto youe, at the makyng 
herof we hadd done nothyng at Ramsey, saving that overnight I 
communyd with the abbot, whome I found conformable to every thyng as 
shalbe at this tyme put in ure, accordyng as your lordshipp’s will is. 
As sone as we have done at Ramsey, we go to Peterborough, and from 
thense to my house, and so home, the which I trust shalbe at the farthest 
one this daye come sevyn days.” 

In his letters Richard Cromwell styles himself the most bounden 
nephew of Thomas Cromwell. In the will of the latter he is described as 
his nephew, (which may be taken to define the exact degree of 
relationship), and cousin which was probably used to express kinship by 
blood in general. Asa reward for his services Richard Cromwell obtained 
a considerable share of the estates of Ramsey abbey. 

John Williams the third visitor was also a member of the family. He 
was appointed master of the king’s jewels after Thomas Cromwell’s

It is interesting to recollect that Richard Cromwell or Williams was the great 
grandfather of Oliver Cromwell, who was responsible for further damage to Peter- 
borough. Oliver Cromwell’s father was second son of Sir Henry Cromwell, of 
Hinchinbrook, and grandson of this Richard Cromwell, who rose to fortune by the 
protection of Thomas Cromwell, and adopted the name of his patron.

He replied that unfortunately he could 
not do this, as he had promised a lease of this manor to a servant of Mr. 
Page three years ago, as he had begged Rudde to inform Cromwell. 
Rudde had caused the lord of Wiltshire [Thomas Boleyn, the queen’s 
father] to write to him for the same farm twelve month since. ‘‘ The 
promise of an honest man® ought to be as sure as his seal.”’ If Cromwell 
would move Mr. Page to stay his suit, the abbot would be discharged, and 
he could let Rudde have the farm. If Mr. Page would not release him 
of his promise, some other thing would have to be devised for Cromwell’s 
servant.

Meringe had commenced a suit against him in the Star Chamber, alleging 
that the abbot had made a lease of a farm to his father Thomas Meringe, 
and as a fine therefor he had taken a ring worth £8.

shillings. Thomas Meringe, finding before his death that his interest 
in the farm would cease, asked the abbot for a prolongation of the lease, 
which he had refused.

Kirton school had been 
turned into a chantry by the avarice and laziness of its master, a brother 
of the prior of Peterborough.? Ifa pension were granted to him for five 
years, he would devote himself to teaching there. 

On 10th June, 1538, Dan Ambrose Caster,’ one of the Peterborough 
monks, was accused by another monk before the prior for saying := 
“Domine salvam fac ecclesiam’’ instead of saying :—‘‘ Domine salvum 
fac regem’’, and for saying in the canon of high mass :—“‘ pro papa 
nostro ’’, although it had been rased out of the books. The parties were 
examined by the abbot, in the presence of Miles Forest and two other 
servants of the king, and also of the prior, sub prior, two cellarers, and 
two auditors of the monastery. The accused denied the charge, saying 
it was pure malice, but the abbot committed him to ward, until the king’s 
pleasure were known. 

Chambers’ friend, John Russell, * was interceding with Cromwell on his 
behalf. On 27th August, 1538, Russell wrote from Cheynies to Cromwell, 
apologising that he could not visit him, because of his debility. His 
ague had gone, and also the pain in his head. He felt no disease but 
weakness, and could not sleep at night. He begged Cromwell’s favour 
for his friend the abbot of Peterborough. There was a report by Dr. 
Legh and his men that Chambers’ monastery was to go down before 
Michaelmas. Such rumours were wrong, for they would come to the

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king daily, without any such forcing. The abbot was as good a subject 
as any of his coat, and Russell warranted that he kept his goods without 
embezzling. } 

On 15th September, 1538, Sir Edward Montagu wrote to Cromwell? 
from Brigstock that a farmer, one Thomas Lambkin of Werrington, had 
caused a proclamation to be made in Peterborough Market :—if any 
man had lost a purse with money and writings, let them come to him, and 
they should have it again. After that Lambkin caused a priest, Sir 
Giles Tayler, to read a seditious bill, which, he alleged, was found in the 
purse. Then Lambkin went to the monastery, shewed the abbot that 
he had found a letter which spoke of him, and said that he would shew 
it him, if he kept it secret. The abbot called his servants, took the 
letter and purse by force, arrested Lambkin and the priest, and told 
Montagu that afternoon the whole matter. There was much ill contained 
in the letter. Two other persons were suspected to be privy to this 
matter. He would have them put in safe keeping. 

On 16th September, 1538, the abbot wrote to Cromwell that of late 
certain persons had conceived mischievous letters, which he sent, to 
slander the abbot and others. They were found with certain money 
in a purse by Thomas Lambkin of Werrington. He wished to deliver the 
letters secretly to the abbot, but the abbot called his servants, took the 
letters from Lambkin and read them openly, as well as could be with 
much guessing. Perceiving the malice to undo him, the abbot had 
reported the matter to Sergeant Montagu, who had advised him to 
report the proceedings to Cromwell, and to arrest Lambkin and other 
persons suspected. 

Alone amongst the commissioners for the valuation of the monastery 
Sir William Parr shewed hostility to the abbot. Probably he was looking 
for a rich reward, when the great Peterborough estates were distributed. 4 
On 18th October, 1538, Parr wrote to Cromwell® that he had lately been 
at Milton, when Parr’s niece, Lady Fitzwilliam, had told him that a 
little time before the commissioners visited Peterborough, the abbot had 
conveyed [sc] certain plate to his own use by night. He also alleged 
that on one occasion when the abbot’s servant, “ Villars *’ © said. he 
wished to enter Cromwell’s service, the abbot replied ‘‘ What will ye do 
with him?” [“ Will ye] be one of his spies? Shall we never be rid 
of these spies?’’ and other words to a similar effect. The Lady 
Fitzwilliam, who was said to have given Parr the information at Milton, 
was Anne, the wife of the second Sir William Fitzwilliam, and daughter 
of Sir Richard Sapcote of Elton, one of the commissioners for the second 
valuation of the monastery beforementioned. Parr, with his story about 
the stealing of the monastery plate, clearly intended to ruin Chambers 
by the ruse which had been employed to destroy the abbot of 
Glastonbury.

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CHAPTER X. 


THE SURRENDER OF THE GREATER MONASTERIES. 


(i) THE DECEPTION OF THE ABBOTS. 


Edward Lord Herbert of Cherbury in The Life and Times of King Henry 
the E1ghth says :— 

‘“‘ Having formerly gotten the consent of his Parliament, for’dissolving all religious 
houses under £200 yearly, he did now attempt the rest ; so that, though divers of the 
visitors had heretofore petitioned that some might be spared, both for the vertue 
of the persons in them, and the benefit of the country (the poor receiving thence 
relief), the oath of supremacy and some other statutes and injunctions brought them 
in danger, or their crimes at least made them guilty of the law, which also was quickly 
executed ; and particularly on the abbots of Glastonbury, Colchester, and Reading, 
who more then any else resisted. . . . And though Latimer mentioned, that some 
two or three might be left in every shire for pious uses, Cromwell yet (by the King’s 
permission) invaded all; while betwixt threats, gifts, persuasions, promises, and 
whatsoever might make man obnoxious, he obtained of the abbots, priors, abbesses, 
etc., that their houses might be given up. Among which, those that offered their 
monasteries freely, got best conditions of the king. . . . In conclusion, the title 
made to these seems not to be grounded upon a grant by statute or claim of right, 
but was either some voluntary surrender, purchase or forfeiture. Howbeit, the 
king thought fit to have this proceeding presently confirmed by Act of Parliament.” 

In order to prevent the heads of the monastic houses in the eastern 
counties from disposing of their valuable moveables before the visitors 
were ready to seize them, a circular letter was addressed to these heads 
to lull them into a false sense of security. In this letter they 
were informed :— 

‘though ? not long since you received the king’s letters signifying to you that, 
if you used yourselves as faithful subjects, he would not in any wise interrupt your 
mode of living, and that, if any man declared anything to the contrary, you should 
cause him to be apprehended ; on which I doubt not that you repose so firmly that 
no man’s words nor any voluntary surrender by religious companies can put you in 
fear of suppression or change of life, yet the king, knowing that fear may enter upon 
a contrary appearance, where the ground is not known, and that there are malicious 
and cankered hearts, who, upon a voluntary and free surrender, would persuade 
and blow abroad a general and violent suppression, has directed me to write that 
unless overtures had been made by the houses that have resigned, he would never 
have received them. He does not intend in any way to trouble you, or devise for 
the suppression of any religious house that standeth, unless they shall desire it 
themselves with one consent, or else misuse themselves contrary to their allegiance, 
in which case they will deserve the loss of their lives as well as of their possessions. 

“You may therefore repose yourself, giving yourself to serve God devoutly, to 
live like true subjects to his Majesty, and provide for the sustentation of your houses 
and the relief of the poor, with hospitality, without the wilful waste and spoil that 
has lately been made in many abbeys, as though the governors of them minded only 
their own dissolution. You may be sure you shall not be impeached by his Majesty, 
but his Grace will be your shield and defence against all others. If any man says 
anything to the contrary, apprehend him, or if that cannot be done, send his name 
to the king.” 

However, their fate had been determined. On 14th December, 1537, 
John Hussey? wrote to Lord Lisle. “ The abbey of Warden is suppressed 
and others are named to go down, as Peterborough, Ramsey, Sawtry and 
St, Albans. It is thought that most will go down by consent of their 


abbots and priors, so I trust something will fall to your lordship.”’

The abbot was as good a subject 
as any of his coat, and Russell warranted that he kept his goods without 
embezzling. 1! 

On 15th September, 1538, Sir Edward Montagu wrote to Cromwell? 
from Brigstock that a farmer, one Thomas Lambkin of Werrington, had 
caused a proclamation to be made in Peterborough Market :—if any 
man had lost a purse with money and writings, let them come to him, and 
they should have it again. After that Lambkin caused a priest, Sir 
Giles Tayler, to read a seditious bill, which, he alleged, was found in the 
purse. Then Lambkin went to the monastery, shewed the abbot that 
he had found a letter which spoke of him, and said that he would shew 
it him, if he kept it secret. The abbot called his servants, took the 
letter and purse by force, arrested Lambkin and the priest, and told 
Montagu that afternoon the whole matter. There was much ill contained 
in the letter. Two other persons were suspected to be privy to this 
matter. He would have them put in safe keeping. 

On 16th September, 1538, the abbot® wrote to Cromwell that of late — 
certain persons had conceived mischievous letters, which he sent, to 
slander the abbot and others. They were found with certain money 
in a purse by Thomas Lambkin of Werrington. He wished to deliver the 
letters secretly to the abbot, but the abbot called his servants, took the 
letters from Lambkin and read them openly, as well as could be with 
much guessing. Perceiving the malice to undo him, the abbot had 
reported the matter to Sergeant Montagu, who had advised him to 
report the proceedings to Cromwell, and to arrest Lambkin and other 
persons suspected. 

Alone amongst the commissioners for the valuation of the monastery 
Sir William Parr shewed hostility to the abbot. Probably he was looking 
for a rich reward, when the great Peterborough estates were distributed. 4 
On 18th October, 1538, Parr wrote to Cromwell® that he had lately been 
at Milton, when Parr’s niece, Lady Fitzwilliam, had told him that a 
little time before the commissioners visited Peterborough, the abbot had 
conveyed [sic] certain plate to his own use by night. He also alleged 
that on one occasion when the abbot’s servant, “ Villars’’,6 said he 
wished to enter Cromwell’s service, the abbot replied ‘‘ What will ye do 
with him?’ [‘‘ Will ye] be one of his spies? Shall we never be rid 
of these spies?’’ and other words to a similar effect. The Lady 
Fitzwilliam, who was said to have given Parr the information at Milton, 
was Anne, the wife of the second Sir William Fitzwilliam, and daughter 
of Sir Richard Sapcote of Elton, one of the commissioners for the second 
valuation of the monastery beforementioned. Parr, with his story about 
the stealing of the monastery plate, clearly intended to ruin Chambers 
by the ruse which had been employed to destroy the abbot of 
Glastonbury.

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CHAPTER X. 


THE SURRENDER OF THE GREATER MONASTERIES. 


(i) THE DECEPTION OF THE ABBOTS. 


Edward Lord Herbert of Cherbury in The Life and Times of King Henry 
the Eighth: says :— 

“ Having formerly gotten the consent of his Parliament, for'dissolving all religious 
houses under £200 yearly, he did now attempt the rest ; so that, though divers of the 
visitors had heretofore petitioned that some might be spared, both for the vertue 
of the persons in them, and the benefit of the country (the poor receiving thence 
relief), the oath of supremacy and some other statutes and injunctions brought them 
in danger, or their crimes at least made them guilty of the law, which also was quickly 
executed ; and particularly on the abbots of Glastonbury, Colchester, and Reading, 
who more then any else resisted. . . . And though Latimer mentioned, that some 
two or three might be left in every shire for pious uses, Cromwell yet (by the King’s 
permission) invaded all; while betwixt threats, gifts, persuasions, promises, and 
whatsoever might make man obnoxious, he obtained of the abbots, priors, abbesses, 
etc., that their houses might be given up. Among which, those that offered their 
monasteries freely, got best conditions of the king. . . . In conclusion, the title 
made to these seems not to be grounded upon a grant by statute or claim of right, 
but was either some voluntary surrender, purchase or forfeiture. Howbeit, the 
king thought fit to have this proceeding presently confirmed by Act of Parliament.’’ 

In order to prevent the heads of the monastic houses in the eastern 
counties from disposing of their valuable moveables before the visitors 
were ready to seize them, a circular letter was addressed to these heads 
to lull them into a false sense of security. In this letter they 
were informed :— 

‘ though ? not long since you received the king’s letters signifying to you that, 
if you used yourselves as faithful subjects, he would not in any wise interrupt your 
mode of living, and that, if any man declared anything to the contrary, you should 
cause him to be apprehended ; on which I doubt not that you repose so firmly that 
no man’s words nor any voluntary surrender by religious companies can put you in 
fear of suppression or change of life, yet the king, knowing that fear may enter upon 
a contrary appearance, where the ground is not known, and that there are malicious 
and cankered hearts, who, upon a voluntary and free surrender, would persuade 
and blow abroad a general and violent suppression, has directed me to write that 
unless overtures had been made by the houses that have resigned, he would never 
have received them. He does not intend in any way to trouble you, or devise for 
the suppression of any religious house that standeth, unless they shall desire it 
themselves with one consent, or else misuse themselves contrary to their allegiance, 
in which case they will deserve the loss of their lives as well as of their possessions. 

“You may therefore repose yourself, giving yourself to serve God devoutly, to 
live like true subjects to his Majesty, and provide for the sustentation of your houses 
and the relief of the poor, with hospitality, without the wilful waste and spoil that 
has lately been made in many abbeys, as though the governors of them minded only 
their own dissolution. You may be sure you shall not be impeached by his Majesty, 
but his Grace will be your shield and defence against all others. If any man says 
anything to the contrary, apprehend him, or if that cannot be done, send his name 
to the king.” 

However, their fate had been determined. On 14th December, 1537, 
John Hussey’ wrote to Lord Lisle. ‘‘ The abbey of Warden is suppressed 
and others are named to go down, as Peterborough, Ramsey, Sawtry and 
St. Albans. It is thought that most will go down by consent of their 


abbots and priors, so I trust something will fall to your lordship.”’

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(ii) THE SURRENDER OF PETERBOROUGH AND OTHER’ GREAT 
MONASTERIES IN THE EASTERN COUNTIES. 


On 21st February, 1539,1 a warrant was issued under the privy seal to 
three of Cromwell’s visitors, Dr. Richard Layton, Dr. John London and 
Robert Cotton, a gentleman of the lord privy seal, together with John 
Freeman, particular receiver of the court of augmentations? in Lincoln- 
shire, and John Wiseman, an auditor of the court, to take the surrenders 
of ten remaining monasteries including Croyland, Spalding and Thornton. 

The surrender of these houses was completed by 27th July, 1539, when 
Freeman brought London a new commission® to take the surrender of 
Newstead Priory and another house in Nottinghamshire. In September, 
Dr. London proceeded westward and supervised the suppression of 
Nuneaton priory with the aid of George Gifford and Robert Burgoyn, 
and ultimately‘ took the surrender of St. Peter’s, Gloucester, Tewkesbury, 
Malvern, Worcester and Evesham. 

In the meantime a new group of men had been commissioned to accept 
the surrenders of Peterborough and the remaining monasteries in the 
eastern counties. They included :—(a) Philip Paris® of Linton, 
Cambridgeshire, * who, in 1540, was the general receiver of the possessions 
of heirs under age and idiots, who were the king’s wards, and of fines 
from widows for license to remarry,’ (b) Dr. John Tregonwell, afterwards 
commissary general of the Admiralty,* (c) John Hughes, and (d) Dr. 
Thomas Legh, the notorious original visitor of the monasteries, and (e) 
Robert Burgon, the auditor. 


On 16th November, 1539, three days after he had supervised the 
execution of the abbot of Glastonbury! John Russell wrote to Cromwell as 


follows : 

‘‘IT have receyved youre lettres dated the xijth daye of this preasent, and 
understond by the same youre lordshippe’s greate goodness towardes my friende 
the abbott off Peterborough, for whome I have ben ofte bolde to wryte unto your 
good lordeshipp, most hartely thankynge your lordshipp for that, and all other 
youre goodnes, that I have founde at your good lordeshipps handes.”’!1 


Sixteen days after the execution of the abbots of Glastonbury and 
Reading and two days before the abbot of Colchester suffered the same 
fate, John Chambers” and his monks surrendered the monastery and all 
its estates to the king. On the 3rd December, 1539, the commissioners

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for the surrender of the greater monasteries wrote! to Cromwell from 
Thorney Abbey that they had accomplished the king’s pleasure at Ely 
Ramsey, Peterborough and Thorney, and were then going on towards 
Croyland and the rest of their circuit. They would use haste and 
dexterity as admonished in his late letters. 


That they did not waste their time during the latter part of their 
circuit is shewn by the itinerary. They were at Ely Priory? on 18th 
November, and at Ramsey? on 22nd November. From Ramsey abbey 
on 25th November, Philip Paris wrote to Wriothesley* that, when they 
were at Ely, they had assigned the pensions to the worst monks, whom 
they thought, either for want of learning, or for some other good reason, 
not fit to be allowed to remain in the priory, which the king had decided 
to reconstitute as a dean and chapter. They had also assigned pensions 
to those who were retained “to take pains in the choir of the 
new cathedral.” They thought it right to assign them pensions, as 
they did to the others departed. If there were any fault in this procedure, 
they asked him to send them word to Peterborough, lest they incurred 
that fault again. They were all taking as much pain as they could in 
the king’s service, but their time was too short. They were fain to be 
occupied till ten at night, and every day at it again betimes. 
Peterborough was surrendered on 29th November, Thorney on 1st 
December*, Croyland® on 4th December, and Spalding’? on 8th 
December, 1539. 


(ili) SUGGESTED PROCEEDINGS DURING THE SURRENDER. 


Unfortunately the actual deed of surrender by the abbot and monks of 
Peterborough has not been discovered, although it is recited in other 
documents that this took place, as stated above, on 29th November, 1539. 
A precedent for the surrender of one of the greater monasteries is printed 
in Rymer’s Foedeva*. Browne Willis in his History of the mitred 
Parliament, abbies and conventual cathedral churches, gave an example 
of the letters patent granting to the abbot of Abingdon a pension, and a 
house in which to reside. 


The following? were the instructions to be executed by the king’s 
commissioners in all such houses as should be translated into 
bishoprics or colleges, the names of which were not given in the document. 


First the Commissioners were to repair to the places named in their commissions, 
and, in the presence of the most honest men and officers of the town or parish, 
publish the king’s godly intent and purpose of the alteration of the same house. 

They should take inventories!° of plate, jewels and goods, and leave the same in 
custody of the governors, “‘ except such principal jewels, plate, ornaments or other 
things as shall be thought mete for the king’s majesty. 

They shall with all speed survey?! all possessions. [dThey shall cause the governors 
and religious to change their habits immediately. 

They shall certify, (if the revenues of the house exceed the proportions appointed 
for the erection thereof), what lands be most convenient for the king, and even if

They shall appoint pensions? to those who remain, in case the king’s further 


pleasure shall be to have them depart, the pensions to be void if they receive the 
stipends appointed upon the foundation. 

They shall dismiss unnecessary servants with wages and reasonable rewards]. 

They shall sell as much of the moveables, not being plate or jewels, as shall serve 
to dismiss such religious and servants as shall be dismissed, and provide change of 
apparel and sustentation for those that remain. 

They shall certify what debts each house owes. [They shall appoint a governor 
of each house? warden for the time being, with orders to provide books after the 
use of Sarum, provide surplices, see daily service sung after the rate of the college of 


Windsor. 
They shall retain such reasonable number of singing men conductors and children 


as now]”’ 

Presumably these instructions were carried out by the Peterborough 
Commissioners. First a deed of surrender would be drawn up, sealed 
by the abbot and convent, and accepted by a chancery clerk,‘ on behalf 
of the king. This deed would be acknowledged before another of the 
visitors. The seal of the convent would then be handed over to 
the visitors to be broken up. The visitors would then decide who of the 
monks were to be allowed to remain in the house until the king had 
decided on its disposal, and who were to be dismissed. 


(iv) AWARD OF PENSIONS TO THE ABBOT AND MONKS. 


In each case a pensions was assigned, until a new benefice was found 
for each ex-monk. The actual list of the pensions assigned to both 
classes of Peterborough monks has been preserved.§ The abbot himself 
received the handsome pension of £266 13s. 4d., and he was retained 
as warden of the monastic buildings® until the new cathedral was 
established. His office during the interregnum was described as that of 
““ Warden of the College of Peterborough.’’7 John Walpole or Cheyney, 
the prior, had a pension of £14. Some of the more highly qualified 
monks, who were bachelors of divinity, received £12, and the majority £6. 


(v) THE VALUATION OF THE GOODS OF THE MONASTERY. 


An inventory’ of the ‘“ church utensils, and of the abbot’s domestic 
goods ”’ was taken on 30th November, 1539, by the commissioners Philip

Dr. John Tregonwell and others.2- What became of these 
goods is not known. There is no record to shew that John Chambers, 
the warden of the dissolved abbey, disposed of them. The plate and 
jewels were probably forwarded to Cromwell, as keeper of the king’s 
jewel house, the gold and silver to be melted down and minted into coin 
of the realm. Most of the abbey plate was lost during the next hundred 
years. There remains in the cathedral library an imperfect inventory 
drawn up at the time of the visitation of the Cathedral in 1634 by 
Archbishop Laud. This has been printed as a footnote? to enable a 
comparison of the two inventories to be made. The silver and gilt 
chalice with a cover, mentioned in the third paragraph of this inventory, 
is still in the possession of the Dean and Chapter, but of the surviving 
plate no other article is mentioned in the second inventory. There are 
now in the Cathedral two large silver gilt flagons, acquired apparently by 
Dean John Cosin. 


(vi) STATEMENT ABOUT THE LEASES OF Monastic LANDS AND 
PRESENTATIONS TO LIVINGs. 


A list was prepared by the Commissioners of ail the lands of the 
monastery which had been leased, and of all advowsons of church livings 
in the gift of the monastery, to ascertain whether any of these had been 
fraudently leased at too low a rent, or parted with for an inadequate 
consideration. This list is also in existence. ‘ 


(vil) A NEw VALUATION OF THE Monastic EsTATEs.°® 


Finally the commissioners prepared a new valuation of the estates of 
the monastery, shewing the names of the tenants of the abbot and of the 
obedientiaries, the rents receivable, the fees of the officers in charge of 
the manors, and a statement of all outgoings. A book or certificate was 
then prepared giving all these particulars for the information of Cromwell. 
This book can be reconstructed from the particulars® in The King’s book.

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CHAPTER XI. 


JOHN CHAMBERS AS WARDEN OF THE DISSOLVED 
MONASTERY. 


(i) INTRODUCTORY. 


During the interval between the date of the surrender, on 29th 
November, 1539, until the establishment of the cathedral, on 4th 
September 1541, John Chambers, the bishop-elect, acted as warden of 
the temporalities of the monastery. Fortunately two of Chambers’ 
accounts as “‘ warden of the college of Peterborough ’’ have survived. 
The first,! which is preserved amongst the bishop’s records, and is printed 
in the appendix, records his receipts not only of the income from the 
endowments of his former abbacy, but also of all the other departments 
of the monastery, which had passed into his keeping as warden. In this 
account, which covers the first year of Chambers’ wardenship, he records 
in the first section thereof, his actual receipts from each of the manors 
and estates of the former abbot and obedientiaries, he compares the 
receipts from each manor with the income thereof shewn in the final 
valuation of the monastery that had been made by the commissioners, 
and explains why his own receipts as warden had fallen short of the 
valuation income. 

His account shews that the king had begun the distribution of some of 
the monastic estates which were not to be transferred as part of the 
endowments of the bishopric or of the Dean and Chapter. Pilsgate, for 
example, had already been transferred by royal letters patent to David 
Vincent, the king’s servant, who had collected the income therefrom. 
The warden did not account for the fines and amercements before the 
king’s justices of the peace in the hundred of Nassaburgh, nor for the 
perquisites from the Langdike court, although he noted amongst his 
payments “ pence paid by the accountant for the costs and expenses of 
John Rawlyns and John Nanseglos, riding on horseback from 
Peterborough to London on two occasions during the term of the account, 
concerning the acquisition of a commission for the delivery of the king’s 
gaol at Peterborough.’ He stated that he could not account for the 
income of £149 12s. 3d. from Oundle, because this lordship had been 
granted by the king to the lady Katherine [Howard], queen of England. 


The warden’s second account, relating to the monastic estates 
eventually assigned to the Dean and Chapter, for the year which ended 
at Michaelmas 1541, discovered amongst the Dean and Chapter’s records, 
is printed also in this collection.* The warden’s account relating to the 
estates assigned to the bishopric is missing. 

It will be noticed that in his second account the warden accounted 
for his receipts and payments from 29th September, 1540, during the 
first three quarters of this year of account as warden to 24th June, and 
that the new Dean accounted for the final quarter of the year to 29th 
September, as the cathedral had been founded on 4th September, 1541,

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and most of the receipts came in at the end of the quarter, after Chambers 
had given up his wardenship, and had been enthroned as the first bishop 
of Peterborough. 


(ii) NEw LEssEES OF MANORS AND INCUMBENTS OF RECTORIES AND 
VICARAGES. 


The warden’s second account should be compared with the statement 
of the annual value of the estates assigned to the Dean and Chapter, which 
is published in the second volume of this series, and also with the 
complete account of Chambers’ receipts and payments during the first 
year of his wardenship.? 


The statement of the value of the estates assigned to the Dean and 
Chapter in The King’s book omits the names of the farmers of the different 
estates, but these are recorded in the warden’s account, as far as the 
estates allotted to the Dean and Chapter are concerned, and also in 
“The Declaration ’’ of all the farms of manors and rectories of the 
monastery which is also printed below.* “‘ The declaration” gives 
particulars of the letting of all estates before the monastery was 
surrendered. 


It will be noted that ‘‘ The declaration ’’ often states that a manor 
had been let on lease, but the warden’s two accounts shew that the 
accountant in each estate was actually the bailiff of the manor‘ or lands 
mentioned. 


There had been a few alterations both of lessees of manors and bailiffs 
appointed in certain manors between the times of “‘ The declaration,” 
and of the warden’s accounts. For example, in the vill of Peterborough 
the names of the farmers of Sexton Barns and The Low were not stated 
in “‘ The declaration.’’ In Castor and Sutton, Robert Wingfield had 
followed Henry Cookson as bailiff. In Glinton Thomas Horseman and 
his wife had replaced John Wyldbore, the farmer of the manor. At 
Easton near Rockingham, Thomas Waldram, farmer of the rectory, had 
been superseded by Robert Price. At Fiskerton, Lincolnshire, Laurence 
Sturdyaunte had replaced Sir Robert Tirwhitt as bailiff. At Scotter 
Robert Brocklesby* had followed Robert Sheffield as bailiff. In 
Collingham, Nottinghamshire, William Kirkby, Hugh Halvester and 
Francis Meryng appeared in place of Robert Markham and Thomas 
Kirkby. In Polebrooke Robert Ball had replaced Richard Henson, and 
in the farm of the rectory of Maxey John Turner, the auditor,® had taken 
the place of Robert Brown. 


(iii) THE NAMES OF THE BAILIFFS OF MANoRS DURING CHAMBERS’ 
WARDENSHIP. 


The names of the bailiffs of the different manors recorded in Chambers’ 
first annual account as warden of the whole monastery were as follows :—

(iv) RECTORIES LET TO FARM AND THE GRANT OF ADVOWSONS OF 
RECTORIES AND VICARAGES. 


Reference should be made to the list of impropriated rectories® let to 
farm, and the advowsons of rectories and vicarages granted at the time 
of the dissolution to various persons for that time only. These lists 
explain some of the entries concerning presentments to livings in the 
first book of Institution by John Chambers as bishop, to which reference 
will be made in the volume ‘“‘ Tudor Bishops of Peterborough.’ 


(v) CHAMBERS’ PAYMENTS AS WARDEN OF THE MONASTERY. 


During the first year of his wardenship, Chambers sold the stock in the 
manors at the time of the surrender and paid to the Treasurer of 
the court of Augmentations the proceeds. Thus he accounted for the 
proceeds of the sale amongst other things of wool, sheepskins, hides of 
cattle, and tallow, including also salt from the Gosberton salt pans 

We find him paying the price of grain, meat, fish, fresh and salt, spices, 
wine and other provisions, acquired for the maintenance of the king’s 
commissioners, and of himself and those monks, who had been allowed 
to remain in the monastery, which was being administerd as a college. 
He paid for the felling and cutting up of timber from the abbey woods, 
as fuel for heating the monastic buildings ; he repaired buildings, fences 
and dikes ; maintained the services in the abbey church and in certain

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parish churches in the vill and in Nassaburgh; bought new books 
“according to the use of Sarum ’’! by the mandate of the king’s com- 
missioners ; paid certain rewards, corrodies, annuities and fees, referred 
to more particularly below, including his own salary as warden. Wages 
were paid by him during the first year to the following lay clerks,? namely 
to :—Richard Storey*, Nicholas Hervey, John Curzon, Maurice Gore, 
John Locksmyth, John More, Thomas Wallis, Robert Clerk, Thomas 
Talbot, Richard Coppyn and John Ager; and to the following 
“ choristers ’’,# viz :—Anthony Choyne, Robert Malory, Henry Aunger, 
Humphrey Turnour, William Tomson, Edmund Harden, John Mallory, 
and William Grene. The actual names of the servants and monks who 
received salaries and maintenance during the first year of his wardenship 
were not recorded by him. We read of payments :—of wages to gentle- 
men and grooms ; for the livery of servants; pensions to divers persons 
lately “religious of the late monastery ’’, dwelling in the monastery ; 
and pensions to others who had left the monastery. 


(vi) CHAMBERS’ ACCOUNT OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURE OF THE 
ENDOWMENT OF THE DEAN AND CHAPTER. 


Let us now refer particularly to the second account of the warden, 
relating to the possessions assigned to the dean and chapter. *® 

During the last year of his wardenship substantial expenditure was 
still being incurred upon the maintenance of the warden himself, the 
members of the retinue of the commissioners for the surrender, and 
the monks and servants who remained in the late monastery, until the 
erection of the episcopal see and cathedral. Other sums were paid for the 
instalments of pensions, which had been awarded by the commissioners 
to the monks, and also to corrodians and lay officers of the monastery, who 
were dispossessed. 

The warden accounted for the purchase of grain® of various kinds for 
the expenses “of the lodging which lately was the monastery ’’’. The 
grain had been bought and expended for the use of the bishopric and of 
the “‘ college of Peterborough, both for themselves’ as well as for other 
persons remaining in the said lodging by the assignation of the king’s 
commissioners at the time of taking the surrender’’. The cost of this 
grain, viz: {£137-13s. 1d. for one whole year to 29th September, 1541, 
after the erection of the cathedral, was apportioned, the total sum paid 
by Chambers for three quarters of the year, and by the Dean for the 
last quarter being shewn by the Warden, but the apportioned figures 
have been lost. Other payments also apportioned were made :—

It does not appear that the inmates lacked any of the necessities of life. 

The warden also spent certain sums on the repair of tenements in the 
vill, on locks, keys, nails and other necessaries. Amongst the repaired 
buildings, which were mentioned specially in the account, were the moot 
hall, in which the court leet of the vill of Burgh was held, and the grammar 
school founded by the king, which was established on the site of the 
hospital of St. Thomas the Martyr, (or the sisters’ house) in the monastery. 
It is interesting to note that steps were being taken to conduct the king’s 
grammar school soon after the surrender, and before the cathedral had 
been erected, or the Dean and Chapter had been endowed with their 
estates. Necessaries for the stables with the mending of reins, bridles 
and other things cost 33s. 6d. The purchase and keep of the horses were 
evidently not included in this figure. 


(vii) MAINTENANCE OF SERVICES. 


The next paragraphs recorded expenditure upon the maintenance of 
services in the church of the late monastery, and in the parish, 
churches in the vill and Nassaburgh :—

(viii) AtLMS MEN AND WoMEN. 


The warden continued to distribute the alms of the abbot and monks :— 

(1) to the eight bedesmen in St. Leonard’s hospital. 

(2) to the seven women in St. Thomas’s hospital, 
afterwards known as the sister house, all of whom prayed 
in the church of the late monastery for the souls of the founders, 
Kings Peada, Wulphere and Ethelred. 

(3) to the other almsmen and almswomen, who prayed in the church for 
the souls of the said founders, and especially :—

was responsible for the acquisition by the bursar!? of the knights’ 
fees at Southorpe. 

The actual names of the almspeople in the first three categories above- 

mentioned were given in the first valuation of the monastery for first 

fruits and tenths.? 


After the erection of the see and the cathedral the king made provision 
in the Statutes of the Cathedral for the maintenance of six bedesmen, 
old soldiers or royal servants nominated by him,? and he also directed 
that the dean and chapter should distribute in alms £20 a year and spend 
an equal sum on the maintenance of the king’s highways. 4 


(ix) THE MONKS WHO REMAINED, AND THOSE WHO WERE DISMISSED 
WITH PENSIONS. 


We are informed which of the monks joined the new cathedral body, 
and what were the pensions payable to the monks and to certain lay 
officers of the monastery, who were dispossessed by the surrender. 


First is the list § containing :—‘“* the names of the late abbot and monks 
there, wyth theyr pencions assigned by the kyng’s commissioners, to be 
payd unto theym yerly duryng theyr lyves, ... the fyrst payment 
thereof to begyn at the feast of th’annunciation of our lady next ensuying 
the date heroi.”” 


This list which was signed by Philip Paris, Dr. John Tregonwell and 
John Hughes® should be compared with the payments of pensions by the 
warden’ between the surrender and the erection. 


The payments were classified under different headings. (1) Pensions 
to divers persons, lately monks of the late monastery, promoted by the 
king within the college or cathedral church of Peterborough, due before 
the erection of the said church. 


The monks promoted to be four of the six prebendaries of the new 
foundation were John Cheyne, William Judd,* Robert Pierson,? and 
Richard Whyte ;!° Payments of pensions were made by the warden to 
eight other persons lately monks, who had been nominated as minor 
canons in the cathedral college, viz :—-Christopher Hargyll, John Browne, 
William Bulker, Henry Sutton, William Field, Griffin Jones, Thomas 
Skelton and John Sewell.

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(2) Pensions were paid to seven other persons, monks of the 
late monastery, who were serving there to the day of its erection as a 
cathedral, and were then discharged and placed outside the college, 
viz :—John [sic|Bretten, Robert Ryder, Robert Worley, Humphrey 
Natures, Thomas Howlet, William Smyth and John Colman and. 

(3) Pensions were also paid to those monks, not named by the warden, 
who were discharged from the monastery at the time of the surrender. The 
names of the latter can be ascertained from the list of pensioners already 
referred to. It is interesting to note in this list what were the alternative 
names? by which the monks were known in the monastery, 7.e., the towns 
or villages of their origin, and the surnames assumed by them after the 
suppression. We have marked on the printed list? the names of the 
persons mentioned in the warden’s account, the later prebendaries and 
petty canons in the cathedral and the pensionaries who remained in the 
monastery after the suppression until the date of the erection of the 
cathedral. 

Secondly we have reprinted the roll shewing what pensions were being 
paid in the reign of Philip and Mary® to nine of the monks, who had been 
discharged from the monastery. The spelling of their names varied in 
the two lists. For example :—John Morton alias Ubanke appeared as 
Dvanhoe and Robert London alias Westbroke, as Wellesbone. é 


(x) PETERBOROUGH MONKS AFTER THE DISSOLUTION. 


From the Books of Institutions of Bishop John Chambers and his 
successors in the diocese of Peterborough, we can obtain a little further 
information as to the subsequent careers of certain other Peterborough 
monks, whose names are mentioned in the book of pensions. ® 

John Browne monk, afterwards minor canon, appears to have been 
instituted rector of Paston after the resignation in 1553 of Humphrey 
Natures, who had been instituted rector of Paston on 26th October, 1548. 

Humphrey Natures had been appointed one of the private chaplains of 
bishop Chambers, and in that capacity he instituted at the bishop’s house 
at Eyebury, John RKedmayne as rector of Newton on 19th June, 1554, 
and also instituted in the bishop’s palace, William Parker to the rectory 
of North Luffenham on 13th April, 1555. 

Henry or Harry Chapman, another rector of Paston, who, apparently 
was also a monk was the minor canon who resigned the living about 
16 August, 1557. | 

John Overton or Orton was apparently the rector of King’s Cliffe, who 
died about 20th October, 1566. 

Geoffrey Parrys or Parishe was instituted vicar of Lilford on 21 March, 
1544 and rector of Wadenhoe on 6 August, 1559. 

Richard Ridge or Rich was instituted rector of Walgrave which 
he resigned on October, 1553.

(xi) CORRODIANS AND Lay OFFICERS RECEIVING SALARIES. 


Besides the pensions payable to the monks, the warden also paid 
certain corrodians,' the salaries of the vicar of Peterborough, John 
Boolam, of certain servants and officers of the late monastery, and of the 
new officers who had been appointed to serve the cathedral body. 
Amongst those in receipt of salaries may be noticed :—George Maxey,? 
the auditor of the new cathedral, who had been recommended to the 
dean and chapter for this appointment by Richard Rich the chancellor 
of the court of augmentations ; John Stodderd, the first steward of the 
manors of the Dean and Chapter; John Lane of Kettering, first clerk 
of the peace for the liberty of Peterborough ;* Richard Story, the new 
organist, the chanters, and the singingmen or lay clerks. Finally the 
warden paid the salaries of certain unnamed gentlemen and servants 
who had waited upon him during the accounting period. The livery of 
the servants employed by him cost £25 6s. 8d.4 


(xii) Lay OFFICERS RECEIVING PENSIONS OR ANNUITIES DURING 
THE REIGN OF PHILIP AND MARY. 


The names of the lay administrative and judicial officers of the 
-monastery, who were receiving annuities or stipends from the warden 
are not given in his account, but, if reference is made to the roll of 
pensions? payable in the reign of Philip and Mary, we note the payments, 
in addition to the pensions of the discharged monks, of annual fees :-— 
to Francis, E. of Bedford, for his counsel, £5; to William St. John, 
Marquis of Winchester, {3 ; Nicholas Clarke, £2 ; Thomas Brudenell, £4 ; 
John Wagstaff, {2 3s. 4d.; Thomas Clement, £5 6s. 8d.; Robert 
Tyrwhite, £2; John Aylesworthe, {2 6s. 8d.; Thomas Buttes, £5 ;§ 
and Edward Montagu, £4. 

To understand some of these payments it is necessary to re-examine 
the two valuations of the monastery. Francis, E. of Bedford, had ap- 
parently succeeded John Russell as high steward, and William St. John, 
Marquis of Winchester, had succeeded Edward Lord Clinton as high 
bailiff. 

The grants by the abbot of Peterborough to honorary officers or 
sinecurists, entitling them to annuities payable out of the abbey estates 
undoubtedly brought him a reward for his prudence, in the protection 
which John Russell his high steward was able to afford him at the time 
of the suppression. 


(xiii) LorD HERBERT’S SUMMARY OF THE EFFECTS OF THE SUPPRESSION 
OF THE MONASTERIES. 
Lord Herbert summarized the effects of the dissolution’? of the 
monasteries as follows :—

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CHAPTER XI. 


LISTS AND FUNCTIONS OF THE VISITORS OF THE 
MONASTERIES. 


(1) THE ORIGINAL VISITORS. 

The first visitors! or deputies appointed by Cromwell were Richard 
Layton, LL.D., a clerk of the council, prebendary of Catlyn’s Court,? 
afterwards rector of Stepney, archdeacon of Buckingham and dean of 
York ; Thomas Legh, D.C.L., clerk in the chancery ; Thomas Bedyll, 
clerk in chancery, archdeacon of Cornwail ; and John Tregonwell, LL.D., 
principal judge of the Admiralty. Some time later was added Dr. 
William Petre, Cromwell’s deputy in testamentary causes. Two 
registrars, and possible more, were also appointed to record the findings 
or comperts of the visitors, and to make fair copies of them for the use of 
Cromwell. The first registrar was John ap Rice, notary public and 
principal registrar in ecclesiastical causes, and the second was William 
Blytheman, Cromwell’s servant, comptroller of the customs at Newcastle. 


(ii) CROMWELL’S OFFICIAL AND PERSONAL SERVANTS. 

Personal or official servants of Cromwell,? who assisted the visitors 
to prepare inventories of the goods in the monasteries, to seize the jewels 
and plate on behalf of the king, and to demolish parts of the surrendered 
houses, included Henry Polstede,* (Cromwell’s surveyor and remem- 
brancer), John Anthony, Anthony Aucher,* Thomas Averey, Thomas 
Bartlett, George Carleton, William Cavendish,® Robert Chapman, 
John Croke, Thomas Edgar, Thomas Manby, John Milsent (Cromwell’s 
receiver), George Parker, William Popley (his confidential servant), 
Ralph Sadler, Leonard Smyth, Richard Tomehow, John Wellsborne? 
and John Whalley. §

(vi) THE RE-CONSTRUCTED COURT OF AUGMENTATIONS AND REVENUES 
OF THE KING’s CROWN. 


A new court to be called for ever by the name of The Court of Augmen- 
tations and Revenues of the King’s Crown was established to take over the 
administration of the two suppressed courts. The officers of the new 
court were to consist of a chancellor, two general surveyors, a treasurer, 
two masters of the woods, viz., on this side and beyond Trent, an attorney, 
a solicitor, two surveyors of woods beyond and on this side Trent, two 
auditors of the prests and foreign accounts, and eleven receivers. In 
every county there were to be stewards of the courts of all manors, 
lordships and liberties, a particular surveyor of lands, and a woodward. 
There were also to be a keeper of the records, an usher, and three 
messengers of the said court.

(vii) INSTRUCTIONS TO THE SECOND Bopy oF COMMISSIONERS! FOR 
THE SUPPRESSION OF THE SMALLER MONASTERIES. 


The following were the instructions? issued to the king’s commissioners 
for a new survey of the lands and goods belonging to the religious houses 
in their commission. 

One auditor,* one particular receiver,4 a clerk of the register of the 
last visitation, (and three other discreet persons to be named by the king 
in every county),—were to repair to the smaller religious houses, and 
declare to the governors the Statute of Dissolution, and show their 
commission.* Then they were to swear the governors and other officers 
of each house to make declaration of the articles undermentioned, viz :— 


(a) To what order the house belongs ; 


(b) Whether it be a cell, and if so, to deliver a privy seal to the governors 
to appear before the Chancellor and Council of the Court of 
Augmentations, and not to meddle with the cell till the king’s 
pleasure be known ; 


(c) What number of persons of religion are in the same house, and the 
conversation of their lives ; 


(d) How many are priests, and how many will go to other houses or take 
capacities ; and 


(e) How many servants, hinds or other dependents belong to the houses. 
Next they were :— 
(i) To value the lead and bells ; 
(ii) To call for the convent seal and muniments ; 


(iii) To make an inventory,® by indenture with the governor, 
of all ornaments, plate, jewels, household stuff, farm stock 
etc., which belonged to the same houses on Ist March then 
last, with a list of the debts owing to and by them, and to 
put the whole in sure keeping ;7 


(iv) To command the governor or receiver to receive no rents, 
except for necessary expenses, till he knows the king’s 
pleasure. 


(v) To survey® the demesnes of the house, and to certify the 
clear yearly value taking account of farms and leases etc.

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(vi) To inquire what woods, parks, forests and commons belong 
to the same. 
(vii) To certify? what bargains, sales and leases have been made ; 


(viii) To send those that would remain in religion to other houses, 
with letters to the governors, and to send those that wished 
to go to the world to the archbishop of Canterbury, and the 
Lord Chancellor for capacities ; 

(ix) To give the latter some reasonable reward, according to the 
distance of the place appointed, and 

(x) To command the governor to resort to the Chancellor of 
the Augmentations for his pension. 


The standard form .of commission addressed to the commissioners 
directed them to survey the sites of monasteries which did not exceed 
the yearly value of £200, which were to be suppressed by virtue of the 
act passed in Parliament, and all their lands, and to make inventories 
of their goods and chattels, appointing convenient salaries to the 
governors of the said houses, and assigning such religious as desired to 
remain in their habit to other monasteries, despatching the others who 
desire to have their habit with billets to the archbishop of Canterbury 
and Sir Thomas Audley, lord chancellor, for their capacities, and granting 
a reward for their conveyance to London, with due remembrance for the 
idle servants in every such monastery, according to instructions thereto 
annexed. 

The special instructions for the surrender of those large monasteries, 
which were to be re-erected as Cathedrals, are printed above.?

Whereas it is not only an obligation of the christian religion and duty, but 
also a rule of our obedience, that we should not only display to our lord King Henry, 
the eighth of that name, (to whom alone and only after Christ Jesus our Saviour 
we owe everything), devotion of mind, fidelity, regard, honour, worship, and rever- 
ence of every kind in Christ, and that too sincere, entire, and perpetual, but that 
we should also render an account of the same fidelity and regard of ours (whenever 
it shall be demanded) and most willingly testify to all (if circumstances demand it)

seal in our Chapter House, for us and our successors, all and singular, for ever pro- 
fess, testify, and faithfully promise and vow, that we the said Abbot and Convent 
and our successors all and singular, will always display entire, inviolate, sincere. 
and perpetual, fidelity, regard, and obedience towards our Lord King Henry the 
eighth, and towards Queen Anne his wife, and towards his offspring of the same 
Anne legitimately as well begotten as to be begotten. And that we will notify 
preach, and persuade these same things to the people wherever place and oppor- 
tunity shall be given. 

Also that we always hold it confirmed and established, and always will hold 
that the aforesaid Henry our King is the head of the church of England. : 

And also that the bishop of Rome, who in his bulls takes the name of 
Pope, and claims for himself the pre-eminence of chief pontiff, has no other greater 
jurisdiction assigned to him by God in this realm of England than any other foreign 
bishop: and also that no one of us in any sacred assembly to be held privately 
or publicly will call the same bishop of Rome by the name of pope, or chief pontiff, 
but by the name of bishop of Rome, or of the Church of Rome: and that no one 
of us will pray for him as pope, but as bishop of Rome. 

Also that we will adhere to the said Lord King only and his successors, and 
will maintain his laws and decrees, renouncing for ever the laws, decrees, and canons 
of the bishop of Rome which shall be found to be contrary to divine law and the 
Holy Scripture, or contrary to the laws of this realm. 

Also that no one of us in assembly either private or public will presume to 
twist anything taken from the Holy Scriptures into another sense, but each one 
will preach, in catholic and orthodox fashion, Christ, and His words and deeds, 
in simplicity, openness, and sincerity, and according to the practice and rule of the 
Holy Scriptures, and of the doctrine of the truly catholic and orthodox. 

Also that every one of us, in his prayers and supplications to be made accord- 
ing to custom, will commend to God, and to the people in their prayers, first of all 
the King as supreme head of the church of England, then Queen Anne and her 
offspring, and then lastly the Archbishops of Canterbury and York, with the other 
orders of the clergy as shall seem fit. 

Also that all and singular the aforesaid Abbot and Convent, and our successors, 
firmly bind ourselves with the solemn obligation of conscience and oath that we will 
faithfully observe for ever all and singular the aforesaid things. In testimony 
whereof we have caused to be put to this present writing our common seal.

This amended valuation, copied in a paper 
book of 13 leaves, was made during the year 31 Hen. VIII, 1539-40, apparently 
shortly after the surrender of the monastery. ' 

The editor of the abstract of the amended valuation mentions that the 
clear yearly value, after deducting the sum of £256 17s. 103d. for refusals 
was £1746 15s. 34d. or £67 less than that given in the Valor Ecclesiasticus 
of 1535. The principal amendments are set out by the editor and should 
be examined carefully. John lord Russell was capital seneschal in place of 
Thomas earl of Rutland, and Edward lord Clinton was high bailiff of the liberty 
in place of John Lord Hussey, who had been executed for his implication in 
the Lincolnshire Rebellion. 

The majority of the bailiffs were different men, and in the case of nearly 
all of them their salaries were reduced

Gunton apparently did not transcribe the names of all the visitors or officers 
who prepared this inventory. Their names should be compared with those 
at the foot of the lists of pensions payable to the monks. See below p. 50. 
Sir John Tregonwell (D.N.B., Vol. XIX, p. 1099), and Philip Paris were two 
of the visitors appointed by Cromwell and/or the Court of Augmentations 
to prepare inventories of and to take the surrenders of the great monasteries. 
The names of the different commissioners or officers for the valuation of the 
possessions of religious houses in the county of Northampton are mentioned 
in the introduction. 


2 Who bought or otherwise acquired from the King the vestments, ornaments, 
plate, stock and furniture included in this inventory, has not been discovered.

161]. The visitors were Philip Paris, Dr. Tregonwell, John Hughes and William 
Legh, with Robert Burgoyne, the auditor. On 3rd Dec. 1539 they wrote 
to Cromwell from Thorney Abbey that they had accomplished the king’s pleasure 
at Ely, Ramsey, Peterborough and Thorney and were then going on towards 
Crowland and the rest of their circuit. They would be at Launde Abbey 
about the 11th instant and would do their office there according to Cromwell’s 
expectation. They would use haste and dexterity as admonished in his late 
letters. [L. & P., Hen. VIII, Vol. XIV,ii, p. 230]. That they did not waste 
their time during the latter part of their circuit is shewn by their itinerary. 
They were at Ely priory on 18 Nov. [Jbid. p. 139] and at Ramsey on 22 Nov. 
[Ibid. p. 197], From Ramsey Abbey Paris wrote to Cromwell that when they 
were at Ely and assigned the pensions to the worst monks, whom they thought 
not meet to tarry, either for learning or some for good conditions, assigning 
them that tarried to take pains in the choir, they thought it meet to assign 
them pensions, as they did the other departed. If there was any fault in this 
they asked him to send word to Peterborough, lest they incurred that fault 
again. They all were taking as much pain as they could to do the king service, 
but their time was too short. They were fain to be occupied till ten at night, 
and every day at it again betimes. Paris added that he had heard he was 
appointed to be sheriff [of Cambs. and Hunts. Jbid. p. 207]. They were at 
Peterborough on 29 Nov., where they prepared the list of pensions, printed 
here. [Jbid. pp. 213 where three lists of pensions shewing slight variations 
are summarised. The inventory printed above, p. 20, is also mentioned.] 
They were at Thorney abbey on Ist Dec. [Ibid. p. 226], at Crowland abbey 
on 4th Dec. [Ibid. p. 230], at Spalding priory on 8th Dec. [Jbid. p. 239], at 
Wallingwells nunnery, Notts. on 14th Dec. [Ibid. p. 249], at Launde priory 
on 16 Dec. [Ibid. p. 256], at St. Neot’s priory on 21st Dec. [Jbid. p. 262] and 
at Dunstable priory where they were joined by John Gostwyk the treasurer 
of first fruits and tenths on 3lst Dec. [Tbid. p. 291]. At each of these religious 
houses they took surrenders, on the dates mentioned and assigned pensions 
to the monks or canons. At Peterborough the abbot John Chambers was 
appointed guardian of the abbey, until the king erected the see. His account

A draft indicating the normal procedure was written on brief sized 
paper. This document recorded the names of the officers of each ward in 
the borough and of other manorial officers, who were obliged to attend the 
court. On the court day the steward or his deputy, who presided over the 
court, apparently made notes, in ink of a different colour, over the names 
of those officers who had been excused attendance. Particulars of the elec- 
tion of new officers who replaced those who retired, were then inserted. 


The presentments of the different officers, which were written on a series 
of scraps of paper of different sizes were then attached to the file, which was 
completed by the addition of the presentments and ordinances of the “ Free 
Inquest’ and the names of the affeerors, who had assessed the amercements 
imposed at the court. 

The papers stitched together were roiled up and an endorsement was 
written on the back of the last leaf of the roll ‘‘ Rotulus Curie de Peterburgh 
de termino Michaelis Anno regni regis Henrici octaui tricesimo.’”’ Probably 
the details were copied afterwards on parchment but only the file has sur- 
vived. 

Additions to the original text of the document, including both insertions 
above the line or additions to the text in different ink, are printed in round 
brackets. 

Insertions by the editor or spaces left blank in the text are indicated by 
square brackets. 


Deletions are included in italics.

1 This document was discovered by the Rev. J. A. Humphreys, former precentor 
of Peterborough Cathedral, amongst the uncatalogued records of the bishopric 
in the Knight’s Chamber, after the other documents in this volume had been 
set upin print. It should be inserted on pages 33 et seq, before the other account 
of John Chambers. 

The account is on paper on 12 pages written on the front and dorse of each page, 
which measures six inches by sixteen inches. On the first folio is written the 
title in a later hand, apparently by Humphrey Austin, who has written his 
signature at the end. It will be noted that John Chambers does not account 
for any income from the vill of Burgh and Boroughbury for which two lordships 
Thomas Horseman the king’s servant was appointed bailiff. Presumably Horse- 
man accounted direct to the Court of Augmentations for the income of these 
two lordships. It is possible, of course, that Chambers’ account of these is 
lost, but the MS. does not shew that any part has been torn from the beginning. 
The MS. is continued on the dorse of the first folio as follows :— 

2 “Minus hic quam in ualore.’’ Chambers is careful, in the case of each manor, 
to compare his actual receipts with the income shewn in the Valor, the original 
valuation made by the Cathedral Commissioners [see N.R.S. Vol. XIII., pp. 43 
et seq.|, and to explain why his own receipts as warden are less than the amounts 
stated in the Valor. It will be noticed that Chambers accounts not only for 
the income which he received from the abbot’s endowments, but also for those 
from the manors and estates belonging to the obedientiaries which he was 
managing temporarily as warden, with the two exceptions of the Vill and 
Boroughbury and the officers lands therein. See N.R.S., Vol. XII, pp. 4 
to 20 for the details of the estates of the officers shewn in the Valor Ecclesiasticus.
